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T' iz. well, known, that the Author of this Work hath through the whole courſe of 'his iſe, declin'd thc 
pwrſuit of any private intereſt or advantage, and hath only, according to bis abilities, endeavonr'd to 

promote the honour and glory of that Nation where he had been born; and more eſpecially of that 

Qniverſity wherein he was educated. His early application, or as ſome call it, bis natural propen: 

ſity to Hiſtories and Antiquities made him more fit to ſerve his C ountry in that, than in any other Sincly ;, and 
that part of Antiquity, which was moit uſeful in its ſelf, and whith yet lay moſt negle@ed, became the imme« 
diate obje& of his care, as that which not only deſery'd, but requir'd and wanted the greateit induſtry. 

The Univerſity of Oxtord had now flouriſh'd for many Centuries, its Member; had been great and- fa- 
mous 3 their works wanted neither value nor number, and therefore nothing ſeem'd more neceſſary for the in- 
creaſe of its glory, and for #ht true knowledge of its ſtrength than a Regiſter of its Heroes and an exat ſurvey 
of its powers : It was requiſite then, not only that the Writers of this Univerſity, and the Charaters of thei 
works ſhow'd be Pn to poſterity, but that a Hiſtory Ar all Cardinals, Archbiſhops, and Biſhops, as wel 
in this Nation as beyond the Seas; all of thews formerly Members of this Univerſity, ſhould at the ſame time 
and by the Jong hand be attempted, and carried on ; anil that laſtly the account of any remarkable Perſons, 
that would niW fall under thoſe heads, might be reſer/d to, and digeited under the Faſti, or Annals of the 
Omniverſity. So that ypon the whole, not only the lives of the Authors, and the fate of their Writings, but the 
ſucceſſion of all eminent Men in Oxford, the decay and growth, the riſe and progreſ of learning,” might at one 
view in due order of time diſtinily appear. It is a wonder indeed that among all the members of that Body, 
who have ſignaliz'd their learning and induſtry in all profeſſions, and almoſt upon all ſubje&s ; the intire glory 
of this Work ſhould beleft to this Author, and that no part of literature ſhould be left wholly unculti vated in that 
famous Society 5, but the Memoires of the Univerſity it ſelf, and the Hiſtory of Learning therein. Somemhat 
indeed in defence of the antiquity of the place had before, by My. Twyne and others been Juceefefan ly undertaken 
and performed ; but it was a Y more eaſie and leſs fe enquiry to look. into the Original of this Society, than 
to record the Atts of its Members, to diſcover the head of this Fountain, than to trace all its Channels : Since 
therefore this Work ſeem'd for the moſt part new, and as yet wntouch'd, it was once the Authors deſign to Com- 
mence with the timeof K. Alfred, and from thence to have brought down the concurrent Hiſtory of the Uni. 
verſity and Learning together. But afterwards when he had conſider'd not only that the famous Antiquary Jo. 
Leland, ard bis followers Bale, Pits, aud Dy. Fran, Godwin, bad in a great meaſure anticipated the former part 
of his 'deſign, but that the Records and Regiſters themſelves, upon which his Relations are chiefly founded, were 
in thoſe t1mes either wholly loſt, or at leaft dark and imperfe# ; He thought fit to begin with the 15th Century, 
and to aſcend no higher than bis Records would lead hins. However, ſince a great and noble part of the Hiſtory 
of Learning, would _ Jo late a date of this Work, be wholly omitted, i was eſteemed requiſite that a ſhort 
and full relation of all Authors and Works, which before that time had been publijh'd in this Ifland: ſhould ſup- 
ply that loſs, and render the work it ſelf more perſeft and entire. 

This Introdution the Reader may expet# before the 24. Vol. At preſent nothing more remains for the ſubje@ 
of this Preface, than to give a ſhort account of the deſign of this work, of the management and language of it, 
and to add ſomewhat concerning the Author. E. 

As tothe deſign, it muſt be own'd that ſince an intire Colle ion of all paſſages relating to eminent Authors 
was intended ; ſome circumſlances have a place here which at firit view may ſeem trivial and impiaterial. It 
ought therefore to be conſider'd, that thoſe little accidents however mean in themſelves, yet in reſpe# of 
the TOs and of the works which they attend, oftentimes become conſid-rable. In a common repertory any 
reclundance or ſuperfiuity of matter, - however too ſeverely blam'd by nice palate, is ſuch a fanlt as is not far re- 

” mov'd from an excellence. The work is fitted for all Men in all faculties, and therefore thoſe of one profeſſion 
ſhould not be diſpleaſed, rf ſomewhat be inſerted, which however uſeleſs to them, may be choſen and adnir'd ty 
others. In all Commentaries and Journals which afford Material: for 1Jiftory , there ought not only to be ſome- 
what rude and naked, which may afterwards be poliſhd ; ſomewhat rough and plain, that may be beautify'd and 
improv'd ; but ſomewhat at leaſt little, and ſeemingly immaterial than may upon occaſion judicionſly be choſen, 
or ſometimes perhaps with no leſs prudence, rejeded. Such general colleions are read by moſt Men with diffe- 
rent deſigns 5 and therefore however eaſie it may be for» any Man to diſcover an emiſſion ; it i: ver; tard for 
any one Reader to pronounte one ſingle paſſage in them wholly ſuperfluons. *Tis true indeed, that Men who af- 

tr a great ſearch and enquiry mto Records, have found out ſomewhat that might as well have been ſpared, na- 
turally chooſe rather to treſpaſs on the Reader, than to paſs ſentence on their own diſccveries 3, and this, if any ble- 
milh, is ſo common to this Author-with all-other famous Antiquaries, from Ptutarch, ard Athenzeus down To 
Selden, and Dugdale 3 that his Title to that name might well be diſpmted if be ſhould be without it. 

21y. The management of ſuch a Work as this muſt neceſſarily depend as upon a ſearch into ancient Records, ſo 
upon a Commerce with thoſe Relations and Friendi of the deceaſed Authors which had ſurvived them. © Thoſe of 
the Ch. of Rome, to which this Author applyed him{/elf, have been communicative and induſtrions in furmſhing 

Materials for this Work, and therefore if any thing more largely be ſaid of the Members of that Communion 
than may be thought neceſſary, it ought to be imputed to the ready concurrence of that party towaras aWork of 
this nature, rather than to any propenſity of the Author to that Religion, The Nonconformiſts, who bear ſome 
ſhare in this Work,, have been as uſually, ſo little Friends to the carrying on of a publick deſign, and to that 
free intercourſe, which ought to be maintain d between all learned Men, that wery few, and thoſe unſatisfaitory 
relations could be obtain'd from them; and therefore a true, but n» ery large nor favourable account of their 
Writings onght to be expefted from bim. And laſily, as to thoſe of the Church of England, they have gererally 
bebaved themſelves ſo well, that they have no need to deſire flattery, nor have any reaſon h.re to —_— of

The Reader is 
now to know that contemporary with the former, lived 
another John Percevall Doctor of Divinity of Oxon, and 
by order a Franciſcan or Grey Frier ; who being a Perſon 
of great note among his Brethren, 6r amon le of his 
_ was eleted the Seven and Fortieth Provincial 
Miniſter of them ; but what relation there was between 
this and the former, it appears not. This John Percevall 
the Franciſcan died at London, and was buried in the 
Church of the Franciſcans, now commonly called Chri/t- 
Church within Newgate; whereupon Hen. Standiſh D. D. 
(whom I ſhall mention elſewhere) ſucceeded him in the 
Provincialſhip. It 1s alſo farther to be nated, that where- 
as a Learned (4) Author tells us, that this Fohr Percevall 
ſucceeded 1n that honourable Office,” one Will. Goddard a 
Door. of Divinity of Oxon, it 1s a great miſtake, for 
that Will. Goddard whom he ſets down to have been Pro- 
vincial Miniſter, was only Warden or Guardian (e) of 
the Houſe or College of Franciſcans at London before- 
mention'd, (to which he was a BenefaQtor) who dying 
26. (f) Sept. 1485. was Buried in the Chappel of the 
Apoſtles, joyning to the Church of the ſaid Houſe. As 
for the famous Dr. Will. Goddard, who was the (g) Pro- 
vincial Miniſter of the Franciſcans, he (b) died 30 Ofob. 
1437. and was buried in the ſaid Church, on the right 
de of the Tomb of Sir fobn Haſtyngs : So that I believe 
two, three, or more were Provincaals between this laſt 
Dr. Goddard: death, and the time when Dr. Fobn Percevall 
took the Provincialſhip upon him. 


ROBERT BALE called by ſome Rebert Bal: 
Twnior, becauſe there was another of both his Names, a 
Lawyer of London, and before him in time, was born in 
the County of Norfolk, entred, when Young, among the 
Carmes or Carmelites, commonly called White- Friers, in 


the City of Norwych ; ſpent ſome time forthe fake of Stu-— 


dy, among thoſe of his Order, living in the North Sub- 
urb of Oxon, where he improv'd himſelf much in the fa- 
culty of Theology; as, I preſume, he did partly at Cam- 
bridge among thoſe of his Society there. Afterwards he 
became Prior of the Carmes at Burnbem in his own Coun- 
try, where he was had in veneration by them and others 
for his great love towards Learning and Learned Men. 
All the time that he could procure, he greedily ſpent in 
his beloved Study of Diyinity, and Hiſtories both Divine 
and Profane ; and having to his greatexpence obtained a 
conſiderable Library of Books,they,at length,came after his 
Death to that of the Carmes at Burnham. He hath written,

RICHARD BARDNEY was born at, or near to, 
Bardney in Lincolnſhire became when Young, a Monk

his Society in Oxon, and afterwards retiring to his Mona- 
ſtery, wrot in Verle, | | 

Vita Roberti Groſfteſt quondam Epiſcopi Lincolnienſis. 'T1s 
as yet in Manuſcript, and was finiſhed by the Author in 
1593. he being then Bachelaur of Divinity, and by him 
dedicated to W411. Smythe Biſhop of Lincoln. The begin- 
ning of this Book is Lincolnienſis apex preſul ſacrate Wilel- 
me, &c. Many fabulous things are inſerted therein, not 


at all agreeable to ſo profound and ſubtile a Philoſopher 


as Groſfteſt was; Who in his Life and Actions did very 
humbly (1), imitate, or at leaſt endeavoured ſo to do, 


St. Auſtin Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 'The ſaid Author | 


Bardney tells us, that Grefteſf was Born at Stow in Lincoln- 


ſire, which no Author beſides himſelf, hath in the leaſt 


mentioned, and other matters of him which are falſe, 
tho ſome are true, and fit to be mention'd in Hiſtory. 
What elſe our Author Bardzey hath written, I know not 
as yet, nor any thing elle of + - only, that he was 1n 


good eſteem for ſome parts of Learning, eſpecially by 


thoſe of his Society, during the time that King Henry 7. 
lived ; but when he died it appears not. 


DONALD O-FIHELY , a Perſon much valu- 
ed among his Country-men, for his unwearied induſtry 
in matters relating to Hiſtory and Antiquity ; was Born 
of an Antient. Family in the County of Cork in Ireland : 
whence in his Youthful Years being ſent to Oxon, im- 
proved himſelf much in Academical Learning ; but whe- 
ther he took a Degree, we have no Regiſter that teſtihes 
it. Afterwards receeding to his Native Country , he 
wrot in his own Language. 

The Annals of Ireland — drawn down with great care 
and labour to his time, and by him Dedicated te his Pa- 
cron, and Favourer of his Muſe Florence Mac Mahbown. T his 
Book, which doth as yet, as I conceive, continnejin M S, 
was inthe Cuſtody of one Flor. Mac Carty in 1626, as the 
Antiquary (m) of Ireland atteſtefh ; who adds,that this our 
Author O Fihely did wrice the ſaid Annals about the Jatter 
end of the laſt;or in the beginning of this Century, which 
We are now upon : So that I preſume, that he was living 
in Fifteen hundred and five, and that he wrot, as 'tis 
probable, other things, but loſt. In this Mans time, 1find 
many noted Perſons of Ireland to have ſtudied in this Uni- 
verſity ; who,as it ſeems, have either been Writers, Fiſhops, 
or Statesmen in that Kingdom; but moſt of their Chriſtian 
Names being deficient, I'Einnot juſtly particularrze them, 
or fay thatth's was afcerwards a Writer,or that a Biſhop, c. 


STEPHEN HAWES, or Hawys originally deſcend: 
ed, as it ſeems, from the Hawes of Hawes im .the Buſhes 
in the County of S»folk ; was inſtruf&ed in all ſuch Lne- 
rature as this Univerſity could at that time afford, but 
whether he took a Degree, we have-no Regiſter to ſhew 
it. Afterwards in his Travels through England, Scotland 
and France ; viſiting the receptacles of good Letters, did

laid in this place; fo that after his return, he being 
eſteemed a compleat Gentleman, a Maſter of ſeveral 
Languages, eſpecially of the French , and above all, for

JOHN HOLTE, called by ſome Holtigena, was 
born in the County of Suſſex, and from being Uſher 
of the School joyning to the common gate of S. Mary 
Magdalen College, and Bachelaur of Arts, was elected 
Probationer of the ſaid College in 1490. and within the 
compals of an year following was adnutted true and per- 
petual Fellow thereof. Afterwards he took the Degree 
of Maſter of Arts, and carried onthe profeſſion of Peda- 
gogy {o zealous, that by his 2dmirable way of teaching 
the Faculty of Grammar, many from his School were 
tranſplanted to ſeveral Colleges and Halls in this Uni- 
verlity, that were afterwards eminent in the Nation. 
Since Which time, and that of King Henry 5. hath been 
a ſingular care of Royal Authoriy, and of worthy learn- 
ed rmen.to lay a ſolid Foundation of all kind of Learning, 
by producing a right Grammar-Inſticution. For tho before 
the ſaid King's time a great partof our Exglih men had ht- 
cle leiſire, and leſs care of good Arts, yet when the 
Houſes of Tk and Lancaſter were united by the Counſel 
of Dr. Fobn Moreton, Biſhon of Ely, and the times there- 
upon became more peaceablc, our Author Holte made a 
Grammar, .Entit. 

Lac Puerorum,&rc, Printed about the year 1497. and De- 
dicated tothe ſaid Moreton, then Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 
Which Grammar (Printed allo with the Works of obs 
Stanbridge) being the firſt of note, or moſt fit for ule, that 
was ever Printed in England, was much uſedand taken in- 
to the hands of all forts of Scholars. Afterwards the {aid 
Stanbridge, and his Scholar Kobert Whittington, with others, 
did put forth divers Treaties of Grammar, but more eſpe- 
cially Dr. fobn Colet, the learned Dean of S. Pawl's Ca- 
thedral, who compiled the Eight parts of Speech, and 
Wilkam -£ihje, the-hrft- Matter of->: Paul's School, an 
Engliſh Syntax : whereunto Cardinal Thomas Wolſey did 
afterwards prefix an Epiſtle, and die&tions for teachin 
the eight Claſſes or Forms in Ip/wich School. The learne

NICHOLAS MAGWIRE, was born in 74ron 
within the Kingdom of Ireland, Educated (b) among 
the Oxonians, and took one or more Degrees. Afterwards 
returning to his Country, ht was made Prebendary of 
Hillard, 1n the Dioceſs of Laipblin, being then, and af- 
ter, accounted famous among his Country-men for his 
great Learning, and conſtant Preaching among them. 
.1n.1490. he was, by proviſion from the Pope, promoted 
to the Biſhoprick * Laighlin, aged about thirty one 
years. Whero being ſettled, he began to write fra 
Books, but being untimely ſnatch'd away by death, finiſh- 
ed only thele following, 

Chronicon Hibernie, (of which Thaddeus Dowling made 
uſe, when he Compoſed his Annales Hibernie ) and, 

Vita Milonis de Rupe'Epiſc. quondan Laighblienſis. 

This our Author Magwire, died in fifteen hundred and 
twelve, (4. Hen. 8.) and was buried, as it ſeems, in his 
own Church of Laigblim. In his Biſhoprick ſucceeded 
one Thomas Halſey Doctor of both the Laws, whom I ſhall 
remember in his proper place, among tlie Biſhops, thac 
havereceived their Education in Oxon.

MAURITIUS de PORTLU, otherwiſe called 
O-Fibely, who, in his time, was, for his great Learning 
and Virtue, called and written by many The Flower «cf 
the World, was born (c) inthe County of Cork near to a 
celebrated Per: called Baltimore 1n Ireland, where the an- 
tient Seat of the O- Fibely's was placed, inſtructed for ſome 
time in Grammaticals and Trivials in this Univerhi, an; 
not unlikely in other Learning (after he had taken upon 
him the Habit of S. Francis) in the Convent of the 
"Brethren of that Order ſituated in the South Suburb of 
Oxon, wherein the perſon that he admired beyond all the 
World (Fobn Duns Scotzs) had ſpent ſome years in Rehli- 
gion and Learning, and in the Library of which place 
many of his Books had been Religiouſly preſerved. From 
Oxenhe Travelled into Taly, and etling in the Univerlity 
of Padoua or Padua,then flouriſhing in Learning,made very 
great proficiency in Philoſophy 1n the Monafſery of the 
Knit called S. Antony, and at riper years applied him- 
ſelf po go Gu the ſtudy of Metaphylicks, School- Divi- 
nity, and above all co the Doctrin of Joby Duns, whom 
he had 1n ſo great veneration, that he was in a manner 
beſotted with his Subtilities. After he had taken the De-

gree of Doctor of Divinity (in which Faculty he for fome 
time Read with great applauſe among the Brethren) he 
became knownto, and much reſpeted by, Pope Fulius 2. 
who, for a-reward-of his Learning and Vertues, con- 
ferred on him the Archbiſhoprick of Tuam in Tre/and in the 
year 1506. In 1512. he was preſent at the two firſt Sel- 
ſions of the Council of Lateran, and 1n the year follow- 
ing, minding to return to his Native Country, he ob- 
trained a Faculty from the Pope, of granting Indulgences 
to all ſuch that ſhould retire to Twam to hear the firſt 
Maſs that he ſhould Celebrate there : but at his arrival 
at Galloway, being overtaken with a deadly Diſeaſe, died 
before he could Celebrate it. His Works, which haye been 
much admired, and taken into the Hands of all Catho-' 
licks, are moſtly thele.

He 
gave way to fate at Galloway, before he could reach to 
Tuam (as it 15 already told you) to the great relu@tancy 
of all learned Men, eſpecially thoſe of his own Country, 
and of Padous, on the eighth of the Cal. of Fune, in Fit- 
teen hundred and thirteen ; whereupon his body was bu- 
ried in the Church of the Franciſcans, commonly called 
the Grey Friers, at Galloway. In the See of Tram ſuc- 
ceeded one Thomas O-Mullaly, commonly called Laly ; 
which Sirname occurring often in our Regiſters and Re- 


cords, there 1s no doubt but that he had received ſome 


knowledge of good Letters among us. 


HENRY BRADSHAW was born in the anti- 
ent Town of W//t-Cheſter, commonly called the City of 
Cheſter and being much addicted to Religion and Learning, 
when a Youth, was received among the Benedifme 
Monks of S. Herbergs Monaſtery 1n the laid City. Thence 
at riper years he was ſent to Glouceſter College, '1n the 
Suburb of Oxon, where after he had paſſed his courſe 
in Theology among the Novices of his Order, he re- 
turned to his Cell at S.}H/erberg, and in his elder years 
wrote, 

De antiquitate & magnificentia Urbu Ceftrie. 

Chronicon,&c. and tranſlated from Latin into Engliſh, a 
Book which he thus entituled. The life of the glorious 
Virgin S. Werberg : Alſo many Miracles that God bath fſhewed 
for ber. Lond. 1521.qu. Hediedin Fifreen hundred and 
thirteen (5. Henry 8.) and was buried in his Monaſtery, 
leaving then behind him other matters to poſterny, but 
the ſubje&t of which they Treat, I know nor. 


JOHN HARLEY, of the Order of the Preach- 
ing or Dominican, commonly called Black, Friers, did 
allo paſs his courſe in the ſupream Faculry among thoſe 
of is Order in the College pertaining to them, ſome- 
times fituared and being 1n the South Suburb of Oxon ; 
where making great proficiency in his Profeſſion, was at 
length honored with the Degree of Door of Divinity, 
being then accounted one of the prime Theologiſts of 
his Order, not only for Learmng, but for conſpicuous 
Vertue, ſancimony of Life, and acuteneſs 1n all Subtr- 
ities, and Scholaſtical Diſputations. He hath written ac

having opportunity, time, and place to peruſe the Regi-

S. Amtholin as it ſeems) in the year 1466. was Educated in 
| Grammaticals, partly in London or Weſtminſter, and being 
| fired for greater Learning, was ſent to the Habiration 
of the Muſes, the Univerſity of Oxon, about 1483. (at 
| which time one or more of his Sirname were of S. Mary 
| Magdalen College) where, after he had ſpent ſeven years 
'in | pometd and Philoſophicals, was Licenſed to proceed 
'1n Arts, being about that time ſo exquiſnely Lzarned, 
that all Tullies Works were as familiar to him, as his Epi- 
' ſtles. He was allo no ſtranger to Plato and Plotinus, whom 
he not only read, but conferred and paralleled, peruſing 
the one, as a Commentary on the other. . And asforthe 
Mathematicks, there was ſcarce any part thereof, where- 
in he was not ſeen above his years. Having thusobtained 
a moſt admirable competency 1n Learning at home, he 
Travelled into Foreign Countries to improve it by ſeeing 
the variety of Learning : As firſt into France, where ar 
Pars he advanced himſelf much in Divinity, and in Faly 
he proſecuted his Studies therein ſoeffetually, that there 
were none of his time went beyond him either in that 
Faculty, or for the Reading of the Ancients, particularly 
-Dionyſius Areopagita , Origen, S. Cyprian, S. Ambroſe, 
S. Hirrome, S. Auſtm, &c. But as 74 Thomas Aquinas, 
Fo. Duns Scotus, and other Schoolmen, he ſeemed nor co 
delight in. After his return from Italy, he retired again 
to his Mother the Univectity of Oxon, where he publickly 
and freely without ſtipend or reward, Expounded all 
S. Paul's Epiſtles, about 1497. 98. 99.&c. in which years, 
Eraſmus Rot. ſtudied (perhaps onr Author Coler too) 1n the 
| College of S. Mary the Virgin, a _—_ for the Canon 
Regulars of the Order of S. A«fin. Which moſt lcarn- 
ed perſon did make this report of Coler, that there was 
neither Door, Abbat, or Maſter in the whole Upiver. 
ſity, who frequented not, and (which was more) took 
Notes of his LeQures. In 1493. he was, upon the relig- 
nation of Chriftopb. Urſwyks, admitted by proxie ( being 
then abſent) Prebendary of Betewant in the Church ot 
York , in 1592 he became Preb. of Durnesford in the 
Church of Sali:bury, on the reſignation of Rich. Rawſon, 
and about the year 1504. being then Doctor of Divinity, 
he was by King Hewry 7. made Dean of S. Paul's Ca- 
chedral in the place of Kob. Sherebourne, promoted to the 
See of S. David. After his ſertlement in Pasls, he ac- 
cording tothe bleſſed example of S. Paul, became a free 
and conſtant Preacher of the Goſpel, by Preaching every

Holyday in ths Cathedral, ( not cuſtomary in thoſe | 
times, beſides his S2rmons at Court, (which made him | 
be loved of the King) and in many other Churches 1n 
the City. In his own Church he Expountied the Sert- 
ptures, not by retail but wholeſale, running over fome- 
times a whole Epiſtle: which, with his Sermons elſewhere, 
were much frequented by Covrtiers and Citizens,and more 
eſpecially for this cauſe, that the ſtrickt diſciplinee of 
his Life, did regularly coreſpond with the integrity 0 
his Doctrine. In 1512. (4. Hen. 8.) he was at the charge 
of 4500 1. for the Founding a Free-School in the Eaſt 
part of S. Pa/'s Church-Yard for three hundred hfry and 
three poor Mens Children, to be taught free in the School, 
appointing a Maſter, Uſher, and a Chaplain, with fut- 
ficient ſtipends to endure for ever, and commuted the 
overſight of it to the Mercers of Londen, whom he en- 
dowed with an hundred and twenty pounds yearly for 
the maintenance thereof, He alſo at the ſame time gave 
Orders for the Scholars, whereby alſo the School-Ma- 
{ters themſelves ſhould be direted. As for the Rents, 
they being much increaſed fince, more comgs to the 
School- Maſter than the whole endowment. The firſt 
Maſter was H#7liam Lilze,the famous Grammarian, who be- 
fore had privately taught Grammar elſewhere. (2.) Fobn 
Retwiſe, 1552.

JOHN CONSTABLE, Son of Roger Conſtable 
by 1/abel his Wife, was born in London, Educated in Gram- 
maticals under /liam Lihe, in Academicals in an an- 
tient Hoſtle ſometimes called Byham, afterwards corruptly 
Bobem, Hall, oppotite to Merton Coll. Church, under the 
tuition, as I conceive, of Mr. Fohn Plaiſted the chief Mo- 
derator thereof. About the time that he had taken the 
ay 4 6 of Maſter of Arts, which wasin 1515. (7.Hen.$ ) 
he left the Univerſity, being then accounted an excellent 
Poet and Rhetorician, and had ſome preferment con-.

Dyer Chancellor of the 
moſt noble Order of the Garter, a poetical Writer, and 
of good eſteem in the ſaid Queens time, as living m 
the 39 Year of her Reign. The ſaid Hemy Conſtable, who 
had Gone ſome time among the Oxomian Muſes, was a 
great Maſter of the Enghſh Tongue; and there was no 
Gentleman of our Nation, had-a nfore pure, quick, and 
___ delivery of conceit than he ; witneſs among all 
others, that Sonnet of his before the poetical Tranſlation 
called The Fwuries, made by King Fames the Firſt of Eng: 
land, while he was King of tne Scors, He hath alſo fe- 
veral Sonnets extant, written to Sir Phil. Sidney ; ſome 
of which are ſet before the Apology for Poetry, written by 
the ſaid Knight, 


THOMAS BRYNEKNELL, a Perſon of great Lite- 
rature, and a moſt skilful mterpreter of the ſacred Writ, 
had moſt of his Education in Licoln Coll. whence being 
taken to govern the Free- School joyning to that of S. Ma- 
ry Magd. did exerciſe ſuch an admirable way of teaching 
there, that many were by him fitted for the Univerhity. 
In 1597. he proceeded in Divine, and being afterwar 
a commoner for ſome time of Univerſity Coll. became 
ſo much known to, and reſpeted by, Cardinal Wolſey, 
(who if I miſtake not conferr'd ſome digmity on him) 
that he was repreſented to the King as one of thoſe moſt 
ht Perſons in the Unjverſity to encounter Mart. Luther 
Whereupon in the Year 1521. he being then Reader of 
the Cardinals Divinity LeAure, which was by him found. 
ed in the Univerſity 3 or 4 Years before, he wrot a Learn- 
ed piece, entit. . 

Trattatus contra dofttrinam Martmi Lautheri. Whether 
Printed I know not; ſure I am, that *tis commended for 
a good Book in one of our publick (f) Regiſters. What 
other Books he wrot, I cannot tell, nor when he died, 
or where buried. 


WILLIAM GROCYN, _ a moſt ſingular light of 
learning in his time, received his firſt breath 1n the City 
of Briſtol in Somerſetſhire, was educated in Grammaticals 
in Wykebams School near Wimchefter, made true and per 
petual fellow of New Coll. after he had ſerved two Years 
of probation, in 1457, and in 1479, being then M. of A. 
he was preſented by the Warden and Society of that Houle 
to the Rectory of Newton Longvill in Bucks, But his Re- 
{idence being moſtly in Oxon. the Society of Magd. Coll. 
made thoice of him to be their Divinity Reader, about 
the beginning of the Reign of King Rich. F which King 
coming ſoon after to Oxon, and taking up his lodging in 
that College; he was pleaſed to hear our Author Groeyn, 
and ſome others of that Houſe diſpute : And being much 
delighted with their diſputation, eſpecially with thoſe of 
Groen, Which were 1n Divine, he did moſt graciouſly 
(s) reward them. But Groeyn leaving his Readers place 
in Magd. Coll. in the beginning of the Year 1488, being 
then accounted excellent in the Latin and Greek Tongues 


-according to the then mums. of them, he did, for 


the farther accompliſhment of himſelf in thoſe critical

Thomas Lynacre the Famous Phyſician was his Executor, 
eddrhom he left conſiderable Legacies; and W#ibiem Lilje 
the Grammarian, who was his God-ſon, had a little Me- 
morial bequeathed to him in his laſt Will which I have 
(/) ſeen. To, and with, this Gre:jn, and other eminent 
Scholars of England, who were of his time, was well 
known, and familiar, Andreas Ammonivs a Clerk of 
Lucs 1n Italy, Son of Eliz.ab. de Harena, or Arena, a grave 
Matron of chat place ; which Andrew, who was an Apo- 
ſtolick Prothonotary, Colle&or for the Pope in England, 
Latin Secretary to King Hemry 8. and a Learned Man, 
did, as I have juſt reaſon to conceive, fpend ſome time 
in Oxon for the ſake of Study, while Groom, or at leaſt 
Eraſmus were converſant there : But being not certain 
of the matter, I ſhall only ſay, that Armunims dying in 
Septemb.

Aged 18 Years, took, as it ſeems, 
one Degree in Arts; and then giving a farewel to the 
Unve ys went for Religion ſake to Feru/alem; where, 
after he had paid his Vows, put in at his return at the 
Hle of Rhodes, and making fome ſtay there, he learned 
the Latin and Greek Tongues exactly: which matter 
hath ſeemed Rrange to ſome, foraſmuch as Rhodes was 
not Rhodes in that Age, except ſome great Critick was 
caſually there. Thence he went to Rome, where he heard 
Fob. Sulpitins and” Ie re Sabinus, great Maſters of La- 
tin in thoſe days Read and Feach. Afﬀeer his return he 
fertled in Londen, and taught Grammar, Poetry, and 
Rheronck-with ſucceſs. At-lengeh Dr. Fobn-Coler 
Dean of Se. Paws Cathedral, made him the Firſt Maſter 
of the School, which he had Founded in the Yard, be- 

ing to the ſaid Cathedral, in the Year 1512. where

1619. qu. publiſhed 
by his Widow Dorothy (2) Two Sermons, 1. A preparatroe 
Lilie to crere Souls, on Mark 16. 6. and the other, How to 
ſeek and find Chrift on Luke 24. 5. Both Printed at Lond. 
in 1619, qu. publiſhed by his ſaid Widow Denny, whoſe 
Daughter Mary hath Verſes before, in commendation of, 
them. This Dr. Peter Lilje gave way to fate in the latter 
end of 1614 (12. Fac. 1.) and was buried in the Church 
belonging to the Sawoy betorementioned. Mill. Lilye 
the Grammarian had a Daughter named Diony/ia, who 
was married to his Uſher Fobn Ritwiſe or Rightwyſe, af- 
terwards Maſter of St. Pau!'s School, on the Death of his 
Father-in Law; and a moſt eminent Grammarian in his 
Generation: This Perſon by the way I muſt tell you, 
was born at Saw! in Norfolk, educated in Eaton School 
near Wmdſecr, eleted into Kings Coll. in Cembridge an. 
1507. made the Tragedy of Dsdo out of Virgil; and ated 
the ſame with the Scholars of his School betore Cardinal / 
Waolſey with great applauſe. One Rich. Fones lucceeded 
him in the Government of St. Paul's School, 1532. (24. 
Hen. 8.) in which Year Ritwiſe perhaps died. Awad | 
his Widow Dioyſia took to her ſecond Husband Fames | 
Facob, who was one of the Maſters of the {aid School, 
by whom he had a- Son called Poiydore Facob: In the 
next Centery after the Death of our Famous Hl. Lilje, 
appeared as a Comet to the Vulgar from Leiceſterſhire, 
one of both his Names, a' great pretender to Aſtrology | 
and Phyſick, and in truth conſidering his Education, 
which was without the help of an Academy, he was emi- 
nent. He began to write, much about the time when 
the grand Rebellion commenc'd, wrot in tavour of the 
Leng Parliament and their proceedings, and many no- 
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torious matters againſt the Royal Family ; which being 
highly reſoncad & the generous Loyaliſt, he was aimed 
at upon His Majeſties Reſtauratron 1n 1660. to be brought 
to condign puniſhment : But upon che: Intercefſion of 
George on (to whom Lilje had been civil m the times 
of. Uſurpation) and others, he eſcaped, and continued 
in writing his Ephemrerides to the time of his Death. This 
Perſon who pretended much'to Prophecy (of which he 
hath* publiſhed ſeveral, Pamphlets, eſpecially. in his ſaid 
Ephemerides) and had exerciſed the trade of Conjuration 
among ignorant People, died at Walton upon Thames in 
Szrrey (where he had purchaſed a fair Eſtate, with the 
Moneys he had got, by 1mpoling on the Vulgar with his 
Juggles) on the gth day of Fane, an. 1681+ Aged near 
80 Years, and was burted in the middle of the Church 
there, towards the North Wall. Soon after, was a black 
Marble Stone, with an Inſcription thereon, laid over his 
Grave by his Friend Elias Aſbmole Elq. A lutle before his 
Death, he did adopt-for his Son by the Name of Merlix 
Funior, one Will. Coley a Taylor by Trade, and a Native 
of Magd. Pariſh in the North Suburb of Oxon, and at the 
ſame tir1e gave him the Impreſſion of his Ephemers, af- 
ter it had been Printed for 36 Years, which Coley conti- 
nues to this day. The Writings of this Lilly being too 
many to be here inſerted, I ſhall only give you the cant- 
ing and amuſing Titles of ſome, as (1) England: P+o- 
phetical Merlin, (2) Engliſh Merlin revived, &c.

JOHN STANBRIDGE another noted Grammarlan 
of his time, was born at Heyford in Northamptonſhire, edu- 
cated in Trivials in Wykehams School near Wincheſter, ad- 
mitted,after two Years of probation, true and perpetual 
Fellow of New College, in the Year 1481, left it Five 
Years after, and þeing naturally delighted in the faculty 
of Grammar (tho then Bac. of Arts) he was made fir 
Uſher of the Free-School joyning to Magd, Coll. (for fo 
he occurs in the Year 1488.) and after the Death of 
Fob. Anwykyll, chief Maſter thereof ; 1n which employ- 
ment, he continued, if I miſtake not, to the time of his 
Death, and became ſo happy in' the: practice of his pro- 
feflion, that many Perſons, who proved afterwards emi- 
nent, acknowledged to have received inſtruction from 
him. Among ſuch Rob. Whittington was one, by whoſe 
endeavours, as alſo thoſe of Stanbridge, Will. Horman, and 
Will. Lilje, ( all Oxford Students) the Latin tongue was 
much refin'd and amended. This Fo. Stenbridge was a 
right worthy Lover of his faculty,and an indefatigable Man 
in teaching and writing, as it may appear by thoſe things 
that he hath publiſhed, very grateful to the Muſes and 
publick concerns. The laſt of which he conſulted more 
than his own private intereſt ; and when 1n his old Ape, 
he ſhould have withdrawn himſelf from his profeſſion 
( which is eſteem'd by the generality a drudgery) and 
have lived upon what he had gotten in his younger 
Years, he refuſed it, lived poor and bare to his laſt, yer 
with a juvenile and cheerful Spirit. He hath written,

NICHOLAS VAUX, Son of Sir. Jil. Vaux of Har- 
wedow in Northamptonſhire by Catherine his Wife (*) Daugh- 
ter of Gregory Penyſtone of Curteſels 1n Piemont, a Province 
of Italy, was born in that County ( Northamptonſbire) and 
in his juvenile Years, was ſent to Ox, where by read- 
ing Humarie and Romantick, rather than Philoſophical, 
Authors, adyanced his Genie very much in Poetry and 
Hiſtory. In his riper Years he followed the Camp, did 
King Hen. 7. ſervice in the Battel of Stoke (near 
Newark) in the ſecond Year of his Reign, and thereupon 
he received the Honor of Knighthood. In the 19th Year 
of that Kings Reign ,, he appeared like a_ Star at the 
Marriage of Prince Arthur, for the Gown of Purple Vel- 
vet which hethen wore, was valued at a Thouſand pounds 
beſides a Collar of SS about his Neck, which weighe 
Eight hundred pounds in Nobles. In the 1. Hem. 8. he 


. was made Lieutenant of the Caſtle of Guiſner in Picardy,

and in the 5:h of that Kings Reign, he was at the Seige 
of Twrwyn. In the 19th, he was one of the Ambaſſadors 
then ſent into Frexce, for confirming the Articles of 
Peace, between King Her. 8. andthe French; and in the 
11th, was one of the Commiſſioners appointed to make 
preparation for that famous interview near Guiſnes, be- 
eween King Her. 8. and the Kiftg of France. Afrer which 
he grew into ſuch high eſteem'at Court, that in the 15. 
Hem. 8. he was advanced (=) to the dignity of a Baron of 
this Realm, by the Name and Title of Nicholas Lord 
Vaux of Harwedon. It 1s reported by a certain (os) Au- 
thor, that hu fancy laid chiefly in the facility of bus meter, 
and the aptneſs of bis deſcriptions, ſuch as be takes upon him 
70 wake ; namely, in ſundry of bis Songs, wherein be ſheweth 
the counterfeit afiow ery lively and pleaſantly.

ROBERT WAKFELD, a Northern Man born, and 
the greateſt Lingwſt of his time, was as he ſaith, (a) ex fide- 
libus natus fidelis, ex Chriſtians Chriſtian, and afterwards 
being fitted for the Univerſity, he was ſent to Cambridge, 
where he took one or more degrees in Arts. But his 
deſire being ſolely bent ro improve his natural Genie in 
the Tongues, he went to travel, and in ſhore time art: 
fained to a very conliderable knowledge 1n the Greek, 
Hebrew, Chaldaic, and Syriac* Tongues. About that 
time he read and taught the ſaid Tongues at Tubing in 
Germany, at Pars, and in 1519, I find (6) him to be 
Hebr. Profeſſor at Lowaine in Brabant, 1n the place of 
one Matthew Adrian : But continuing there only 4 
Months, he returned 1nto Ergland, where being made 
known to the King by his great friend and admirer 
Rich. Paice Dean of St. Panls, he was made one of his 
Chaplaus, took the Degree of Bach. of Divinity, was 
beloved of many, and patroniz'd in his ſtudies by Thom. 
Bulleyn Earl of Wilts. When the unlawfulneſs of Matri- 
mony between the King and Catherine of Spayne, Widow 
of his Brother Prince Arthur was called into queſtion, 
he began to detend the Queens cauſe, and therefore gain- 
ed the love of many, b.t being atterwards courted by 
fair promiſes to change his mind, and the rather becaule 
of his great $kill in the Tongues and Divinity, and there- 
tore able to lay more than another Man, he came over 


to. the. Kings. Party, ..whereby. he gained _ the hatred. of- 


many. [I have feen (<) a Letter written by him to the 
King, dated from Sion 1n Middleſex, 1527. wherein he 
rells him, that he will defend his cauſe or queſtion in all the 
Univerſities'in Chriſtendome, &c. and afterwards tells him, 
that, *1f the People ſhould know that he, who began to 
* defend the Queens cauſe, not knowing that ſhe was 
*carnally known of Pr. Arthur his Brother, ſhould now 
*write againſt it, ſurely he ſhould be ſtoned of them to

Univerſity of Oxon made to the King, Wakfeld was fent 
thither about 1530. and at his firſt coming he made a 
publick in the Hall of the Coll. of K. Her. $. 
(lince called Ch. Church) before the Univerſity, and af- 
terwards read publickly the Hebrew Le&ure there, as 
his Brother Tho. Wakfeld did at Cambridge by the Kings 
Authority, beginning to read there in 1540. In 1532, he

JOHN FOREST or Forref, whoſe firname had, ſe- 
veral Years before he was born, lived within the City of 
Oxon, (but whether of his Family I cannot yet tell) was 
from his Childhood educated in Piety and Learning, Af- 
terwards when he attained to the 19th Year of his Age, 
he took upon him the habit of St. Francs at Greenwich 
in Kent as it ſeems, and at about 26 Years of Age, was 
inſtruted in Theological Studies for a time, among the 
Brethren of that Order living without Watergate in the 
South Suburb of Oxow. What Degrees he took here, it 
appears not; yet ſure I am that in order for the taking 
of the Degree of Bach. of Div. he ſupplicated the Ven.

" gy. He lived always a fingle Man, was an_ adorer of 


Chaſtity and chaſt Men, and ſhew'd himſelf generous 
in his profeſion to thoſe that ſtood in need of it, for ve- 
ry ſeldom or never did he take a tee. What he got, and 
what he could ſpare out of his paternal eſtate, he ex- 
pended in purchaſing Books. So that ſeveral Years be- 
fore he died, his Library exceeded any one or two, that 
belonged to a Perſon or Perſons of his profeflion. Every 
night after his buſineſs was paſt, he read a Chapter in the 
Bible to thoſe that belonged to him, and the Subſtance 


- thereof he expounded to them. By the doing of which, 
and his interpoling himſelf in matters relating to Relt- 


gion and the Clergy, ſome R. Catholicks have thought 
that he halced in his Opinion, that is, that he was inclin- 
ed to the way of Hereticks, His romp are many, 
partly written in Latin and partly in Engliſh, the titles 
of ſome of which are theſe.

Elizeb. his Wife Daugh. of —- Willey) Son of Fob. Cox 
of Monmouth, was born in Monmouthſhire, educated in Cans- 
bridge till he was Bach. of Arts, went to Oxon ig 1538. 
where making ſome ſtay for the ſake of ſtudy, was in- 

rporated in-the ſame Degree in the Year following, 
and intending to make a longer ſtay, he ſupplicated for 
the Degree of Maſter of Arts, but whether admicted it 
appears not. About the ſame time he was a Schoolma- 
ſter at Reading in Berks, and was there in much eſteem 
when fob, Frytb the Martyr was taken for a Vagabond, 
and ſet in the Stocks; to whom, for his learning and no-

THOMAS WYATT the delight of the Muſes and 
of Mankind, Son of Hemr. Wyatt of Allington Caſtle in 
Kent Knight and Banneret, by Anne his Wiſe Daughter 
of Joh. Skinner of Surrey, was born of an ancient and 
gentile Family in the ſaid County of Kent, ſent to Cam- 
bridge to be initiated in Academical [aan tranſplan- 
red thence to Oxox purpoſely to advance himfelt in know- 
ledge by the hearing of the Cardinals Lectures, then 


being ſent to travel, he return'd an accompliſh'd Gentle- 
man, and was eſteemed by all thoſe that knew him to be 
a Perſon adorn'd with the endowments as well of body 
and mind, as of fortune. By the' dayly and unwearied 
practice of the two former, while he was 1n his travels, 
and after his return, he became not only well skilld in 
military matters, but alſo in ſeveral Arts and Tongues : 
And as eſteemed ſtrong and valiant in body, fo power- 
ful in mind and counſel. At length he with Hen. Haward 
or Howard Earl of Surrey, ( who alſo had travel'd into 
Italy, and there taſted the ſweet and Rately meaſures and 
ſtyle of the Italian Poeſie) being eſteemed to be the firſt 
refiners of the Engliſh Tongue, yt: was introduced 
into the Court, was beloved of K. Hen. 8. who honor- 
ed him with the Degree of Knighthood, and ſent him 
in ſeveral Embaſlies beyond the Seas, which he very pru- 
dently performed with great truſt to the honor of his 
Maſter. But that which is here to be in a ſpecial man- 
ner marked, was his admirable skill in Poetry, which 1n 
his firſt Years of reaſon he expreſſed in ſeveral amorous 
Songs and Poems : With which, as allo his witty jeſts, 
the King himſelf being in an high manner delighted, 
they were ſo much admired by the Men of that, and 
the next Age, (tho I preſume they are now loft) that 
{ome have not ſtuck to report, that as Mecanas, Ow, 
Tibullus, &c, have been among the Latins moſt famous 
for Elegie ; So Sir Tho. Watt the elder, Henry Haward 
Earl of Surrey, Sir Franc. Brian of the Privy Chamber to 
K. Hen, $8. (and a Traveller in 1528) Sir Phil. Sydney, 
George Gaſcoigne Eilqz &c. have among the Engliſh been 
molt paſſionate to bemoan the perplexaties of Love. For

JOHN LONGLAND received his firſt breath in a 
Mercat Town called Henley in Oxfordſhire, was firſt made 
a Semicommoner or Demie, and afterwards Fellow, of 
Magdalen College : About which time being Maſter of 
Arts and in Orders, he addicted himſelf very ſeverely to 
ſtudy and devotion, and became famous for his exempla- 
ry life and converſation. In 1505, he was made Princi- 
pal of Magd. Hall, in 1510 (2. Hen. 8.) he was admit- 
ted to the reading of the ſentences, and in the Year at- 
ter he proceeded in Divinity. _In Decemb. an. 1514, he 
ſucceeded Dr. Will, Atwater 1n the Deanery of Salrsbury, 
and in 1519, he was made Canon of imd/ore: At which 
time he being in great favour with the King for his ex- 
cellent way of Preaching, he did not only make him his 
Confeſſor, but alſo, upon the death of A4rwater, Biſhop 
of Lincoln, and about that time Lord Almoner.

Ar length having made 
a grand colleQtion of antiquities, he retired to his habi- 
tation in the Pariſh of St. Michael in le Querne in London, 
where ſpending about fix Years more in mpatay fuch 
Books that he had promiſed to the King, did at length 
(upon a foreſight that he was not able to perform his | 4 
miſe, or as the Roman Catholicks ſay, that be bad dege- 
nerated from the ancient Religion) fall diſtrated and loſt 
his ſenſe, being but a little \ eſteemed a Perſon of 
a clear judgment and of great in/ig bt to diſcern between ſub- 
ſtantial and ſuperficial learning. This his diſtemper being 
made known to the King and his Council, His Majeſty 
| by Letters Pattent (3) dat. 21. March 5. Ed. 6. Dom.1 550. 
did grant the cuſtody of him by the name of Fobn Laylond 
Funior, of St. Michaels Pariſh in le Luerne, London, Clerk, 
to his Brother Fobn Laylond ſenior, and for his mainte- 
.nance to receive the profits of Haſe!y, Popplyng, E.Knoll, 
and FW. Knoll before-mentioned. He was ned by 
the generality of Scholars of his time an excellent Ora- 
tor and Poet, learned in the Greek, Latin, French, 
Italian, Spaniſh, Britiſh, Saxon, Welſh, and Scotiſh 
Tongues, a moſt diligent ſearcher into antiquity, and a 
favourer and loyer of all thoſe that bent their minds that 
way. His enemies, or ſuch that cared not for him, as 
Pol. Virgil, Dr. Fo. Cay, &c. did uſe to ſay that he was a 
vain glorious Perſon, and that he promiſed more than 
ever he was able to perform, and others, that his Poetical 
wit made him ſo conceited, that it was the chief reaſon 
of his frenſie.

Afterwards he travell'd into ſeve- 
ral Countries, fell into the company and acauaintance 
of Rich. Paice, (mention'd under the Year 1532.) ſtudied 
together in Tal, and contracted between them ſuch a 
faithful and conſtant friendſhip, that the like could nor 
be read in any Author. All things were in a manner 
common between them, and what was by either read 
or obſerved, was forthwith communicated to each others 
great advantage- After his return to his native Coun-

Afterwards he travel'd beyond the Seas, 
and at his return became, by the ſaid Biſhops endeavours 
(co whom he was Chaplain ) one of the Prieſts of the 
College of St. Mary at Orery in Devonſhire, founded by 
Tob. Grandiſon B. of Exeter. But his Patron dying ſoon 
after, he entred imto the Order of St. Benedi& or into 
that of St. Fraxcs (as one, (#) who gives him an1ll report 
becauſe he lived and died a f{ingle Man, tells us) but at 
what place I know not. Sure 'tis that living to ſee his 
Monaſtery difolv'd, he being about that time Doctor of 
Divinity, became Vicar of Much Badew in Eſſex, and in 
1546 Vicar of the Church of St. Mathew the Apoſtle at 
IWokey 1n Somerſetſhire on the death of Mr. Rich. Eryngton, 
which I think was all the preferment that he had to the 
time of his death. In his younger days he was eſteemed a 
good Poet and Orator, as ſeveral ſpecimens of his com- 
polition in thoſe faculties ſhewed, but when Years came 
on, he ſpent his time moſtly in pious matters and in read- 
ing the Hiſtories of Saints.

Knight, was educated in trivials, and 
partly in quadrivials for ſome time in this Univerſity, and 
whether he afterwards ſtudied in Cambridge (of which he 
was Chancellour in the Reign of Edw, 6.) I cannot ſay. 
If fo, *tis very ſtrange that one that had converſed with 
the Muſesof both-Univerſtties, ſhould be ſo wnlearned (as 
one (*) who was an enemy to his memory reports) that 
he could ſcarce write or read, Afterwards K. Hen. 8. mar- 
rying his Siſter Fane, he alcendedto, and obtained great, 
honours and places in the Realm of England, as all Hiſto- 
ries will tell you. While he was Lord Protector, there 
went under his name, 


In which Year alſo came ©0.t his Expedition mo Scotland, 
written by another hand. After he was committed Pr1- 


Government, he made very great ſhew of ſanctuy, and 
ſeemed not to omit any opportunity, whereby he mighe 
employ tis time religioufly, as it well appears by a Book 
that he then wrot entituled, 

A ſpiritual arid moſt precious Pearl, teaching all Men 
to love and embrace the crols as a moſt {weet and,necel- 
ſary thing, &c. Lond. 1550. oft. At that time, before, 
and after, he was much courted by Fohbn Calvin and Peter 
Martyr, as being the chief Perſon that carried on the re- 
formation. The former wrot-co him the faid Protector, 
An Epiſtle of godly conſolation, 22. Of. 1549. Wrn before 
the time and knowledge of his trouble. Which Epiftle 
being delivered to him in the time of his trouble, was 
tranſlated by him from French into Engliſh. — Printed 
at Lond. 1550.0, The other (P. Martyr) wrot an Epi- 
{tle to him- about the ſame time 1n the Lat. tongue ; which 
being much pleaſing to him, was by his defire tranſlated 
into Engliſh bythat noted Zealot Thom, Norton.—Printed 
1550 in oft, From which Epiſtles it doth plainly appear 
what great reſpe&ts they (Calvin and Martyr) and their 
Parties had for him, and what ſolemn wiſhes and prayers 
they continually ſent forth for his welfare and bleſſed pro- 
ceedings in the Reformation then in hand. Thus great 
Perſon, who was allo Duke of Semer/et, died on Tower- 
bill near London, by the ſtroke of the ax, 22. January, in 
Fifreen hundred fifty and two, which was the ſ{ixth Year 
of K. E4.6, but where he was buried, I cannot yet tell. 


NICHOLAS UDALL whom Leland (4) ſtiles Odo- 
vallzs, was born in Hampſhire, and. deſcended from thoſe 
ot his name, living ſometimes at Wykebew in the ſaid 
County, was admitted Scholar of Corp. Ch. Coll. in Fune 
1520. aged 15 or more, Probationer Fellow in Sepr.1 524. 
being then Bach. of Arts, and two Years after {upplica- 
ted for the Degree of Maſter, but took it not at that time, 
being, as 'tis probable, denied, becauſe he was much ad- 
dicted to the opinions of Luther. Afterwards he obtain- 
ed the Maſterhhip of Eaton-School near Wmdſor, and pro- 
ceeded in Arts 1534, but in 1547 had like to have loſt 
that place as being ſuſpeRed to be conſcious to a robbe 
committed by two Scholars of his School, who having 
ſtole -1mages; plate, and other matters belonging to the 
College of Eaton, were with Udall examined (e) by His

RALPH RADCLIFF was born of, and deſcended 
from, an ancient Family of his name ih Cheſhire, received 
part of his Academical Education in this Univerſity, par- 
tigplarly, as I conceive, in Braſenoſe Coll. about the time 
of its firſt foundation, but whether he took a Degree it 
appears not. The genie of this Perſon beirig ſtrangely 
addited.to the inſtruQion of Youth, he obtained part of 
the Carme's Houſe at Huchin or Hitchin in Hertfordſhire, 
an. 1538. being about that time diſſolved, wherein he not 
only opened a School; but framed out a lower room into 
liſh Comedies 
to the end that they might be emboldened for ſpeaking and 
pronuntiation.

Law, in the beginning of Dec. 1529. but whether the 
ſame, I dare not yet affirm. In 1544, he was conſtrain- 
ed by ſome misfortune to abandon the place of his nativi- 
ty, and in Feb. 1546. when the news ofthedeath of King 
Hen. 8. came into Italy, he was at Bologna ls Groſſa,where 
nn n (38 company of ſeveral Gentlemen, he entred in- 
to diſcourſe in Cds of the ſaid King, whoſe honor 
there had been wrongfully touched, Which diſcourſe he 
afterwards drew up by way of Dialogue, direQing it to 
Pietro Aretino the well known Thuſcan Poet, as | kucey 


for his Satyrical wit, as infamous for his life and death. 


Afterwards, if not before, he lived at Padius, where he 
gathered many materials for his Italian Diftionary and Gram- 
mar, and in 1549, I meet with him returned to Londen, 
where he wrot his ſhort, but methodical Hiſtory of Traly. 
About that time his name being highly fam'd for his cra- 
vels through France and Ialy, his knowledge in ſeveral of 
es, and in other ſorts of learning,he was 
made Clerk of the Council to K. E. 6. but upon his death, 
falling into the diſpleaſure of Qu. Mary, and fo conſe- 
quently depriv'd of his place, and all hopes of other em- 
ployment 1n the Court, he thereupon deſigned her mur- 
ther, (one ſaith (p) that the deſign was againſt Steph. Gar- 
dmer Biſhop of Wincheſter) for which he was ſent Priſoner 
to the Tower of London, on the 20. Feb. 1553. in the com- 


| pany of Will. Wimter, and Sir Nich. Throckmorten commit- 


ted to that place alſo. On the 26. of the ſame Month, 
being much conſcious to himſelf that he ſhould ſuffer a 
ſhameful death, he endeavour'd to make away with him- 
ſelf, by thruſting a knife into his body under his paps, but 
the wound did not prove mortal. On the 9. of Mey 1 5 54. 
he was arraigned and condemned at the Guild hall in Lond 
and on the 18. of the ſame Month, he was drawn from the 
Tower to Tyburn ; where after he had made a Specch in de- 
fence of himſelf, he told the company that he died for bis 
Country. - He was a Man of a hot hery ſpirit, had ſuck'din 
damnable principles, by his frequent converſation with 
Chriftoph. Goodman, that violent enemy to the rule of Wo- 
men, and one of more miſguided zeal, than true Religion 
and Wiſdom.

JOHN HOPER or Hooper, noted to poſterity for his 
* manful and painful ſuffering of death for the Proteſtant 
Cauſe, received his firſt breath in Semerſerſhire, and his 
Academical Education in Oxon, but in what Houſe there, 
unleſs 1n that of Merton, I cannot yet tell. He had an 
Unkle or near Kinſman of both h1s names, who was born 
in the Dioc. of Hells, made Maſter-Fellow of that Houle 
in the Year 1513, and this Jeb. Hoper, whom we are fur- 
ther to mention, being ſent to the Univerlity the Year 
tollowing, might probably be put under his tuition 1n the 
{1id Coll. or at leaſt 1t St. Albans Hall, of which he was 
then (notwithſtanding Fellow of Merten Coll.) Principal. 
Bur theſe matters remaimng vet uncertain, I ſhall pro- 
cecd to what is extant on record. In the latter end there- 
fore of 1518. he was admitted Bach. of Arts, which was 
the Inghelt Degree he took in this Un:verlity, and about 
the ſame time compleated it by Determina;ion, Wohart be- 
came of him afterwards I cannot juſtly ſay. Howbeit 
there 15 not wanting an Author(9)who reports that he was 
of the number of C:ftercrans,commonly called //bire Monks, 
and had {o continued tor foine Years. Which report, I 
preſume is true, becaule in all my ſearches, I cannot hnd 
him a Curat, Vicar, or Parſon. But fo it was that he be- 
ng weary of that Order, he letc it, and repairing to Oxon, 
was, a5 the R. Catholicks ſay, mtected with Lutheriſme by 
Books bi ought from Gerzany ; and 1n ſhort time became a 
thorow-pac'd Proteſtant, 1t not worle as they further add.

Bur be- 
ing diſcovered by him to be a Proteſtant, he was forced 
to leavethat harbour, and to go into France : where ſtay- 
| -many-matters there, -here- -- 
turned into Bngland, and lived with a Gentleman called 
Seintlow. But at length his lving with him being known, 
he was ſorght after to be apprehended, Whereupon he 
put on a Mariners habit, made himſſe]t Maſter of a Boac 
and went into Ireland, and from thence took a larger jour- 
ney into Zuitzerland, where he became acquainted with 
Bullimger, Scholar and Succeſſor of Zumpliuzs's Chair, fift 
at Bafill,and afterward at Zurich,where allo (7 )by bis Coun- 
cil and Dottrine, he married a Wife, which was a Burgun- 
dian, and applyed wery ſtndiouſly the Hebrew tongue. When 
K. Ed. 6. came to the Crown, he returned ſoon after into 
England, and lettling for a time in Londen, Preached to 
| the People there very frequently, and ſometimes againſt 
pluralities. In 1549. he became an accuſer of Biſhop 
Bonner,when he was to be deprived of his Biſhoprick,which 
| made him fare the worle when Qu. Mary came to the 
Crown. In L$g0. he, by the help of his former Maſter 
Sir fob. Arundel, who could do all at that time with the 
Earl of Warwick, (afterwards Duke of Northumberland ) 
was nominated and eleRed Biſhop of —_ but when 
he ſhould come to be conſecrated or inveſted by Dr.Cran- 
mer Archb. of Canterbury, and Rydley B. of London, (who 
maligned him for his worſe than Calviniſtical Principles) 
they would not do it, except he would conform\himſel 
in all points to them, both in apparel and opinions, bur 
he obſtinately retuſing a Rocher, was thereupon (®) con- 
tin'd to cuſtody. At length by the Earl of Warwick's in- 
rerceſlion to Cranmer, and the King's Letters co diſpenſg 
with thoſe matters and ceremonies (which F. Fox uſually 
calls trifles and ſuperſtitions) he was conſecrated Biſhop of 
the ſaid See, $. March 1550. At which time (as 'tis ſaid) 
Hoper, after much hanging off, did take (5) the Oath of 
Supremacy, and ro when he Preached at Court, 
he did once for formality ſake appear in a Shymar, with 3 
white linnen rochet under it, but much aſhamed 'at the 
ſtrangeneſs thereof, as Fox ſaith. Being ſettled in the Sec 
| of Gloeefter, which was looked upon as a poor pittance 
for ſo great a Clerk, who had ſuffered fo much for the 
Cauſe, the Earl of Warwick got for him another Biſhop- 
rick much better than the former, called Worcefter ; of 


which place being (:) declared Biſhop, 20. May 6. E4. 6. 
Dom. 1552. (the Biſhop thereof N. Heath being then a 
Prifoner in the Fleet) had liberty then given to him to 
keep it in Commendam with Gloceſker, While he was Bi- 
ſhop he Preached often, viſned his Diocelles, kept good 
hoſpitality for the poorer fort of People, and was beloved 
by many. Burt when Qu. Aary began to Reign, which 
was 1n 7uly 1553, he was purſevanted up to Londoy, in 
the latter end of Auguſt, _ on the firſt of Sepr. follow- 
ing, was committed Priſoner to the Fleet ; where remain- 
ing ſome Months, was at length examined ſeveral times, 
and required to recant his opinions. But ſtanding con- 
ſtant and reſolute to them, was condemned firſt to be 
burnt, in Fanear. 1554, and then in Feb. following was 
degraded. The next day he was conducted towards Glo- 
cefter, where being arnved, he ſuffered death ſoon after 
with great courage. He was a Perſon of good parts, well 


vers'd in the Greek and Hebrew tongues, a tolerable Phi. 
loſopher, but a better Theologiſt, had not his Principles 
been too rigid and difſenting trom the Engliſh Church,

Coll. he was firſt made Semicommoner or De- 
mie of that Houſe, and after he had taken the Degree of 
Bach. of Arts (which was 1513.) he was, as I conceive, 
made Fellow. At length upon the defire of Fobn Clay- 
mond, and Rob. Morwem,, who knew the ſingular virtues 
and learning of the Perſon, he left that Coll. and by the 
favour of that moſt worthy Perſan Biſhop Fox, Founder 
of that of Corp. Chriſti, was made ſocins compar thereof, 
with leave to travel into [taly for three Years, @n. 1520. So 
that after he had read the Greek LeQure there for tome 
time, he journicd into Italy, ſtudied Phyfick, and took the 
Degree of DoRor in that faculcy at Padiua. After his re- 
turn he was ſettled Greek Reader of his Coll. was incorpo- 
rated in the ſame Degree inthe latter end of 1525, was 
made Phyſician to K. Hen. 8. and not only became famous 
for his happy praQtice in thatfaculty in theſe parts, andaf- 
terwards in Londen (for he was one of the College of 4's 
ficians there) but alſo for his great knowledge in Philo 
phy and things natural.

As for thoſe things he wrot againſt Leland while 
he continued in Oxos as a certain Author tells us, are no 
more, as I ſuppoſe, than ſcoffs in Verſe, or repartees 
made on him for changing his Religion, and thereupon 
dyed diſtrated, whereas Dr. Croke made no change, as 
'tis ſaid, but dyed in that Faith, which he in the begin- 
ning had received, in Fifteen hundred fifty and eight. A 
Copy of his laſt Will and Teitament (t) which I have 
ſeen, dated 21, Aug. and proved 29. of the ſame Month, 
@n. 1558. I find that he was Parſon of Long Buckby in 
Northamptonſhire, but cannot find the Church or Yard 
wherein he would have his body to be buried, only that 
he died 1n London, leaving behind him a Brother named 
Rob.

JOHN ROBYNS a Staffordſhire Man born, became a 
Student in this Univerſity, an. 1516, or thereabouts, was 
elected Fellow of Allſouls Coll.1520. and afterwards took 
the Degrees in Arts and holy Orders.

B. of Rocheſter he returned to Cambridge, where he was 


made Orator about 1522, and Greek Profeſlor next after | 


Fraſmn. So that in time, by his diligent teaching and 
inſtructing, the knowledge of the Greek tongue, or the 
true and genuine Greek was there, with much ado, plant- 
ed. In 1524, he commenced D. of D. at Cambridge, be- 
ing then, or about that time, Tutor to the Duke ot Rich- 
wond, and benehced, if not dignified in the Church. Aft- 
terwards, he was employed by the King to goto ſeveral 
places in T[aly, eſpecially to the Univerhty of Padiua, to 
agitate about the matter of the unlawfulneſs of the Kings 
Marriage with his Brothers Widow. After his return, the 
Umwerſity of Oxford (as a certain (*) Writer tells you) 8y 
great means and favourable friends and fair promiſes of large 
allowance, imvited bim thither to be their Reader, The time 
when he came to Oxon, was in the beginning of 1532, in 
which Year K. Hem, 8. by his Charter dated 18. Jul. did 
convert Cardinal Wolſey's College into that of King's Coll. 
or that founded by King Hen. 8. In which Year he was 
not only :ncorporated D. of D. as he had ſtoodat Cam- 
bridge, but was made the third Canon of the twelve of 
the {aid foundation, but whether he was a Reader I can- 
norin all my ſearches find. In the latter end of the ſame 
Year the new Dean Dr. Fo. Hygden died, and thereupon 
the Canons wrot to Tho. Cromwell Secretary of State, that 
he would interceed with the King that Dr. Croke might

6. he was Double-Reader 
of that Inn in the time of Lent, and the next Year was 
called by writ to be Serjeant at Law: In 1553, (1* Marie) 
he was made the Queens Serjeant, and the next Year was 
not only conſtituted one of the Juſtices of the Common pleas 
(lome lay of the Common-bench.) but allo dubb'd a Knight, 
being then in high eſteem for his great abilities in his pro- 
feſſion, eſpecially for the Books that he about that time 
compoſed, taken then, eſpecially in after Ages, into the 
hands of the molt learned in the Law, which have ever 
ſince made him famous among them and others.

and not a little are Fob. (c) Balens, Fob. (d) Cajus, Abr,

werſatiſſimus. He the ſaid Talbot was born at Thorpe in 
Northamptonſhire, but whether at Thorpe Mandewvil or T hborpe 
Longs, 1 know not, and feems to be of the fame Fanuly 
with the Talbots of Grafton, He was educated in Gram: 
maticals in Wykebam's School near to Winchefter, 1n Logi- 
cals and Philoſophicals in New Coll. of which he became 


Fellow (after he had ſerved two Years of probation) an. 


1523. and left it 5 Years after, being then only Bach. of 
Arts, ſupplicated for the Degree of Malter 1529, but not 
admitted, as Ican find inthe Regiſter of that time. How- 
ever, that he was written Maſter and DoGor afterwards, 
it doth manifeſtly appear in various writings, ſo that I 
preſume he took thoſe Degrees elſewhere. On the 23. 
Zun.1541 he was admitted to a Prebendſhup in the Church 
of Wells, called Wedmer ſecunda, and on the 9. Apr. 1.Ed.6. 
Dem. 1547. the Dean and Chapter of Nerwych did by 
their Letters Pat. confer a Prebendſhip , or office of 
Treaſiuzer of their Church on him, void by the death of 
one WU!

and Dr. Fob. Fryer two eminent Phyſicians of Cambridge. 
One (g) that hved in his time ſtiles him Medicus nobilss 
mus atque optimus, & in omni literarum gemere maxime Ver- 
ſatus, and tells vs, that he wrot ſeveral things on Galen, 
which are printed, and by others cited. This 1s all that 
I know of this learned Perſon, only that he died 26 Dec. 
in Fifteen hundred fifty and nine, and that he was bu- 
ried not far from the grave of his friend and contempora- 
ry Dr. Edw. Wotton in the Church of St. Alban fituated 1n 
Woodſtreet in London ; in which Paryſh he had Iived many 
years tn great reſpe&, and was eſteemed one of the chjet 
Pariſhioners. 4l:ce his Widow, who died on the laſt day 
of May 1589. was buried by him, and both had a ſub- 
ſtantial Grave-ſtone, with an inſcription on it, laid over 
them,but that of it which was left part 1n 1666.was utterly 
conſumed in the grand conflagration of London, 


NICHOLAS BRIGHAM Eſquire , was born, it I 
miſtake not, at, or near to, Caverſham in Oxfordſhire , 
(where his elder Brother Thom. Brigham had lands of 1n- 
heritance, and died there 6. Ed. 6. but delcended from 
thole of Brigham in Yorks.) received his Academical educa- 
tion in this Univerſity, particularly, as I concewe, in 
Hart Hall, wherein I pt ſeveral of his Srname (with- 
out Chriſtian names before them) to have ſtudied in the 
time of Her. 8. but whether he took a Degree, it doth 
Not appear in our regiſters that are ſomewhat imperfect 1n 
the latter end of that King's Reign. When he continued 
in the Umverftty, and atterwards-1n-one- oft-the Inns ot 
Court, he exerciſe&-his muſe much in Poetry, and took 
great delight in the works of Feffry Chaxcer: For whole 
memory be had fo great a reſpect, that he removed his 
bones into the South croſs Ifle or trancept of St. Peters 
Church in Weſtminſter, in the Year 1556. Which being 
ſo done, he erected a comely Monument over them, 
With Chaucers Effigies, and an Epitaph in Proſe and Verle 
which to this day remains againſt the Eait Wall of the 
ſaid Iile. Ar riper years our Author Brigham addicted 
himſelt much to the ſtudy of the municipal Law, became 
noted for it, and without doubt had not death ſnatched 
him untimely away, he would have communicated lome 
Specimen of that faculty to the World, Hais gemie allo was 
much inclin'd to Engliſh Hiſtory, in which faculty he 
publiſhed a Book, which ſome (b) entitle,

He was a Man of an aultere life, and much more mor- 
tified to the World than Step. Gardiner his Predeceſlor. He 
was eminent alſo for piety and learning, was an eloquent 
Orator, a ſolid Divine, a nervous Preacher, & poetics fa- 
cultate, ut tempora ferebant, tolerabilis, as Camden (1) tells 
us. His fame and actions did well anſwer his name, and 
fo did all Men ſay, how contrary ſoever to him in Reli- 
gion, only for one black Sermon that he made, he gave 
offence, yet for the colour, it may be ſaid he kept decorum, 
becauſe it was a funeral Sermon of a great Queen by birth 
and marriage, I mean Qu. Mary- The offence taken 
againſt him was this. His (m) Fext was out of Eecle/ 
4- 2. Laudavi mortuos magis quam wiventes, & feliciorem 
utroque judicavi qui nec dum dammatus eſt. And ſpeaking 
of Qu: Mary her high parentage, her bountiful diſpoſition, 
her great gravity, her rare devotion, (praying ſo much, 
as, he affirmed, that her knees were hard: with kneeling) 
her juſtice and clemency 1m reſtoring noble houlcs to her 
own private loſs and hindrance, and laſtly her grevious 
and patient death, he {ell into ſuch an unfeigned weeping, 
that for a long ſpace he could not ſpeak. Then recover- 
ing hunſelf, he {aid ſhe had left a Siſter to ſucceed her, a 
Lady of great worth alſo, whom, they were now bound 
to ws for faith he, melior eff canis vious leone mort us, 
and I hope fo ſhall Reign well and proſperouſly over us, 
but I muſt ſay ſtill with my Text Landavi mortnos magis 
quam wiventes, for certain it 15 Maria optimam partem ele- 
git. Aﬀterwards Qu Elizabeth taking juſt indignation, 
11d, partly for his Sermon, and partly for that he was a 
zealous Man for the R. Catholick cauſe, and an enemy 
to the reformers of Religion, commit him to cuſtody ; 
and for threatning (as *tis ſa1d ) to excommunicate her, 
(as Watſon Biſhop of Lincoln did)was deprived of his Biſhop- 
rick, for which he paid yearly 1000 /. to Cardinal Pole 
to keep up his ſtate and dignity.

JAMES BROKES another moſt zealous Eiſhop for 
the Rom. Catholick cauſe, was born in Hampſbire in the 
Month of Mey 1512, admitted Scholar of Corp. Chr. Coll. 
1528, and Fellow in Fas. 1531, being then Bach. of 
Arts. Afterwards proceeding 1n his faculty, he applyed 
his ſtudies te Divinity, took the degrees in that faculty, 
that of Door being compleated 1546. The next Year 
he was made Maſter of Balliol Coll. and at length by 
= Mary Biſhop of Gloceſter ; to which See being eleed 
after the deprivation of Fob. Hoper, had reſtitution (») 
made to him of the Temporalities belonging thereunto, 
8. May 1554, and in the Year following he was delegat- 
ed by the Pope for the examining and trying of Cranmer, 
Ryjdley and Latimer, when they ſtood up for, and were 
ready to dye in defence of, the Proteſtant Religion. He 
was a Perſon very learned in the time he lived, an elo- 


quent Preacher, and a zealous maintainer of the R. G.. 


Religion, as well in his Sermons as Writings : Some 
which are publiſhed, as,

Colet and Lilye were of the number, ſprang 
a great diverſity in the courſe of teaching 3 which King 
Hen. 8. intending to reform, cauſed ſundry learned Men 
(of whom Dr. Rich. Cox Tutor to K. E4. 6. is ſuppoſed to 
be one) to, reduce the former attempts in this kind into 
one bedy of Grammar, which they jointly-did-1n- 1545; 
being that now_in uſe, and hiſt authorized by K. Hen. 8. 
Howbcit ſoon after it was thought too prolix, for in the 
Reign of Ed. 6. Foln Fox of Magd. Coll. did ſet forth 
Tables of Grammar, (ubſcribed in Print by eight Lords of 
the Privy Council ; which Tables were quickly laid afide, 
as being far more too ſhort, than. K. Hen. 8, his Grammar | 
was too long. Since which time many learned Men in 
England, and far more abroad, have (pent much profita- 
ble ſtudy 1n this Art and the method thereot, as we well 
know. In the 3. of Ed. 6. Dom. 15 49. he the faid Thom, 
Robertſin was one of the number appointed by the K. and

BARTHOLMEW TRAHERON commonly called 
Trabern, was born 1n Cornwall, or at leaſt originally def- 
cended from an ancient m_ of his name living iti 
that County, educated in Logicals-and Philoſophicals for 
the moſt part with us, either 1n Exeter Coll. 'or Here hall, | 
where he attained to ſome-eminence in the Lat. ahd 
Greek Tongues. But being, deſirous to improve himſelf 
in greater matters, and to ſee the faſhions of the World, 
he travelled into Germany, and thence mts Naly, where 
he was an auditor and an admirer of a Men : 
By whoſe excellent Le&tures, and his mdefatigable indu- 
{try, he became a compleat Perſon and much reſpe&ted 
by Scholars. Afterwards he returned into his own Coun- 
try, entred into holy Orders and was made Library keep- 
er to K. E4. 6. who, finding him to be a Perſon of Me- 
rt; conferr'd {«) the Deanery of Chicbefter on hum, about 
1551. But when Qu. Mary came to the Crown he let: 
his preferments, and as a voluntary exile went into Ger- 
many, where accompanying other Engliſh Exiles, that 
had fled thence for Religion ſake, continued there till the 
death of Qu.

PETER MARTYR who is to have a in theſe 1 
Athens, was born (w) in the great and vn yh of Flo« F"y 
rence 1n Italy, 1n Sepr. (on the Nanvity of the Virgin Marie) 
an. 1500, in ſevera} forts of Learning in that 
City by the great care of his Father Steph. Vermilins, be- 
came a Canon regular of the Order of S. Auſtin at 16 years 
of age in the Coll. at Fieſoli, more than a mile diſtant 
from Florence, After he had ſpent three years there, he 
was ſent to Padus to enlarge his Learmng, that Unj- 
verſity then being in a flouriſhing Condition, and ſerling 
in the Monaſtery of St. Fobn de Verders of the ſame Order 
of S. Auſtin, ſpent almoſt 8 years in philoſophical Studies, 
and all other Arts, eſpecially in the Greek Tongue and 
Poets; which at length he conquered. At 26 years of 
age he began to preach, and the firſt time he performed 
that Ofhce was 1n the Church of St. Afre in Breſcia, and 
afterwards frequently in the moſt famous Cities of loly, 
However, all the ame chat he could obtain from his Fun- 
Gion was ſpent in ſacred Leatning, Philoſophy, and in 
obtaining the Hebrew Tongue. Act length being cried 
up for a celebrated Scholar, he was made Abbat of Spo- 
keto 1n the Duchy of L'Ombria in aly, where he conti- 
nued three years. Thence he was tranſlated to Naples, 
and there became Abbat of the Monaſtery of his Order 
called St. Peter ad aram, being of greater profit and a fac 
more pleaſant place than Spolero. Aﬀer he had been (et- 
ld there for ſome time, he began to ſee the verity of the 
Goſpel, eſpecially after he had read ſome of the Works 
of Bucer and Zwinglius. Three years being ſpent there 
alſo, he fell into a dangerous Sickneſs, no fl ſtrength of 
Nature overcoming it, he was adviled by his Phylitians 
to take better Air than what Naples afforded. To that - 
end therefore, that he might with convenience be abſenc 
from his Cure, the Fathers choſe him General Viſor of 
their Order, that 1s of the Order of S. Auſftim, and ſoon 
after was cleted Prior of S. Fridia® within the City of 
Luca, which is a place of great dignity, having Epiſcopal 
Juriſdiction in the middle part of the ſaid City. Being 
letled at that place, he inſtituted a moſt admirable way 
of Studies for the younger ſort at Luca : but at length his 
Opinions, as to Herelie (then ſo called) being diſcovered,

Smyrb the 
Kings Profeſſor of Divinity, that LeRture, with the pro- 
fits belonging thereunto, was confer'd by the King on 
Martyr, and 1n the-year following, being much troubled 
with the R. Catholicks (as in all the year before) he 
diſputed publickly with three of the moſt eminent 
them, as I have alſo told (7) you in the ſame place. In 
the year 1550 he had a Canonrie of Ch, Ch. beſtowed up- 
on him by the King, on the death of Mr. Wl. Haynes, 
whereupon being inſtalled 10 January the ſame year, en- 
tred into his Lodgings belonging to him, then joyning on 
the North fide to Ch. Ch. great Gate leading into Fiſbſtreet. 
With him alſo ſetled his beloved Wife Catherine, as the 
Wife of Dr. Rich. Cox did about the ſame time wich him 
In the Deans Lod ngs, being the firſt Women, as 'twas 
obſerv'd, that reſided in any Coll. or Hall in Oxon. By 
whoſe Example, it was not only permitted that any Ca- 
non beſide, might marry if he pleaſe, but alſo a Head 
of a Coll. or Hall, whereby other Women or idle Hul- 
wives were tolerated (if the faid Head allowed it) to 
ſerve in them: Which a& (beſide their permitting of 
bawling Children to come among them) was looked up- 


on as ſuch a matter by the R. Catholicks and 
others too, t ly Rtiled them Concubines, and 
the Lodgingthat entertained them and their Children 


Stews and Cony-buries. While Martyr continued in the 
ſaid Lodgings ( whoſe Windows were next to Fiſhſtreer 
he continually, eſpecially in the night time, received ve 
opprobrious Language from the R. Catholicks, as well 
Scholars as Laicks, and often had his Windows broken. 
So that his Studies and wy being often diſturb'd , he 
changed his Lodgings, which were thoſe belonging to 
the Canons of the firſt Canonry, for thoſe in the Cloy- 
ſter, which belonged to thoſe of the ſecond, being for- 
merly the very ſame which belongedto the Prior of S. Fri- 
deſwide : in which being ſetled, he ſpent the remaining 
art of his Abode in Oxon in Peace. However, for the 
everer enjoyment of his Thoughts and Studies, he ere&- 
ed a Fabrick of Stone in his Garden, ſituated on the Eaſt 
ſide of his Lodgings, wherein he partly compoſed his 
Commentary on the firſt Ep. to the Corimbians, and certain 
Epiſtles to learned men, which were afterwards printed. 
This Fabrick, which contained two Stories, ſtood ll 
the latter end of March 1684, at which time they 
were plucked down by that Canon that was Owner 
of the Lodgings to which the Garden and Fabrick ap- 
pertained. About that time Martyr's Wife dying, ſhe 
was buried in the Cathral Church, near to the place 
where S. Frideſwydes Reliques had been repoſed ; but four 
years after, or thereabouts, her body was taken up, thrown 
out of the Church with ſcorn, and buried in a Dunghil; 
but when Qu. Elz.ab. came to the Crown, the body was 
taken up again and reburied, as I have elſewhere ( a) at 
large told you. After the death of K. Edward 6. and 
Religion alter'd when his Siſter Mary was ſetled in the: 
Throne, Pet. Martyr left Oxon, went to London and ſo to 
Lambeth; and obtaining his ſafe Condu@ from the Qu. 
he left England and went to Srrasburgh from whence he 
came, where he taught Philoſophy and Divinity for ſome 
time. Thence he travell d to Zurich an. 1556. where he 
met with Fob. Fell and ſeveral ex1l'd Divines of Englazd, 
and took to his ſecond Wife one Catherina Merenda. 
While he continued there, Maximilian Celſwus an exil'd 
Count, and the chief Miniſter of the Italian Church at 
Geneva died ; whereupon being invited to take his place 
upon him, refuſed 1t for ſeveral Reaſons. When Qu. 
Mary died , Qaeen Elmzaberh invited him to return 
into Exeland, and there to accept of what Preferment he

where proſecuting his natural Genie with unwearied in-- 


duſtry in the Faculty of Divinity, became a Door there- 
of, and a moſt eminent ornament to his Order. After- 
wards his tame being ſpread 1n the Royal Court, he be- 
came Confeſlor to the King of Spaine, and at length to 
Charles the Emperour of the Romans, with whom going 
into Germany, he ſhew'd himſelf in many reſpects very 
ſerviceable againſt ſuch that were call'd Hereticks there. 
At length Philip K. of Spaine marrving with Mary Qu. 
of Enzland, he was one. of thoſe noted Divines that came 
with him, having then obtained Eminency among the 
Learned for his Books written againſt Fobn Brentius, aC 
counted among the R. Catholicks a Perſon very well 
versd in matters of controverlie. Afterwards he, with 
Foh. de Villa Garcia, and one or more, bzing ſent to the 
Univerſity of Oxon by publick authority to read, preach, 
and teach there, to the end that they might undo and 
invalidate all what Pet. Martyr and others had done in the 
Reign of King Ed. 6. he accordingly went, - preached of- 
ten; read Le&ures on St. Themas, whoſe works had been 
with ſcorn caſt out from all,or moſt, Libraries in this Uni- 
verſity in the time of E4. 6. and was ready upon all turns 


and occaſions to 1nſtrut and refolve doubts, nay and for: 


{ome-time did read the publick Hebrew Lecture to the 
Academians,while Mr. Brwerne the Reg. Profeſſor was ab: 
ſent. In a word there was nothing wanting on his part, 
and tho he had no Canonry ot Ch. Ch. or Headſhip be- 
ſtowed on him , yet he had a confiderable revenue al- 
low'd him out of the Kings Exchecquer. His works

RICHARD SMYTH the greateſt pillar for the Ro- 
man Catholick cauſe in his time, was born in Worcefter- 
ſhire, admitted Probationer-Fellow of Merton Coll. in the 
beginning of the Year 15297, Maſter of Arts 1530, and 
the Year after was (on the reſignation of Rob. Taylor Fel- 
low of the ſaid Coll.) unammouſly- choſen the publick 
Scribe or Regiſtrary of the Univerſity. Afterwards he 
became Rector of Cuxham in Oxfordſhire for'a time, Prin- 
cipal of St Albans hall, Divinity Reader of Magd. Col- 
lege, the Kings Profeſſor of Divinity in the ſaid Univer- 
lity and Door of that faculty. But being forced to 
leave his Profeſſorſhip in the Reign of K. Edw. 6. to make 
room for P. Martyr, he went to Lovaine 1n Brabant,where 
being received (c) with ſolemnity, became publick Pro- 
tefſor of Divinity there for a time,and read openly on the 
Apocalips of St. Fobn. When Qu. Mary was advanced to 
the Crown, he was not only reſtored to his Profeſſorſhip 
in the Univerfity of Oxon, but alſo was made one of the 
Chaplains to that Queen, and Canon of Chriſt Church: 
In 1559, Qu. Elizabeth being then 1h the Throne, he 
loſt thoſe, with other, preferments, { of which the Re- 
Rory or Headſhip of /hittingden Coll. in Lond. was one ) 
and was committed to cuſtody with Matrbew Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury ; by whole perſwafions he recanted what 
he had written in defence of the celebacy of Prieſts. See 
more of this matter in a Book intit.

Peters Church 
at that place by Philip K. of Spain, who erefting an Aca- 
demy there about that time, made him the fi:ſt Kings Pro- 
feſlor thereof. He was by thole of his perlwation - ac- 
counted the beſt Schoolman of his time, a ſubtle diſpy- 
cant, and admirably well read in the Fathers and Coun- 
cils, which did evidently appear in his ditputations 1n the 
Divinity School with Per. Martyr, whom, asthe R. Cath. 
Writers of his time ſay (4), he did in a moſt egregious 
manner baffle ſeveral times. The wholy ſtory ot i you' 
may ſee elſewhere (e), and therefore I ſhall not make a 
recital of 1t now, only ſay that the Proteſtant / f) Wri- 
ters report, that be was more a Sopbiſter than Divine, that 
be was non-plus'd ſeveral times by Martyr, and that he was 
a gogple-ey'd fellow and very inconſt an m bis Opinion.

JOHN-STORIE,-a moſt noted Civilian and Cano- 
noniſt of his time, was educated in Philoſophical learn- 
ng, and inthe rudiments of the Civil Law in an ancient 
hoſtle for Civilians called Henxey hall in St. Aldates Pariſh 
in Oxmm; where making great proficiency, he was ad- 
mitted Bach. of the Civil Law in 1531. In1535 when 
K. Hen. 8. firſt founded certain Lectures in the Univerſ1- 
ty, he appointed Joh. Storie to read that of the Civil Law, 
and in 1537 he became Principal of Broadgates hall, be- 
ing alſo about that time Moderator of one of the Civil 


Law Schools. In 1538 he proceeded in his faculty, and 


afterwards performing excellent ſervice at the Siege of 
Bologne in Picardie, in the adminiſtration of the Civil 
Law under the Lord Marſhall there; the King in conſ1- 
deration thereof, did renew his former grant of the ſaid 
Lecture in form of Letters Pat. for the term of life of the 
{aid Fob, in the Year 1546 or thereabouts, joyning with 
him tor his eaſe, Mr. Reb. Tee Fellow of Al. College. 
When Qu. Marie came to the Crown, ſhe renewed his 
patent again, but ſoon after reſigning his profeſſorſhip, 
becauſe he had got greater preferment at London, and the 
Chancellourſhip of the Dioc. of Oxon. if I miſtake not, 
became a zealous Man inthe Religion then profeſſed, and 
an eager enemy againſt the poor Proteſtants, as the Hi- 
ſtories of thoſe times will tell you. I find publiſhed under 
his name theſe things following.

cial commiſſion to ſearch the Ships for goods forfeited, and 
and for Engliſh Books; in which ſerves he did very great 
harm tothe Engliſh Proteſtants. At length being invited 
under hand to ſearch the Ship of one Parker an Engliſh 
Man, went unwarily therein; Whereupon Parker cauling 
the hatches to be ſhut when Storie was ſearching under 
deck, he hoiſed (ail and brought him Priſoner into Eng- 
land about the beginning of Decemb. 1570. So that be- 
ing clap'd up cloſe Priſoner within the Tower of London, 
did undergo there ſeveral examinations. At length bein 
brought to a trial, and ſtedfaſtly denying to take the Oath 
of Supremacy (as he had done ſeveral times before within 
the Tower) he wasdrawn thence on a hurdle to 7yhourne, 
on the firſt day of Fwne in Fifteen hundred ſeventy and 
one, (having been ptayed for and animated in his fiith 
by Fob. Feckenhem Priſoner in the ſaid Tower ) where, af- 
ter he had ſpoken a large ſpeech, which was unexſpeed, 
and therefore not interrupted, he was for a little time 
hanged ; but before he was half dead, he was cut down, 


and when the Executioner cat off his privy members, he 
roſe up with alacrity, and gave him a blow on the ear. 
But his bowels being ſoon after draw'd out of his belly,and 
his body-quarter'd, bh head was ſet upon London bridg 2, 
and his quarters were hanged on 4 gatesof the City. Se- 
veral of his treaſons and conſpiracies againſt the Engliſh 
Nation you may ſee in a pamphlet printed in oRt. a».1571, 
bearing this title.

The 
Franciſcans have a great reſpe& for his memory alſo, be- 
cauſe he had been a lay-brother of that Order, and had 
done ſeveral ſignal ſervices for them. 


JOHN JEWELL one of the greateſt lights that the re- 
formed Church of England hath produced, was born at 
Buden in the Pariſh of Berinerber in Devon. 24. May 1522. 
His Father was Fok; Fewell, and his Mother of the Fami- 
ly of the Bellamies, who ſparing neither labour or charge 
for his education, was at length, by the care of Fob. Bel- 


' Jamie his uncle, educated in Grammar learning firſt ac 


Branton, then at Southmoulton, and at length at Barnſtaple, 
in his own Country, under one Walr. Bowen. In which 
laſt School being made ripe for the Univerſity, he was 
ſent to Oxon. 1n uh 1535 and beingentred into Merton 
Coll. under the tuition of Fobn Parkburſt, (afterwards B, 
of Norwych) was by him made his Portioniſt, now called 
Poſtmaſter, and by his care and ſevere tuition laid the 
foundation for greater learning that followed. In the 
Year 1539. after he (upon examination) had ſhew'd him- 
ſelf a youth of great hopes, he was admitted Scholar of 
C. C. Coll. 19. Aug. and the Year after was made Bach. of 
Arts. So that being put into a capacity by that Degree 
of taking Pupills, many reſorted to him, whom he moſt- 
ly inſtructed in private in Proteſtant principles, and in 
publick in Humamity, he being about that time Rhetorick 
reader in his Coll. In 1544 he was licenſed to proceed 
in Arts, which he compleated in an A# lomes . Feb. 
the ſame year. When K: Hen. 8; -was dead; he ſhew'd 
himſelf more openly to be a Proteſtant ; and upon P. Mar- 
tyr's arrival at Oxon, to be an admirer and hearer of him, 
whoſe Notary he was when he diſputed with Treſbam, 
Cheadſey and Morgan. In 1550 he was admitted to the 
reading of the Sentences, and during the Reign of K. E4.6. 
became a zealous promoter of reformation, and a Preach- 
er and Catechifer at Sunningwel near Abendon in Berks. 
Soon after Qu. Mary came tothe Crown, he was forced to 
leave the Nation, and retire firſt to Frankfort with Henry 
the eldeſt Son of Sir Franc. Knollys, Reb. Horne, and Ed. 
wyn Sandys, and afterwards to Strasburgh with Fob. Poyner, 
Edmund Grindal, Foh.Cheek, &c. After Qu. Marics death 
he returned in 1558, and in the Year following he was 
rewarded with the Biſhoprick of Sali-bury for Fi great 
learning and ſufferings, being about that time appointed 
one of the Proteſtant Divines to encounter thole of the

on 1.Cor. 11.23, For I have received of the Lord, that which 
alſo I have delivered unto you, &c. In which Sermon he 
ſhew'd himſelf the firſt, who made a-publick challenge to 
all the Rom. Catholicks in the world, to produce but one 
clear and evident teſtimony out of any Father, or famous 
writer, who flouriſhed within 500 years after Chriſt, for 
any one of the many articles which the Romaniſts at this 
day maintain againſt the Church of England, and upon 
any . vey proof of any ſuch one allegation to yield up the 
bucklers and reconcile himſelf-go Rowe. Now tho Thom 

Hardyng and {ome others undertook him abont the contro. 
verted articles, yet, as thoſe of the reformed party lay, 
they came off ſo poorly, and Fewell on the contrary ſo amaz,d 
them with a cloud of witneſſes in every point in queſtion, that 
no (c) one thing in that age, gave the papacy ſo deadly a 
wound as the ſaid challenge at Pauls croſs, ſo confidently made 
and bravely maintain'd. Thus ſay the Proteſtant writers ; 
but let us hear whata grand (4) zealpt for the Romiſh 
cauſe (aith concerning the ſaid matter * After this 
© Man (meaning B. Nich. Rydley) ſtepped to Paul: croſs in 
* the beginning of Qu. Elizabeths days, about the Year 
"1559and 1562 Mr. fob. Fewell, otherwiſe called Biſhop 
© of Salishury, and he proceeded yet farther in this brag 
* and fion, (meaning that what the Fathers ſaid, made for 
© the Proteſtants) for he proteſted there, even with feign- 

"ed tears, that if any one authority, place, ſentence or aſſe- 

© weration of any one Father, Dottor, Council, or autbentical 
* Hiſtory, within the firſ® 600 years after Chriſt, could be 
* brought forth by any man living for any one of thoſe points 
* of Catholick Religion (which be there recited) to be in con- 
* troverſie, that then plainly and ſincerely be would ſubſcribe. 
© Againſt which vain and ſhameleſs bragg, when Dr. Har- 
* ding and divers other learned men of our fide, began to 
* write from Lovayne, and to bring forth authorities of all 
* Fathers, Doors, Councils and Hiſtories in great abun- 
* dance, the firſt effe& of this challenge, that appeared 
* to the world, was a ſevere proclamation, that no ſuch 
© book written in Engliſh by the Catholick party ſhould 
* be received or read in England, under great puniſhments. 

© By which Proviſion Mr. Fewell thinking meetly well de- 
*fenced, he plyed the pulpit often, and renewed his chal 
* lenges many times, and perceiving notwithſtanding that 
© Dr. Hardyngs confutation was come oo» England, he an- 
* {wefed the ſame with a long volume of Rherorical words, 
* and ſtuffed the Margent thereof with the ſhew of inft- 


" nite Authors, as tho the whole world had been for him, | 


* and none for the other fide: And with this he decerved

* © have not commodity or learning, or other means to ex-

Winter, In 1534 he 
was made Archdeacon of Worcefter in the place of Dr ll. 
Cleybroke decealed, and the ſame year Feb. 25. was admit- 
ted Preb. of Bool in the Church of York. In Feb. 1539, 
he; by virtue of the Kings Letters, became Dean of Sals 
bury, but whether in the place of Reymwnd Pade who ob- 
tained that Deanery in Fanwar.

Elizabeth, 


LEWIS EVANS was a Monmouthſhire Man born, as it 
ſeems, and moſtly educated in Oxon: Afterwards being 
a forward and zealous Man for the R. Cath. Religion at 
London (where he had got ſome employment) was brought 
into trouble by Dr. Gringal Biſhop of that place. So that 
being forced to fly, he went beyond the Sea, and ſettled 
for a time at Antwerp: where to ſhew his zeal for the 
cauſe, he tranſlated a Book from Lat. into Engliſh, entit- 
Certaine tables ſet forth by Will. Biſhop of Rurimund in Gel- 
derland, wherein is detefted and made manifeſt the doting dan- 
gerous dottrine, and haynom hereſies of the raſh rablement of 
the bereticks, This book was by Lew. Evans entit. 

The betraying of the beaſtlineſs of the Hereticks, Oc. 
Anw. 1565 intw. Afterwards the ſaid Evans being re- 
concil'd to the Ch. of England by ſome of his friends; did, 
to ſhew his zeal for the love he had toit, write and pub- 
liſh a book as full of ill —_— __ the Roman Ca- 
tholicks, as the other was as full of good for them, enti- 
tuled. 

The Caſtle of Chriſtianity, detecting the long errin 
eſtate, as well of the Rom. Church, as of the Biſhop © 
Rome. Lond. 1568. ot. Which being dedicated to Queen 
Elizab. he faith in his Epiſtle to her, that be himſelf had 
once drank of the puddle of ignorance, of the mud of 1 olatry, 
of the pond of ſuperſtiion, &&c- whereupon great diſtaſt be- 
ing taken by the R. Catholicks, the common report flew 
abroad by their endeavours, that he was gone over again 
to the Church of Rome, in which being ſettled, he died 
in great eale and content. Theſe reports being often 
told to Evens while he was in Oxos, by the learnedeſt 
there. keToon after publiſhed a book enctit.

At length this Biſhop yielded up his laſt breath in Fifteen 
hundred ſeaventy and four, and was buried in the body or 
middle Iſle of the Cath.

RICHARD TAVERNER Son of Job. Taverner of 
Briſley in Norfolke, was born at Briſley, or elle in that 
County, in the Year 1505, deſcended from an ancient 
Family of his name living ſometimes at North Elmbam 
near to Briſley before-mentioned, educated for a time in 
Logick 1n Bennet Coll. in Cambridge, but before he had 
conſummated anyear and an halt chere, did, with others 
of that Univerlity go to Oox; for preterment about the 
{ame time that Card. #olſey did begin his Coll. there. At 
length being admitted one of the Junior Canons of that 
Coll. he took the Degree of Bach. of Arts in the Year 
1529 and about that time obtaining a competent know- 
ledge in Philoſophy, the Greek tongue and Dwinity, left 
Oxon {ome time before the ſaid Coll. came into the Kings 
hands by Ielſeys fall; and forthwith went to an Inn of 
Chancery near London call'd Staire Inn, otherwiſe Strond 
Inn,(Cpulled down when Edw. D. of Somerſet built Somerſet 
houſe 1n the Stroxd or Strand) and thence to the Inner Tem- 
ple (tor betore his time and ſome years after, ſtudents were 
not admitted into the Inns of Court, before they had read 
the ground of Law in one of the Inns of Chancery) 
where his humour was to quote the Law in Greek, when 
he :cad any thing thereof, In 1534 he went to the Court, 
112d was there taken into the attendance of Tho. Cromwell 


then Principal Secretary to K. Hen. 8. by whoſe commen- 
dation, he was afterwards made by the ſaid King one of 
the Clerks of the Signet in ordinary, an. 1537. Which 
place he kept till the hirſt of Q.-Mary,having been in good 
repute not bnly with K. Hen. 8. but alſo with K. Edw, 6. 
and moſt of all with Edw. Duke of Somerſet Lord Prote- 
Ror, In 1552, he, tho a- mere Lay-man, obtained by 
the name of Kich. Taverner Maſter of Arts (being Maſtet 
of Arts of both the Univerſities) a ſpecial licence ſub- 
(cribed by K. Ed. 6. to Preach in any place of his domi- 
nions, and the more for this reaſon becauſe the ſcarcity 
and {lackneſs of Preachers was ſo great, that ſome of the 
Kings Chaplains were appointed to ride circuit about the 
Kingdom to preach to the People, eſpecially againſt Po- 
pery. I have been informed by ſome notes of him, writ- 
ten by his (bs) Grandſon, that he preached before the 
King at Court, and in ſome publick places in the King- 
dom, wearing a velyet bonnet or round cap, a damask 
gown, and achain of gold about his neck; in which ha- 
bit he was ſeen, and heard, preaching ſeveral times in 
St. Maries Church in Oxon. in the beginning of Qu. Eliz. 
In like manner other Lay-Gentlemen, ſuch that had been 
educated in the Univerſities, did either preach, or elle 
write books concerning controverſies in Religion, or elſe 
make tranſlations from Divinity books. Wl. Holcot of 
Buckland 1n Berks. Elq; (whom I have mention'd in. Fob. 
Fewell) ſometimes ot Univ, Coll. was often ſeen in the 
lame habit in Pulpits in Loudon, and in his own Country, 
and would often give the printed Catechiſmes in the book 
of Common-Prayer to Children as he walked in London 
ſtreets to learn without book, and would after call out 
thoſe children and examine them, and for encouragement 
would give, eſpecially to the poorer ſort of them, money, 
llk points, ribbands, &c. Sir The. More allo, after he was 
called to the bar in Lincolns Inn, did for a conſiderable 
time read a publick LeRure out of St. Auſtin De civitate 


Dei, in the Church of St. Lawrence in the Old Fewrie, to 


which the learneder fort in the City of London would re- 
fort. Afterwards alſo, when he was L. Chanc. of Exg- 
land, he wrot treatiſes againſt the Lutherans, and when 
at home on Sundays he would fit in the choir in a ſurplice 
and ſing ſervice. Butto return; as for our Author Rich. 
Taverner, he, for ſecurity ſake when Qu. Mary came to 
the Crown, did receede to his houſe called Norbiton hall 
in Surrey, where he moſtly continued all her Reign. But 
when Qu. Elizab, ſucceeded, he preſented to her a gratu- 
latory Epiſtle in Latin ; by which being made more 
known to her than formerly, ſhe had fo great reſpe& for, 
and confidence in, him, that ſhe not only offer'd to him 
the Degree of Knighthood, but put him into the com- 
miſtion of peace for the County of Oxon, (wherein he 
had ſeveral mannors that had belonged to religious houſes) 
entruſted him with a conſiderable ſhare of the concerns 
thereof, and in the 12 Year of her Reign, Dom. 156 
made him High Sherriff of the ſaid County. - In whic 
office he appeared in St. Maries Pulpit with his fword by 
his fide (as tis ſaid) and a chain of gold hanging about 
his neck and preached to the Scholars a Sermon (there be- 
ing then a great ſcarcity of Divines in the Univerſity) 
beginning thus. Arriving at the mount of St. Maries, in the 
ſtony (c) ſtage where I now ſtand, I have brought you ſome 
frve bitkets;- baked in the oven of charity, carefully conſery'd 
for the chickens of rhe Church, the ſparrows of the ſpirit, and 
the ſweet ſwallows of ſalvation, &c. Which way of preach- 
ing was then moſtly in faſhion, and commended by the 
generality of Scholars. This Rich. Taverner hath written 
and publiſhed,

was born in Londen, where being trained up for a time in 
Grammaticals, was ſent to Oxon to compleat them, and to 
obtain ſo much of the Logicals that he might the better 
conquer the rudiments of the municipal Law ; for, if I 
am not miſtaken, he ſtudied for ſome time in one of the 
Inns of Court.

Which being the firſt book of that nature that was 
ever printed in the Engliſh tongue, was a pattern or plat- 
form to thoſe that came after, viz. to Will. Wyrley in his 
True uſe of Armory. Printed 1 592, qu. to Joh. Boſwell when 
he wcot his Works of Armory in 3 books, Lond. 1597+ qu. 
and to others. In the beginningot Apr. 1557. there was 
ſome diſpute made among the relations ot the ſaid Ger.

Campian 4 moſt per- 
wicious Feſwit, was clap'd up a cloſe Priſoner within the 
Tower © on, where he did undergo many examina- 
rions from ſeveral People, abuſes, wrackings, tortures and 
I know not what ; but ſcarcely an{wered the expeRation 
raiſed of, when certain Divines diſputed with, im. About 
which time a little Pamphlet was publiſhed in o&. contain- 
ing a diſcourſe of his apprehenſion, which I have not #8 
ſeen. All writers, whether Proteſtant or Popiſh, ſay t 
he was a Man of moſt admirable parts, an elegant Ora- 
ror, a ſubule Philoſopher and diſputant, and an exa&t 
Preacher whether in Engliſh, or Lat. tongue, of a {weet 
diſpoſition, and a well-poliſhed Man. A certain (f) wrt 
rer ſaith he was of a [ſweet nature conſtantly carrying about 
him the charms of a plauſible behaviour of 8 fluent tongue and 
0d parts, and another (g) who was his moſt beloved 
ciend, faith that he was upright in conſcience, deep in judg- 
ment, and ripe in Eloquence. As for the works by him wrw- 
ten, and publiſhed under his name, they are theſe.

matters relating to the miſſion, he waned upon the ſaid 
Biſhop in the quality of a Chaplain during his {icknels. 
Afterwards being well, and {ent for to Rome , Sherwin 
went into England, and before he was quite fertled in Lon- 
don, he was taken in the houſe of one Roſcarrior or Roſcar- 
rock, commicted Priſoner to the Marſbalſes, and had fer- 
ters faſtned tohis legs. While he conmued there he lad 
notice once or twice that he ſhould prepare himſelt co dit- 
te with certain Proteſtant Divines; whereupon no_—_ 
ſelf very ready to encounter them, he was tranſlate 
to the Tower of Londen, where, after he had many queſti- 
ons propoſed to him concerning Campian, Perſons and o- 
ther Prieſts, he ſhew'd himfelf afterwards to be a Man 
of parts, and one that needed not to be atham'd of his edu- 
cation in Exeter College. At length after he had conti- 
nued there more than an 'year in great rmfery, was at 
length tried for his hfe, and refuhing feveral times the 
Oath of Supremacy and going to hear ſervice in the Pro- 
ceſtant Churches, was condemned to die.

Contempo- 
rary with Ralph Sherwyn was one Martin Ara, who, af- 
ter he had left this Univerſity, was one of the firſt that 
was brought up in the Engliſh Coll. at Rome, and was com- 
panion there with the ſaid Sherwyn, Afterwards he be- 
came a good workman in England and of great edifica- 
tion for divers years (as thoſe of his opinion ſay ) both 
before he was taken, and afterwards in Priſon, He was 
living in 1602 which was the laſt year of Qu. Elizab. at 
which time he was Provoſt of the Exg/ih Church and re-

ALEXANDER BRIANT received his firſt breath in 
Somerſetſhire, was admitted a Student of Hart hall about 
Lent-term in 1572 aged 17 or more, where being train- 
ed up under a tutor ſufficiently addicted to Popery, left 
the Univerſity and went to Rheimes and afterwards to 
Doway : At the laſt of which places taking the Prieſthood 
on hum; he returned into his own Country, es. 1579. and 
ſertling for a time in Somerſetſhire, converted the Father 
of Rob. Perſons the Jeſuit, to the R. Cath. Religion. On 
the 28. Apr. 1581 he was taken in the night time in his 
Lodging by one Norton, who took away 3 /. in money 
from him, beſides cloathes, and conducting him to a Ma- 
giftrate, was after examination, committed cloſe Priſoner 
to the Compter in London, where enduring great miſery 
till the morrow after the Aſcenſion, was removed to the 
Tower of London, and there (as (&) 'tis reported) he was 
tormented with needles thruſ# under his nayles, racked al(o 
otherwiſe in cruel ſort "Wd ſpecially puniſhed by two whole 
days and nights with famine, which they did attribute to ob- 
ſtmacy, but indeed ( ſuſtained m Chriſts quarrel ) it waz 
moſt honorable conſtancy. While he was in Priſon he

Several Letters to his friends,and afflited Catholicks--- 
Whether extant I know not, At length being found 
uilty of high treaſon at a Seſſions in +London., -he-was 
SO drawn, and quartered at Tybwrn, on the firſt day 
of Dec. in Fifteen hundred eighty and one; whereupon 
his quarters were hanged up for a time-in publick places. 
He had for his Tutor in Hart hall (after he had continu- 
ed there for ſome time) one Rich. Holthie born at Fraiton 
in Yorkſhire, educated for a time in Cambridge, and after- 
wards going to Oxon, ſettled in the ſaid ' hall, an.

Being 
then about 3o years of age, he had read over all that et- 
ther the Greek,-or Latin Fathers had left in their wri- 
tings, the Schoolmen in their diſpurations, the Councils wy 
in their Acts or the Conliſtory in their Decrees, and ac- 
quired no mean $kill in the Hebrew tongue. After King 
Hen. 8. had been dead ſome time; he returned to Magd. 
Coll. whence, after a little ſtay, he went again to his 
Charge at Riegate, and there remaining till afrer Queen 
Mary came to the Crown, left En once more, and 
retired to his old Landlord at Baſil, where continuing a 
ſevere drudge at his book till Queen Elizabeth was ſettled 


in the Throne, he returned to his Country and was re-

Ar length being eſteemed by 
all to be a moſt excellentGrecian, he was madethe Kings 
Profeſſor of that language in the Univerſity about 1553, 
and keptthat leQure till ſome time after Qu, Elizab. came 
to the Crown ; and then, becauſe he had been a forward 
Perſon againſt the Proteſtants in Qu. Mories Reign, was 
forced to leave it. So that following the praQtice of his 
faculty of Medicine with good ſucceſs in;/ and 'near,Oxox, 
eſpecially among thoſe of his opinion, gained a confider- 
able ſtock of wealth.' He moſtly tived, and kept a Fami- 
ly in an antjent decayed place of literattre called George 
hall oppoſite almoſt co the South end of Carftreet in St.Me- 
Fies Pariſh in Oxon, in Which he took co him (in the con- 
dition of Sojournours) the Sons of divers Catholick Gen- 
etlemen to be inſtructed in ſeveral arts and ſciences ; among 
whom was HAl. Gifford afterwards Archbiſhop of Rheimez, 
who received from him rudiments in Grammar, Mufick, 
and partly in Logick. He conſtantly adher'd to the R. 
Catholick Religion, wheretn he had been zealoufly edu: 
cated, for which he ſuffer'd at the reformation by lofing 
his leQure (perhaps his Fellowſhip too) and by continu- 
al impriſ6nments to the great 1mpoveriſhment of his 
health and eftate. In a word, he was eſt by moſt 
Perſons, eſpecially by thoſe of his opinion, a noted Ma- 
thematician, well skill'd m vocal and inſtrumental Mufick, 
an eminent Hebrician; Grecian, and Poet, and above all 
an excellent Phyſician, as 1t appears 1n certain books of his 
compoſition, the titles of which follow.

GEORGE PETTIE, a younger Son of Fobn le Petite 
or Petrie of Terſworth and Stoke-Tatmach in Oxfordſhire Eſq; 
was born in that County, and at about 16 years of age, 
an. 1564 was a Scholar or Student of Ch. Ch. under Mr. Tho. 
Barnard Canon thereof, and took one Degree in Arts as 
a member of that houſe in the latter end of the Year 1568. 
Soon after he lefe the Univerſity, travelled beyond the 
Seas, and at length became excellent for his paſſionate 
penning of amorous ſtories, equal for poetical invention 
with his dear Friend ll. Geger, and as much commend- 
ed for his neat ſtile as any of his time. He hath written 
a book intit.

THOMAS RANDOLPHE Son of Awverey Randolpbe 
of Badleſmere in Kent, was born in that County, made 
Studemt of Ch, Ch. when K. Hev.

PETER WHITE, noted for his excellency in 
Humane Learning while he continued in the Univerſity, 
was born in the Dioceſs of Waterford in Ireland, eleted 
Fellow of Oriel Col. An. 1 FF1. and in the year 1555. WAS 
admitted Maſter of Arts. About the beginning of 
Ebzabeth's Reign he returned to his Native Country, and 
became the Happy Schoolmaſter.of ar, Dean 
of Waterford for a time, From w aſt place being 
ejected tor his Religion, about 1565. he continued not- 
withſtanding in his beloved Faculty of Pedagogy, which 
was then accounted a moſt excellent cp——_—_ in tre- 
land by the Catholicks; eſpecially for this Reaſon, that 
the Sons of Noblemen and Gentlemen might be trained 
up in their Religion , and ſo conſequently keep out 
Proteſtancy. His School was, *during his time, in a flou- 
riſhing condition, and by his care and induſtry many 
learned Perſons iflued thence. Among ſuch (not that 1 
ſhall mention Kich. Stanyburſt, of whom I ſhall ſpeak 

) was one Peter Lombard born in Waterford, who 
afterwards ſtudied at Lovaine in Brabants where, after he 
had ſpent two years and an half in Philoſophy, he was 
choſen (g) when he proceeded Maſter of Arts, Primus 
Univerſitatis, by the uniform conſent of the Four Prin- 
Cipalsz which preferment did not happen in ſuch ſort for 
many years before. About that time the ſaid Lombard 
wrote Carmen heroicum in Doftoratum Nicholai Ynemerfordi, 
with other things aſterwards, which were much valued 
at Zovaine; but fuch I have not yet ſeen.

Afterwards he left his Order and Religion, and being de- 
firous to embrace the Reformed Do&trine, fled from his 
Country, went into Englad, in 1570. or thereabouts, 
and at length to* Londm, where he became a frequent 
Preacher. In 1571. he was made Reader of Divinity in 
the Temple, by the favour of Dr. Edvin Sandy: Bilhop of 
Londms in which Office he continued about three years. 
In the beginning of March, 1575. he was (7) recommended 
to the Univerſity of Oxon, by Reb. E. of Leiceſter Chanc. 
thereof, to the end that he might proceed DoCtor of 
Divinity at the next AZ, have the charges of his Degree 
remitted, and that he be diſpenſed with for taking the 
Degrees in order. In the beginning of April following a 
Convocation was ſolemnized, wherein the Chancelor's 
Letters being read concerning the ſaid matter, a Diſpen- 
ſation was propoſed, that he, the ſaid Corra»rs, might pro- 
ceed 3 but the Houſe demurring upon it, was _at length 
granted with this condition, that he purge himſelf of Hereti- 
cal Opinions before the next At.

Religion, exercis'd the trade of Merchandize at 
Lyons, where many differences and diſputes ariſing con- 
cerning Religion, which were not then quite ſopited, our 
Author Paccixzs, who was only a SpeRator, laid afide his 
trade, -and totally applied himſelf to the ſtudy of Sacred 
Letters, to the that he might perfealy underſtand 
the grounds of his belief, and what was profeſled by the 
Proteſtants. At length being farisfied in Conſcience 
that choſe of the R». Church were in an errour, he left 
France and Italy, retired into England, and being ſeemins- 
ly a Proteſtant, he went to the Univerſity of Ox, got 
himſelf,. thro commendations of this (incerity, to be en- 
tred into a Coll. or Hall, wherein he ſtudied Philoſophy 
and Divinity very ſeverely, and took the degree of Ma- 
(ter of Arts, a». 1574. - About which time, maintaining 
certain opinions contrary to thoſe of the Grandees of the 
faid Univerhty, (which were Calviniſtical) eſpecially de 
fide in deum, que & qualis fit, had many private diſputes 
wich Theologiſts there, and at length publick. Which 
diipures being altogether difpleafing to them, who eſteem- 
ed them ridiculous, and the author no better than an ar- 
rogant and an opinionative perſon,” they found means to 
remove him from the Univerfity; much about the fame 
time that he was endeavouring to be a Theol. or Care- 
Chiſtica] LeEurer , leſt his DoRrine ſhould take root 
among the juniors. For at that time they being very 
zealous for a thro Reformation, were: jealous of all ſtran-

lick. Afterwards Pmccins was forced to leave Baſ/, be- 
cauſe he had printed certain The/es to be difpurted on, in 
which he allotted univerſum humanum gen in ipſo matris 
utero efficaciter particeps eſſe beneficits Chriſti c vite immortalis 
& beare, &c, Whereupon he went into Eng/a7d, and 
ſo to Lo1don, where he began to publiih his paradoxi- 
cal opinions, and that with (uch confidence, as if, Orphens- 
like, he meant to charm all to follow him 3 but his-wa- 
ters being narrowly watch'd, he was ſeiz'd on, impriſon'd, 
and-ſuffered ſeveral calamities, otherwiſe Oxford would 
have once mote taſted of his Do@rine. Afterwards, be- 
ing let looſe, he went into Flanders and Holland, where he 
correſponded by Letters with Socimwu, From Hold he 
went to Antwerp, where he did the like, and had lever! 
ctvilling diſputes not only with fuch- that he eſteemed 
heterodox, but with thoſe of his own opinion. Thence 
he removed to Cracaw in Poland, where he had frequent 
diſputes with the Jeſaits,and others, nay and with ſome of 
his own perſwalton, (Socinw being there alſo) and wrote 
ſeveral matters in the 1a/ia» Tongue againſt the Church 
of Rome, in 1585. While hecontinued in the ſaid City 
of Cracaw, it hapned that he became acquainted with 
two perſons that had come to that place with A!ber:zes 
Alaskie, Prince (or Vaywood) of Sirad, when he left 
England. "Their names were far Dee and Edward Kelley, 
Magicians ; who having partly known Paccizs in England, 
did entertain (4) and admit him into their ſecrets, with 
great hope of ſome _goodto be done by his fellowſhip; 
and in A2/t the ſame year, he was actually with them 
at Pragne in Bohemia (to which place they conveyed him) 
while certain Spirits appeared to them, Ke/{cy being then 
Seer, and Dre an obſerver or writer down of what was 
ſaid by the Spirits, and Keley's ſeeing and interpreting. At 
length Prccixs did not deal truely and fincerely with them, 
which much troubled Dee; and thereupon he delired to be 
rid of him.Pxcci«s thereſore perceiving it,wrote a large and 
ſubmiſſive Letter to the ſaid Dee and Kelly; and among o- 
therithings, gave him a very punctual account of what had 
betw bilip Biſhop of Placentia (who was ſent 
y the Pope; a$ his Nuncio, to have the ſaid Magicians 
baniſhed, or _ elſe ſent to Rome) and himſelf, concerning 
their cauſe, apparitions, high attempts, &c. But fo it 
was, that whither by the perſwaſtons of the ſaid Nuncio, 
or ſome things utter'd by the Spirits, that al! the 7or/d 
ſhould at length come to the Church of Rome, he forthwith re- 
canted before certain Rom, Prieſts, and became a zealous 
Papiſt, and at length a Prieſt. All that I have ſeen of

I fay, that theſe Buffoonries and Paſquils did more' nov-plrus 
Perry and his Diſciples, and fo conſequently made their 
Doctrine more ridiculous among the common fort, than 
any grave or learned Anſwer could do; as in ſome part 
did A. L, who entitles himſelf Anti-Martinus, in his 14+ 
nitio ad adoleſcentes utriuſque Academie. Lond. 1589. qu. 
At letgth our Author Pemy being apprehended at Stepney, 
near to London, (after his return from beyond the Sea,) for 
his writing and- publiſhing infamous Books and Libels, 
and the Religion then eſtabliſhed, was (after condem- 
nation to die bor the ſame) hang'd at St. Thomas d Wate- 
rings; on the 29. M49,-in fifteen hundred ninety and three. 
He was adjudged at the King's Bench, by Sir fo. Popham, 
Knight, L. Ch. Juſtice of that Court, and the reſt of the 
Judges there aſſembled, on the 25. of the ſaid Month of 
May, but was not executed on the next day after judgment, 
25 it was expected, nor the ſecond, nor the third day 
afrer ; But when Men looked leaſt for the (ame (a5 one (*) faith) 
then was he brought forth, being at dinner, (as I have heard,) 
by a Warrant under the Hanas of fohn Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, Sir John Puckering Knight , Lord Keeper of the 
Great-Seal, —-and-- Sir {okn__Popham__ aforeſaid; and the matter 
being carried after a cloſe manner, he was ſuddenly conveyed to 
the place of Execution , where he was as haſtily bereaved of his 
Life, and not ſuffered (though he deſired it ) to make declaration 
of his Faith towards God, or of his Allegiance to her Majeſty,&c. 
Thus by the Death of this forward and zealous Perſon, 
with the condemnation of 7ohn Vaal, and Henry Barrow be- 
fore that time, the neck of the Plots of the fiery Non- 
conformiſts were broken, and their brags turned into 
Preaching of Preces and Lach»5me, as the only means for 
Chriſtian Subjects. 


WILLIAM FLEET W OOD wasborn of, 
(being 4-natural $9n)-and-deſcended_ from, the Fleet woods 
of Penwortham, and they from thoſe of Herkyn, in Lan- 
caſhire;, educated for a time in this Univerſity, (either in 
Braſng 2. C Il. or Broadzates Hall) left it without a degree, 
and retired to the Middle Temple, where by continual in- 
duſtry, advanced by good natural parts, he attained to 
the-name of an eminent Lawyer. In 5 of Eliz. he was 
elefted Autumn or Summer-Reader of that houſe,- and 
in the Year following Autumn-Reader again 3 but he 
omitting one of thoſe times to read, he was in the 11th 
year of the ſaid Queen, eleted Double Reader thereof 
in Lent; About that time being made Recorder of Loy- 
don , he was afterwards by Writ, called to the degree of 
Serjeant at Law, A». 1580. and in 1592. he was made 
the Queen's Serjearit. He was a learned Man and a good 
Antiquary:; but of a marvelous, merry, and pleaſant 
conceit : And as touching his Learning, Juſtice, and Elo- 
cution, 1 cannot better deſcribe them , than a Poet

JOHN WOOLTON was born at a Market ««,.

08, 1553. aged 18, or there- 
abouts, having perhaps wore a Gown in the Univerſity 
before that time, ſupplicated for the Degree of Bach. 
of Arts, in the beginning of 1555. but it doth not appear 
that he was admitted. Afterwards, as it is ſaid, he went 
to, or' with, his Uncle Alex. Newe! into Germany; to 
which place ſeveral Proteſtants of England had receeded 
as voluntary Exiles. - In the beginning of Q. FX:z. he re- 
turned, and in 15653. being about that time Canon Re- 
ſidentiary of Exeter, he was admitted by the Name of 
John Wolton, Bach. of Arts 'to the Church of Spaxton in the 
Dioceſs of «ls. In April 1 574. fcated the Vege- 
rable congregation of Regents, that ight be admitted 
to the reading of the Sentences; but whether his deſire 
was granted, or he admitted, it appears not. In May 1 575. 
being then Warden of Mancheſter College in his own 
Country, he age under the Name of 7ohn Wolter 
a Miniſter of God s Word, and ſometimes a Student of this Uni- 
verſity, that he might be licenſed to proceed in Divinity ; 
but whether that alſo was granted, it doth not appear. 
Sure it 15, that he being then the deſigned Biſhop of Exeter, 
was conſecrated thereunto in the beginning of A»z«/? fol- 
lowing. He was a Perſon of great Piety and Reaſon , 
and an earneſt aflertor of conformity againſt the Oppoſers 
thereof, for which he was blamed by many, but com- 
mended by more, after his Death. He hath written,

1576, At length he 
having ſate Biſhop about 14 years with great commen- 
dations, dyed on the 1 3th. of March, in fifteen hundred 
ninety and three, and was buried in his Cathedral Church 
at Exeter, onthe South ſide of the Presbytery or Choire, 
leaving then a Son behind him named 7ob», Fellow of 
Allfouls college, Maſter of Arts, and a Graduat in Phy- 
ſick. Over his Grave was a Monument foon after erected, 
with an inſcription thereon, containing ſix Verſes, two of 
which run thus: 

Ingeninm, genium, mores, pietatis honore, 
Eloquiumque pinm buſta pernſta tegent, 


THOMAS WATSON a Lmabrcr born, did 
ſpend ſome time in this Univerſiry, not in Logick 
and Philoſophy, as he onght to have done; but in the 
ſmooth and pleaſant ſtudies of Poetry and Romance, 
whereby he obtained an honourable Name among the 
Students in thoſe Facv!ties. Afterwards retiring to the 
Metropolis, ſtudied the Common Law at riper years, and 
for a diverſion wrote, 

Ecloga in obiturm D. Franciſci Walfingham Eq. anr. Lond. 
1590. in two ſheets in qu. 

Aminte Gandia. Loud. 1592, qu. Written in Lat. 
Hexamiter, and dedicated to the incomparable Mary 
Counteſs of Pembroke, who was 2 Patroneſs of his Studies. 
He hath written other things of that Nature or Strain, 
and ſomething pertaining to Paſtoral, which I have not 
yet ſeen, and was highly valued among ingenious Men, 
n the latter end of Q. Elizabeth, I ſhall make mention 
of another The. Watſor (who in his younger years ws 4 
Poer alſo) in the Fafti following, among the Incorpo- 
rations of the year 1 5 54. 


HENRY SMITH, Son of Era/mu Smith of By/ 
worth, Yon of fob. Smith, alias Harrys of withcock, in Lei- 
ceſterſhire, was matriculated (bh) as a Member of Lincoln 
Col. in 1575. thus, Henricns Smithe Leiceſtrenſic generoſus, 
erat. 15, What ſtay he made in the fame Houſe ; or 
whether he was the ſame He». Sth, who received (3) the 
Benefation of fo. Claymond, in Braf. Col. An. 1574. Ol 
took the Degree of Batchelaur of Arts, it. appears not. 
Sure it is, that having ſome Eccleliaſtical employment 
conferred upon him, was abſent from the Univerhity for 
ſome time3-and at length, -in 1383: did take the Liner 
of Maſter of Arts, as a Member of Har: Hall, being then 
eſteemed the Miracle and Wonder of his Age, for his 
prodigions Memory, and for his fluent, eloquent, and 
practical way of Preaching. Afterwards he became 
Lecturer of Sr. Clements Danes without Temple-Bar, near 
London, where being much frequented by the Puritanical 
Party, was by them eſteemed (as he was by the generality) 
the prime Preacher of the Nation, which his Sermons, 
taken into the Hands of all People, did ſhew. Some of 
them were printed in 1591, 92, and 93, while he lived; 
but after his Death, 40 or more were coliect<d into one 
Volume, and printed at London in 1594. in qu. Among 
them are (1) 4 preparative to Afarriage. (x) reatiſe on 
the Lord « Smpper. ( 3) Examination of Uſury. (4) Benefit 
of Contentatim, (5) Afﬀonity of the Faithſul, (6) Chriſtians 
Sacrifice. (7) Tryal of-Spirits (8) Wedding Garment. 
(9) Way to walk in, (10) Pride of Nebuchadnrzt, ar, Oc, 
There hath been alſo printed, of late times, a Quarto Vo- 
lame, containing 5 3 Sermons, beſides Diſcourſes, Prayers, 
Letters, &c. Among which is God's Arrows againſt A- 
theiſts, 8c. which hath been tranſlated and printed in Lat. 
at Openheim, beyond Sea, Av. 1614. ot. All written by 
the ſaid Henry Smiths among which are thoſe numbred, 
that were printed 1594. This Perſon was in very great 
renown among Men in fifteen hundred ninety and three; 
in which year, if I miſtake not, he died, aged 34. but

THOMAS COUPER, or Cwzper, was born 272. 
within the City of Oxon, educated in Grammer Learning 
inthe School joyning to St. Mary Magd. Col. being then 
a Choiriſter of that Houſe 5 where with very great in- 
duſtry, making proficiency beyond his years, was elected 
Probationer in 15 39. and in the year following perpetual 
Fellow of the ſaid Houſe. Afterwards proceeding in the 
Faculty of Arts, he was made Maſter of the School 
wherein he had been educated; left his Fello:vſhip about 
1546. and gave himſelf ſolely up to the ſtudies of Hu- 
manity and Medicine. In the Reign of Q. 147, he 
being then inclined to the Proteſtant Religion, he took; 
as it ſeems, a Degree in Phyſick, and practiced that Fa- 
culty in Oxon; but when ſhe was dead, he re-afſumed his 
former Faculty of Divinity, became a frequent Preacher, 
took the Degrees in that Faculty in the latter end of 1 566. 
being about that time made Dean of Ch. Ch. in Oxon, 
and was ſeveral years after Vice-chancelour of the Uni- 
verſity. In 1569. he was made Dean of Glocefter, inthe 
place of 7ohn Afan deceaſed, and in 1570. Feb. 24. he 
was conſecrated Biſhop of Lincoln, In 1584. he-was 
tranſlated to Wincheſter ; where, as in moſt parts of the 
Nation, he became much noted for his Learning and 
ſanity of Life. I have heard ſome reverend and ancient 


others who knew the Man,) that at what time Dr. Cooper 
was to leave Oxon, to go to the See of Lincoln, he did hum- 
bly confe(, in his Freed Sermon to the Univerkity, 
That he was born of very mean Parents in Cat-ſtreet, (k) that 
he had undergone ſeveral mean and ſervile Offices in Magdalen 
College, till by the favonr of Friends he was alluanced to be 
Fellow and Schoolmaſter, &c, And fo going forward with 
a recital of the chief parts of his Life, did, in concluſion, 
humbly acknowledge God's great providence towards 
| him, praying withal 7hat he would be pleaſed to proſper him 
in that great Imployment, which was put upon him, 8&:c. Of this 
Perſon much may be ſaid, and perhaps ſome wrong might 
redound to his memory, if I ſhould ſay little; for he was 
indeed a reverend man, very well leatned, and exceeding 
induſtrious, as it appears by that great Diftionary, which 
v=t bears his Name, and was the cauſe of his preferment 
the foundation of which was taken from Sir Tho, £/ior's 
Di&ionary, and the materials, for the moſt part, from 
Rob, Stephens's Theſaurus, and 7oh. Friſins's Lat. and Germ. 
Dicionary. The courſe of his Life im Oxon, was very 
commendable, and, in ſome ſorr, Saint-like, if ic be Saint- 
like to live unreproveable, to bear a croſs patiently, and 
to forgive great Injuries freely, this Man's example was 
withour pattern. "The Truths, he being little acquainted 
with the World of Men, he did nnhappily marry an Ox- 
{:rd Woman, who proved too light for his gravity, and 
inthe end became fo notorious for her ill living, that the 
Libels that then came forth, did ſound our her infamy ; 
eſpecially that made by Th. B«!kiey of Alf. col. which tells 
us, That a certain Perſon (1) did ſo much frequent her Com- 
pany, that at length he was bond in a bond of 100], not to come 
near her. Nay, another (*) tells us, That the whole Uni- 
verſity in reverence of the Man, ana maignity of the matter, 
offered him to ſeparate his Wife from him-by publick Authority. 
aud to ſet him free, being the innocent Party. But he would 
by no means agree thereto, alledging, he knew his own 
infirmity, that-He-conld-not-live-unmerried; and-to-dt- 
vorce, and marry again, he would not charge his con- 
ſcience with ſo great a ſcandal. He hath written,

WILLIAW RAINOLDS, ſecond Son of Rich: 
Rds, a (ufhcient Farmer, third Son of Rich. Rainolas, 
was born at Pynhoe alias Pyahavres ( the Seat of his 
Anceſtors) near to the Ciry of Exerer 110 Devonſhire, edu- 
cared in School! learning in Whkeham's Coll. near in- 
cheſter, elected Probationer of New Coll. un 1560. and 
two years after was admitted perperual-Fellow. In that 
Houſe, where then was a ſevere Diſcipline kept up, he 
became a malt noted Philolopher, a quick Diſpucant, and 
one much noted for his ſincere love to the Proteſtant 
Caule. In 1566. he proceeded Maſter of Arts, and about 
that time he took Holy O:ders. In 1572. he left his 
Fellowihip, and retiring to Har: Hall, lived there in the 
quality of a Commoner: Alt which-timehe was-earneſt 
for Reformation; while 7b» his Brother of C.-C. Coll. 
ſtood afteHted to the Roman Citholick Religion, as it is 
ſaid. This diflerence in judgment proved a firebal-of 
C mntention between, and engaged, them in a ſtrong Duel, 
and tet Diſputes; whereupon both being ſtrengthned by 
each 0111s Arguments, our Author 1iliam turned a 
7ealow Citholick, and 7-514 (trong Puritan, Whereupon 
Dri; Atabaſter a learnvd Divine; -and-an- excellent 
Poet, mate an FEpigram 01 them, a copy of which you 
may les (z) elſewhere.

Author Till. Rainolds went to Rheimer in France, where 
being kindly received by Dr. il. Alex Preſident of the 
Engliſh College there, was ſhortly after made Profeſſor 
Jay 5.4 of Divinity, and of the Hebrew Tongue. AF- 
terwards he went to Antwerp, where he wrote, moſtly 
under the Name of /i/!. Roſſexs, theſe things following :

WILLIAM ALLYN Alt» or Alan, ſo many 
ways I find him written, was the ſecond Son of John Allen, 
(by 7oanet or Jennet Lyſter his Wiſe, Siſter of Tho. Lyſter of 
Weſtby in Torkſhire,) the Son of George Allen of or mg 
who having an Uncle, or near Kinſman, called Ales 
Abbat of De/awiſe, ſetled at Roſſal in Lancaſbire, by the 
endeavours of the ſaid Abbat,who demiſed to him divers 
Lands there, which belonged to his Monaſtery. At that 

lace ( Roffal ) was Will, Alhn or Alan, whome we are 
arther to mention, born; and being arrived to about the 
fifteenth year of his age, was ſent to Oxford in 1547. EN- 
tred into Oriel! Coll. and committed to the tuition of 
Morgan Philips, the chiefeſt Tutor then in that Houſe z un- 
der whome having profited to a miracle in Logick and 
Philoſophy; —was unanimouſly -eleted Fellow of that 
Coll. in 1550. (4. Ed. 6.) Four years after he proceeded 
in Arts, and ſtood in that 47, wherein proceeded Tho. 
Hardyns and Nich. Harpesfield, two noted Writers, the 
former being then a Proceeder in Divinity, and the other 
in the Civil Law. in 1556. or thereabouts, he be- 
came Principal of St. May's Hall, and in that and the 

ear following, one of the Proors of the Univerſity. 
n 1558, or thereabouts, he was made Canon of Tork 
but ſoon after upon the coming to the Crown by Q,E/12.4- 
beth, and the alteration of Religion that followed, he left 
his Country and Preferment about 1 560. and going be- 
yond the Seas, he retired to Lovaine, then an eminent 
Acamedy, eſpecially for the ſtudy of Divinity, _to which 
place did ſeveral eminent Theologiſts repair for a time, 
(as Saunders, Harding, Dorman, Raſtal, &c.) purpoſely to 
avoid the places infected with Hereſie, as they --called it. 
While he continued at Lowaine, he wrote (*) a Book in the 
Engliſh Tongue againſt Mr. 7ewe/, treating of Purgatory, 
which afterwards was Printed. About : No time falling 
into a grievous diſeaſe, by too careful attending a Pupil 
of his of gentile extraRtion in England, had advice given 
him by his Phyſicians to retire to his Native Country 
for Health's ſake. Whereupon returning into England; 
he kept himfelfunknown till he had recovered his former 
ſtrength ; and then endeavouring to reconcile People to 
the Church of Rome, and to terrifie them from going to 
the Meetings of Hereticks, as he ſtiled them, was forced 
by the Magiſtrates to leave that harbour, Lancaſhire. So 
that going to a certain place near Oxon, he praQiced the 
like,and wrote two Books in Engliſh, one Of the Authority 
of the Prieſthood, and the other Of Indulgences. From thence 
he removed his Quarters to the County of Norfolk, and 4 


lived ſometimes in the Houſe of the Duke of that Name 
and ſometimes near it, where he wrote Certain brief Rea- 
ſons concerning Catholick Faith; whereby the vanity of He- 
relie, and excellency of Catholick Faith (as therein it is 
ſaid) were evidently fet down, purpoſely to ſettle ſuch 
who were wavering in their Opinion. AGerwitcy: tho 
advantage was given to him to return to Lovaine, by the 
opportunity of a Ship then going from England; yet he

5. On the 28. 7uh, according to our accompt, A. 1587. 
and two years after was made Archbiſhop of Mechlin, or 
Machlin, the SOIT of Brabant, The character given 


of -this Man, by ſeveral of our Engliſh Authors of the 


reformed Party, is, That he, with R. Perſons the Jeſuit, 
and others, did (q) lay in continual wait for the deſtruftion of 
Prince and People of England, and who by exciting both For- 
reigners abroad, and natural Subjetts at bome, platted the re- 
ducement of the R. Religion to its antient vigour, 8c. Fat- 
ther (>) alſo, That after he had put off both his love to his Comn- 
try, and bis obedience to his Prince, he incenſed the Spaniard 
and the Pope of Rome to aſſault England : And to that pur- 
poſe adjoyned himſelf to all pernicious conſultations about that mat- 
ter, after that Pope Sixtus 5. had beſtowed on him the title of 
Cardinal, and the Spaniard had gave him an Abbacy in the King- 
dom of Naples, - and nominated him Archbiſhop of Machlin- 
When the Bull of Excommunication againſt 2. Elizabeth, at 
that time thas the great Navy was provided for England, came 
forth, he brought it into the Low Countries, and cauſed it to 
be printed in Engliſh. Withal he wrote an Admonition to the 
Engliſhmen, that they ſhould ſtick to the Pope and Spaniard ; 
but being deceived of all his hopes, he returned again back to 
Rome, where, being wearied with the diſcords, hatreds, and 
diſſentions of the Engliſh Run-away:, both Scholars and Nobles, 
at laſt he dyed in the 63 year of his Age, &c. Another (/) ſaith, 
That he was ſo ill deſerving to be accounted Engliſh, as that like 
another Heroſtratus, he endeavoured to raiſe a combuſtion in 
the Church and State, &c. But let Writers ſay what they 
pleaſe; certain it is, that he was an ative Man, and of 
great parts, and high prudence : that he was Religious and 
Zealous in his Profeſſion, reſtleſs till he had performed 
what he had undertaken,that he was very affable, gentile, 
and winning, and that-his perſonage was handſome and 
proper, which with an innate gravity, commanded reſpect 
from thoſe that came near, ot had to do with, him. His

After ſeveral years 

ſpent there, he returned into England, and upon the Mar- 
riage of King Charles 2, with Katherine the Infanta of 
Portugal, he became Lord Almoner to her, and continued 

in her ſervice ſeveral years. Afterwards, upon the People's 
being exaſperated againſt Popery, he quitted that Noble 
ce, and went to Bornheim in Flanders, where having 
a Convent of Engliſh Fryers of his Order, had not con- 

tinued there long, but at the deſire of his ſometimes Tu- 
tor, then Confeſlor to Pope Clement 10, had a Cardinals 
Cap ſent to him by the ſaid Pope in the month of X2az, 
1675, by his Meſlenger Seignior Con, at which time 
Father Howard was at Antwerp with the Biſhop of that 
place. By vertue of which, and the inſtrument with it, he 
was made Cardinal Prieſt, $6 tr. Ecclefiz S. Marie ſupra 
Minervam : which Church was in moſt ancient time built 
upon the ruines of the Temple of Minerva at Reme, where 
the (aid Card. is now Ar,» ſtiled The Cardinal q Norfolk, 
and by ſome The Cardinal of England. Afterwards taking 
his journey towards Rome, he was attended by his Uncle 
William V\ iſcount Stafford ( beheaded in 168c. upon ac- 
count of being engaged in the Popiſh Plot) Mr. fob He- 
ward Son of the ſaid 1iliam, Lord Thomas Howard Nephew 
to the ſaid Cardinal, and younger-Brother to the preſent 
Duke of Norfolk , Seignior Con before-mentioned, Dr. 7eh. 
Laybonrne Preſident of the Engliſh or Clergy College at 
Doway, then Secretary or Auditor to the Cardinal, and 
others. He took his journey through Flanders to Doway, 
where he was with great ſolemnity received and lodged in 
the ſaid Coll. The next day he deſigning to viſit the Col- 
lege of Engli/h Benediftines at that place, he was received 
by the whole Convent in their Church, ina ſolemn pro- 
ceflion with Copes, a Te Derm, and-other -Ceremonies, 
as appointed in the Ritual, for ſuch receptions. From 
the Church he was conducted into the Cloyſter, and en- 
tertained with a banquet, and a Panigyrick ſpoken to him, 
by a Stud-nt of that college, All which was fo well per- 
formed, thit Vic. $::#9rd was pleaſed to ſay, that it was 
the only fit reception his Eminence had-met with ia all his 
journey. Afterwards his Eminence went to Pars, where 
he continued for ſome time #»cognire, Ar length, with 
other Nobility and Perſons of Quality added to the former 
company, he journeyed to Reme, and made his entry :

time cauſed, by his incantations, a poor Man that 
had beea- buried -in- the yard belonging to Law-charch, 
near to 7/a/ton in the dale, tobe taken out of his grave, 
and to anſwer to ſuch queſtions that he then pro to 
him. The ſtory of which, being to me incredible, I ſhall 
refer you to the Writer (s) of it, who is too credulous in 
many matters. About that time our author Kelly became 
intimate with Dr. Joh» Dee the famous Mathematician, 
with whom continuing ſeveral years in Philoſophical 
Studies, and Chymical Experiments, they both became 
very famous among Scholars, and therefore noted by 
Perſons of high and noble extraftion, one for the Mathe- 
maticks, and the other for Chymiſtry ; for though Dee 
was the moſt eminent man in his time for the firſt, yer

Speculator, that is to take notice what the Spi 
and to tell it to Dee, while he wrote down YE Bae 
what was diftated to him, Soon after Dee and Kelty 
being made known to, and acquainted with, the learned 
and moſt noble Polonian, named Albert Alarkie Prince of 
Sirad, who was come into Eng/and to ſee the faſhions of 
the Court, and to admire rhe Wiſdomof the Queen, he 
thereupon had ſo greatreſpe& for them, (himſelf being 2 
Mathematician,) that in ge. onowing when he left 
England he took them and their Wives with him in the 
ſame Ship, and travelling with him afterwards by Land 
he ſaw them ſafely conveyed to Cracaw in Poland.” Where 
continuing for ſome time, they removed to Prague; and 
at length, in Sepr. 1 586, to Trebona in Bohemia: at all which 
places tho Kelley was ſeveral times troubleſome, inconſtane, 
and falſe to Dee, yet he moſtly performed the office of 
Skryer.

But how 
any of our Saviles in England can make it out, that they are 
deſcended from the ſaid Family of the Sawe!s, I cannot in 
the leaſt conjecture, (being the name of a Town,) nor can 
I believe it; no more, than that the Corbets of Shropſhire arte 


deſcended from the Corvini, another ancient Family in 
Italy. 


GEORGE CORYAT received his firſt being 
in this World in the Pariſh of St. Thomas within the City 3'+ 
Saliſbury, educated in Grammaticals in Wykehams School, 
admitted perpetual Fellow of New coll. in 1562. took the 
degrees in Arts, and in 7«ne 1570. became Recor of 04- 
combe 11-Sommerſetſhire on-the death of Tho. Reade; and at 
length Bach. of Divinity. In 1594, he was made Preben- 
dary of Warthill in the Church of York, and had ſome other 
Dignity, but what I cannot tell, He was a perſon much 
commended in his time for his fine fancy in Latin Poetry, 
and for certain matters which he had written, quoted by 
7ohn (d) Caſe the Philoſopher, _ (e) Middendorp, Foh. 
(f) Cay andothers. All that 1 have ſeen of his compo-

born, a Knight's Son, and of the ſame Family with thoſe 
of Sexth Carleton in that County, wasa Gent. Com. or at 
leaſt a Commoner of Balto! coll. where he continued for 
at leaſt two years. But his mind being more Martial than 
Mercurial, he applied himſelf to Sea-fervice, wherein he 
attained to great perfection, was a Captain () in ſeveral 
Expeditions againſt the Spaniard, Vice-Admiral and Ad- 
miral. _In 1594, he was actually created Maſter of Arts, 
and in 1 5 96. he received the Honour of Knighthood from 
Robert Earl of Eſſex at the Sacking of Cadiz. In I 602. when

In 1579: he was ad- 
mitted to the reading of the ſentence, and (ix years after 
proceeded in Divinity, being then in great eſteem. for his 
profound learning. In 1598. he was made Dean of Lis- 
cola in _theplace of one Ra{ph Griffyn 3 - about which time 
he lodged and ſtudied in 2weens coll.

As for his memory alſo, it is moſt certain (4) that 
he excelled to the aſtoniſhment of all that were inwardly 
acquainted with him, not only for- S. Anguſtin Works, 
but all clafſick Authors.-—So that in this reſpe&, it may 
be truly ſaid of him, which hath been applyed to ſome 
others, that he was a living Library and a third Univerſity. 
I have heard it'very cedily reported, that upon occaſi- 
on of ſome Writings which paſſed to and fro, between 
him and Dr. Geytilis then Profeſſor of the civil Law, in 
the Univerſity of Ox", that he publikly avow'd that he 
thought Dr. Rainolds had read and did remember more of 
the civil and canon Law, than himſelf, tho' they were 
his profeſſion : Dr. Hall alſo Biſhop of Norwich reports (+) 
that he alone was a well furniſh'd Library, full of all faculties, of 
all ſtudies, of all learning ; — the memory and reading of that man 
were near to a Mracle,&c. The truth ishe was moſt prodigi- 
ouſly ſeen in all kind of Learning, and had trun'd over 
all Writers Profane, Eccleſiaſtical, and Divine, all the 
Councels, Fathers and Hiſtories of the Church. He was 
alſo moſt excellent in all Tongues, of a ſharp and nimble 
wit, of mature judgment, indefatigable induſtry, exceed- 
ing therein Origen firnamed Adamantins, and fo well ſeen 
in all Arts and Sciences, as if he had ſpent his whole time 
in each of them, The learned Cracantherp tell (5) us alfo; 
that for vertue, probity, integrity, and which iS above al, 
piety and (anEity of life, he was ſo eminent and conſpi- 
cuous, that as Nazianzes ſpeaketh of Athanaſins, it might 
be ſaid of him, to name Rainolds is to commend virtue it ſelf. 
In a word, nothing can be ſpoken againſt him, only that 
he with Tho, Sparke were the pillars of Puritaniſme , and 
grand favourers of Noncorformity, as the general part of writers 
lay, yet () one of Jate date reports that Rainelds profeſſed 
hmſelf a Conformiſt, and died ſo.

In his Archdeaconry of 1incheſter tucceeded Dr. Rann/ph 
Barlow of Cambriage. 


THOMAS SMITH was born of ſufficient 
Parents in a Town called Abendon in Berk/hire, edu- 
cated in Grammar learning there, (in the Tree School 
founded by {oh. Rozſe, Qtizen and Mercer of London, an. 
+563.) became a Srdent of Ch. Ch. in 1570. took the 
degrees in Arts, that of Maſter being compleated in 78. 
and fix years after was elected one of the ProQtors of the 
Univerlity. About that time,he being eſteemed a religious 
and a diſcreet Gentleman, was made Secretary to that po- 
pular Count Robert Earl of Eſſex, who had an eſpecial 
reſpe& for him. So that being thereupon introduced in- 
to the Court, railed himſelf meerly by his own merits to 
conſiderable eminency, as firſt to be Clerk to the High 
Court of Parliament, afterwards to be one of the Clerks 
of the Council, a Knight in 1603. Secretary of the Latin 
Tongue, and one of the Maſters of the Reqrefts, Tis 
ſuppoſed by ſome, and confidently reported by others that 
are learned, that tho he lived not to publiſh any thing, 
yet-{everal-matters he-left behind him tit for the Prels, 
but of what Subje& or Faculty they treat, I could never 
learn. He deceaſed in the prime of his years (whereby 
a ſtop was given to his farther promotion) at his houſe 
called Parſons Green near to London, 28. Nov. in _fixteen 
hundred and nine 3 whereupon his body was buried in the 
Pariſh Church of Fxlham in Middleſex on the 7. of Dec. 
following. Over his grave was ſoon after erected a come- 
ly monument by his diſconſolate Widdow Frances the 
Daughter of wiliam Lord Chandors, (afterwards the Wife 
of Them. E.xrl of Exeter,) by whom he had a Son named 
Robert, who was entred a Gent. Com. of Ch. Ch. in Mich. 
Term, an.1620.aged 15.and became an Inheritor for a time 
{ yv-ral Lands which his Father left to him, particularly 
the Mannor of Barwick npon Teaſe in Torkſs The ſaid 
Yir Thomas - (a) bequeathed a conlicerable ſum of Money 
to this Univerlity to buy books for the new or Eaſt part 
of the Publick Livrary, as alſo a Mathemarical inſtrument 
vile, beſides 100 /. to the poor of Abenaos for their re- 
lief —A'which was accordingly done and fetled by his 
younzer Brother - Rich:- Smith, ſometimes a Member of Ch- 


'Ch. alſo, who had been prime Mourner at his Brothers 


Funeral. 

I find another Sir Tho. Smyth to have been of Bidtorongh 
in Kent, ſecond Son of The. Smirh of Oftentanger in the 
fame County Eſq; ' (who dving (b) 7. /une 1591. was 
buried in the Church of 4/#/ord adjoyning) Son of obs 
Smith of Corſham in Wilts, Gent. Which Sir Thomas (who 
had (c) farmed the Cuſtoms in the Reign of Q._Flizaberh, 
and therefore by ſome called Cuſtcmer Smith) was ſo-much 
in favour with K. 7:mcs that he ſent him Embaſlzdor (4)-to 
the Emperour of R»//ia 1 9. 2ar. 1604. From whence re- 
turning he was made Governour of the Society of Mer- 
chants trading to the 7 aſt Ia:es, Atnſcore, the French 2nd 
Srmmer JMands, and Trealurer for the Colonies and Com- 
panies of Firgima. There goes under this Man's name a 
book iatit-- Sir Thomas Smith's voyage and entertainment 11 
Ruſſia, with the tragical cxds of two Emperours, and one Empreſs, 
within one Momh, aurino bis being there, &C. Lond. 1 605. qQU. 
But him 1 rake no: co be tie anchor, becauſe it was pub- 
head unknown to him, and withouc his conſent. What 
elſe I find of lim is, that his fair and magnificent houſe 
at Deptſora near to London Was burnt (e) on 30. fax. 1618. 
and that upon ſeveral compliiars againſt him for certain 
frauds uſed by him, in withdrawing ſums of Money in 
his Rectorſhip, and pl-ce of Treaſurer, beſore-mentioned, 
he was (f) removed from thote imployments, in Apr.

1619. His eldeſt Son, Sir Joh. Switch, married 1/abel 
Daughter of Reb. -Earl of Warwick, and another the Na- 
tural Daughter of Charles Blownt Lord Mountjoy, with- 
out the conſent of his Father, in Nov. 1618. but in the 
middle of uh following, he, upon ſome diſcontent, 
left (z) En2ard without taking leave of his Father or 


ife. 

Belides theſe two, I find: another famous Sir 7%. 
Smith, who went before them , not only in time, but 
eminence. His native place was Saffron-Walden in Eſſex, 
his Parents Joh» Smith of the ſame place, and _ the 
D:ughter and Heir of one Char»ck Gent. and the place 
of Academical education, 2neens coll. in Cambridge, where 
at riper years he was made choice of (ſuch was his profi- 
ciency in learning) to be ſent into 7raly at the King's 
charges, and there to be educated in certain kinds of 
learning, which our Univerſities at home could not then 
yield, or rather for the compleat pong of his parts 
and ftudies. Aﬀer his return he became fo eminent for 
his acquired learning, that he was not only made the pub- 
lick Orator of Cambridge, but alſo the King's Profeflor of 
the Greek Tongue, and at length the King's Profeſſor of 
the Civil Law, in which Faculty he was incorporated 
Door at Cambridge, in 1542. and afterwards at Oxon, 
but the particular time when, it appears not, through the 
imperfectneſs of the Regiſters of that time. In the Reign 
of E4. 6. he found ſo much favour with the Duke of So- 
merſet, that he was made one of the Secretaries. (Sir i/. 
Cecill being the other) to_ that King, -a Knight,-Stew2r 
of the Stanneries, and Dean of Cariile in the place of one 
Lancelot Salkeld then ejected. About the ſame time alſo 
he (hb) became Provcſt of Eaton coll. whereof he had very 
well merited, bur when Q. A4ary came to the Crown ſhe 
deprived him of thoſe dignities,afſigning him an 1 00. per ay. 
Penſion for his Life, howbeit on condition that he thould 
not depart the Realm. In the beginning of Q. Elizabeth, 
he was called again to the ſervice of the Commonwealth, 
was reſtored to his Deanery, was preſent with the Divines 
at the correting of the Engliſh Liturgy, and afterwards 
with great commendations performed ſeveral Embaſhes. 
At length being one of the Secretaries of State again, and 
Chancellour of the Order of the Garter, and ſeveral times 
2 Parliament-man, became very beneficial tothe Common- 
wealth of learning, by procuring the Laws concerning Corn 
for the colleges of Students in both the Univerſities. This 
perſon who was a noted Orator, Grecian, and Civilian, 
and worthy to be remembred for other learning, hath 
written, (1) The Commonwealth of England, and the manner 
and government thereef, in 3 books, Printed in an old Eng]. 
character at Lond. 1583. 94. in qu. and ſeveral times in 
ot. notwithſtanding it was left unfiniſhed by the author. 
Tranſlated into Lat. by Dr. fo. Budden, who cauſed it to 
be printed at Zond. in ot. "Twas alſo publithed in Lat. 
by 7oh. Laet of Antwerp, at Leyden 1030. intw. (2) De 
refta & emendata lingue Grece pronuntiatione, ad Garainerim 
Ep. Winton. Epiſtola. Lutet. 1568. qu. (3) De retta & 
emenadata lingut Avelice ſcripttrone. PT jinted dialogue Ways 
with the former book. (4) De re nunmaria, (5) The 
Amnthority, form and manner of holding Parliaments. This book 
being lately' (1 685.) publiſhed, may be doubted whether 
Sir Tho. Smith was the author of it. He hath ailo extang 
AAany Letters in the Compleat Embaſſaaor, &c.co!leted by 
Sir Dudley Digges. He dep2rted-this morta}-Hife-in- the cli- 
mecterical year of his age, in the month of Zh 1577. and 
was buried in the Church of Theydon- Mount, or Theydon at 
Mount in_Efſex. All his Latin and Greek books he gave 


to Deen coll. in Cambriave, as allo a great Globe of his. 
own making, beſides maintenance for two Scholars to.

Afcerwards travelling, he was introduced into the acquain- 
rance of- Cardinal Bellarmine, who ſhewing to him the 
picture of-the :profound 1illiam Whittaker of Cambrige , 
which hung up in his Library, told: him, pointing to the 
picture, that he was the moſt learned Heretick that ever he 
read, Or to that effect. After his return he was made 
Chaplainin Ordinary to Q: Flizaberh; took the degree 
of D. of D: in 1600. was made Principal of S. Edmends 
hall che_year after, being_about that rime Rector of 1/ip 
near to, and in the County of, Oxon, and ſoon aſter Chap- 
lain in Ord. to K. James 1. He was a perſon well accom- 
pliſhed with all kind of learning, profoundly read in the 
Fathers, and in School-Divinity, an exa& Linguiſt, and 
of an aquiline acumen, as one (a) who is profule in his praiſe 
tells you.

Knightly of Northamptonſhire preſented a Petition to the 
Parliament for favour, or a toleration to be given to them.

1607, His 
life, as it deſerved well of all, fo it was covetous of no 
Man's commendation, himſelt being as far from pride. as 
his deſert was near it. He lived conſtantly in the Uni- 
verlity 1o years, in which time he learned eight Lan- 
guages, watched often, daily exerciſed, always ſtudied, 
infomuch that he made an end of himſelf in an over 
fervent deſire to benefit others. And tho he had, out of 
himſelf, ſweat all his Oyl for his Lamp, and had laid 
the Sun a-bed by his labours, yet he never durſt adventure 
to do that, after all theſe ſtudies done and ended, which 
our young Novices, doing nothing, count nothing to do 
but ſtill chooght himſelfas unfit, as he knew all men were 
unworthy, of ſo high an Honour, as to be the Angels 
of God. And fince in him ſo great examples of piety, 
knowledge, induſtry, and unaftetted modeſty have been 
long ſince fallen afleep, there is no other way left but to 
commend the titles of his Monuments to poſterity, which 
are theſe.

About 
which time, being famed for his excellencies therein, be- 
came Chancellour of the Diocels of Eh, and much re- 
{pected by the Biſhop thereof Dr. 2artin Heton, He was 
an excellent Poet, (eſpecially in the Lat. tongue, as ſeve- 
ral copies of verſes, printed occaſionally in various books, 
ſhew,) and repured the beſt Comedian of his time, whe- 
ther it was Edward Earl of Oxford, Will. Rowley the once 
ornament for wit and ingenuity of Pembroke hall in Cam- 
briape, Rich. Eawaras, 7ob, Lylie, T0. Loage, Geor. Gaſcoipne, 
Will. Shakspeare, Tho. Najh, or Fob. Heywooa, He was allo 
2 man of great ,gifts, a good Scholar, and an honeſt 
perſon, and (4s it ſhould feem by Dr. Toh. Rainolar's feve- 
ral anſwers and replies to what this Doctor hath written,) 
hath ſaid more for the defence of Plays than can be well 
ſaid again by any Min that ſhould ſucceed or come after 
him. The caule for the defence of Plays was very wittily 
and Scholarlike maintained between the ſaid two Doctors 
for ſome time, but upon the rejoynder of- Rainoldr, Gager 
did let go his hold, and in # Chriſtian modeſty and hu- 
mility yielded to the truth, and quite altered his judg- 
ment.

Phylick, by Lxcretia his Wife, was born at La Chaſtell 
St, Genes in a Province of Hah called La Atarca d' Ancona, 
educated moſtly in the Univerſity of Perugia, where being 
made Doctor of the Civil Law,in 1 572.aged 24.ſoon after 
left his Country for Religion ſake, with his-Father-and— 
younger Brother Scipio before-mentioned. The Father 
and Scipio ſetled in Germany, but Albericus going into Eng: 
land found relief from ſeveral perſons in London, and, by 
recommendations, obtained the patronage of Robert Dudley 
Ear] of Leiceſter, Chancellour of the Univerſity of 00m. 
Bur our learned author being deſirous to lead an Aca- 
demical life, he procured the Chancellours letters for thar 
purpoſe, dated 24. Nov, 1580. wherein it appears, that he 
left bus Country for Religion ſake, and that his deſire was to be - 
ſtow ſome time in reading and other exerciſes of his profeſſion in 
the Univerſity, c.

1576, and continued near 4 years in /tah, France, and 
Germany, Aﬀeerwards returning to his coll. he remained 
there for ſome time in ſtudying politicks and hiſtorical 
affiirs, and in 1583. he was made Eſquire of the Body 
ro Q. Elizabeth.

Party, and 
alſo of the things that he had written and publiſhed, his 
Nephew Fob» Harmar (whom I ſhall mention under the 
year 1670.) promiſed to give unto me a full narration in 
writing but ſickneſs, and death ſoon after, following, pre- 
vented him.

The other part was printed at the fame 
place in 1612, in oc. Beſides which Epigrams, he hath 
much of his Poetry printed in divers books, particular] 
in that made by certain fellows of New coll. on the dea 
of Ralph Warcnp,FE.\q; an, 1605, wherein he flouriſhes in his 
Greek Poetry. He ended his days in the prime of his 
years in ſixteen hund:ed and fourteen, and was buried,  . 
as it ſeems, in New coll Cloyſter. I find another of both *©*# 
his names and equal almoſt in time with him, who was 
born within the City of Exceſter, and by the books that 

he publiſhed, had gained a famous nawe among the 
vulgar Scholars, Gentlemen, and Women of love and 
mode. The titles of them are (1) The triumphs of Gods 
revenge, againſt the crying and execrable ſin of Murder, 8c. 
Lond. 1621. qu. the firſt book. Five more came our 
afterwards at ſeveral times, moſtly taken from French 
printed copies, which he had gathered in his Travels into 
France. All the fix books, were printed at London in one 

fol. 1635. and ſeveral times after. At length the ſixth 
edition being adorned with Cuts, was publiſhed at Lond. 
1679. fol. by Sam. Pordage of Lincoln; Inn, Son of Foh. 
Pordage Rector of Bradfield in; Berks, and formerly Head 
Steward of the lands to old Philip Earl of Pemtroke. 
(2) Gods revenge againſt the abominable fin of Adwltery, con- 
taining ten ſeveral Hiſtories, Lond. 1679. fol. This bemg 
never printed before, was illuſtrated with Cuts, and pub- 
lithed by the ſaid Sam. Pordage with the former book.

the various adventures of three frraigne Princes. Lond. 1650, 
oct-. Dedicated to his Facher-in-law Rich. Waltham + ſq; 
Juſtice of Peace of Devon. andother things which I have 
not yet ſeen, Among the tranſlations that he hath made 
from French into Englith is 4 Treatiſe of the Conrt, 
written by Monſieur de Refuges, and by the Tranſlator 
dedicated to Prince Charles, atterwards K. Ch. 1.

ARTHUR HOPTON, fifth Son of Sir 4h. 4:8 
Hopton Knight of the Bathke, ( by Rachell his Wife, 
daughter of Edm. Hall of Gr:ford in Lincolnſhire ) Son of 
Sir Owe» Hopton) ſometimes Leivtenant of the Towernear 
Lendon, was born in Sumerſetſhire, ( at Wytham as it ſeems) 
became a Gent. Commoner of Lincots coll in Michaet- 
mas Term, an. 1604, aged 15. or more; where falling 
under the tuition of a noted and carefu! Tutor, became 
the miracle of his age for learning. In 1607. he was ad- 
mitted Bach. of Arts, and then left the Univerſity to the 
great ſorrow of thoſe who knew the wonderful pregnancy 
of his parts: Afterwards he fetled in London, in one of 
the Temples as I conceive, where he was much admired 
and beloved by S:14en and all the noted men of thar time, 
who held him in great value\not only tor his antient and 
gentile Extraction, but for the marvellous forwardnels 
of his Mathematical genie, which led him to perforni 
thoſe matters at one or two and twenty years of age, 
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which others of forty or fifty could not do, as in 
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theſe Books following of his compoſition may ap-

He ended his days in the prime of his 
years, within the Pariſh of St. Clemerrs Danes, without 
Temple-Bar near to London, in the month of Nov. in ſixteen 
kyndred and fourteen, and was buried (if I miſtake not) 
in the Church there. His untimely death, as I have been 
informed by thoſe that remember him, was much regretted 
by all thoſe, who were acquainted with him, and knew 


his extraordinary worth. His Nephew Ralph Hopton, Son | 


of his Brather Robert, was a Gent. Com. alſo of Linc. 
coll. and after the Rebellion brake out in 1642. he was 
2 General of an Army under K. Ch: 1. and by him made 
a2 Baron. 


ROBERT_COOKE, who writes himſelf Cecxs, 
was born at, or near to, Beeſton in Tork ſhire, was entred a 
S+udent in Braſenoſe coll.in 1567. aged 17. or thereabouts, 
where, with- unwearied diligence, travelling through the 
various Claſſes of Logick and Philoſophy, he became the 
moſt noted Diſpurant of his time. On the 2. Dec. 1573, 
he was unanimouſly ele&ed Probationer-Fellow cf / 
coll. and three years after took the degree of M. of A. 
About which time entring into Holy Orders, and being 
noted for his admirable Tarniny, was therefore elected one 
of the Proctors of the Univerſity : In which office he be- 
haved himſelf ſo admirably well, that his houſe gained 
credit by it. In 1584. he wasadmitted to the reading of 
the Sentences, and in the beginning of 7«»e 15 90. re{1pn- 
ing his Fellowſhip, retired to his new obtained Viicaridge 
of Leedes in York ſhire; where making the beſt advantage 
of his time, became a Man learned in the Church, fin- 
gularly well ſtudied in the diſquifition of antiquity, eſpe- 
cially for the diſcerning of the proper works of the Fathers 
from the forged aud counterfeit, as it may appear ina book 
which he wrote, intir.

JOHN DRUSIUS, or Drieſſchw, commonly 
calle4 Vander Drieſche the moſt noted Critick, Linguiſt, 
and Theologiſt of his time, was born at Odenard a City 
of Flanders, ſituated between Gamnt'and Towrney, 28. une 
1550. educated in Grammar learning in Gam, in Aca- 
demical-in the Univerſity of L-waine, where he took the 
degree of Bach. of Arts. Abour which time his Father 
Clement Drieſche, being proſcribed for Religion, and de- 
prived of his Eſtate, fled into Fng/ena, and took this his 
Son with him. When he came to London he- met with 
Anth. Cevallerins a Profeſlor at Caen in Normanay, exceeding 
Skilful in the Hebrew Tongue, who reading there to ſeve- 
ral Scholars and Laicks, our author attended him, went 
2ſo with him to Cambridee, where heread-the ſaid Lan- 
gage, and afterwards for a time into France, and by his 
diligence became an exact proficient in the Hebrew, as 
well as in the Greek, Language. Soon after he returned 
to Lond, and when he purpoſed to go-back into France 
he heard of the Maſhcre at Paris, which made him alter 
his mind. So that turning his courſe to Oxon, in the be- 
gianing of the year 1572. he was entertained by the So- 
ciety of Merton coll. 2imitted to the degree of Bach. of 
Arts, as a Member of that houſe, in 7» the ſame year, 
and in_the beginning of Arg. following had a -Chamber 
{et apart (a) for him by the _ Society 3 who. then. alſo de- 
creed thit he (hould have forty ſhillings-yearly allowed to 
him, ſo long as he read a Hebrew Lecture in their com- 
mon Refe&tory.

Probationer-fellow of New coll. in 1578. being 
then about 18. years of age, but leaving that houſe be- 
Ore he was admitted perpetual Fellow, which was to be 
in 1580. he went beyond the Seas as a voluntary Exile, 
and going to Doway was kindly received there by the 
learned Tho. Stapleton, who then gave him advice what 
courſe to take relating to his ſtudies. Thence he went 
t9 Rheimes, and after one year ſpent in the. Engliſh 
college he was ſent to Rome and continued in the Eng/i/p 
coll. there alſo in the zealous proſecution of the ſtudies 
of Philoſopy and Divinity for ſeven years, and was made 
2 Prieſt. Thence he returned to Rheimes where he taught 
Rhetorick and Greek for two years. But troublesarifing 
in France, he withdrew himſe]F into Loraine, and took the 
degree of Maſter of Arts ( which before he had negleRed) 
at Pont-a-muſſon, and was ſoon after made Bach. of Divi- 
nity. Thence taking a journy- into High Germany, he con- 
tinued at Trier an year and an half, where after he had 
performed certain exerciſe, he was made a Licentiat of 
Divinity. Thence, after he had ſeen ſeveral of the beſt 
Cities in Germany, he removed to Ingo/ffadt 1n Bavaria z 
where remaining 3 years, did in that time, after he had 
performed ſolemn diſputations, take the degree of Doctor 
of his faculty. So that by that time having viewed feve- 
ral parts of /raly and Germany and had learned their Lan- 


guages, he returned to Leraive ; where, by Charles Cardi- | 


nal of Loraine he was made Canon of Verdun. Aﬀeer two 
years ſpent there,he was called thence by the illuſtrious Prin- 
c&fs Antcnia, Daughter to the Duke of Loraine and Wife 
to the D. of Cleve, and was by her made her Confeſlor. 
And that he might be the better ſerviceable to her, he 
learned the Fiench Tongue moſt accurately ; fo that it 
was uſual with him afterwards to preach in that Lan- 
puage. In her ſervice continuing abour 1 2 years, he had lei- 
fire to-turn-over the Hiſtories of England, whether —Ec- 
clefiaſtick or Republick. Whence making ſeveral col- 
lections and obſervations, he wrote and digeſted four 
oreat Volumes - One was of the Kings, another of the 
Biſhops, a third of Apoſtolical, and a fourth of illuſtri- 
ous and learned, men of this Nation. At 12 years end 
the (aid Dutcheſs dying, he went a third time into Le- 
raine,where by the favour of 7o/n Biſhop of Tu! ſometimes 
his Scholar,he was promoted to the Deanery of Liverdune 
of conſiderable value ; which, with a Canonry, and an Off- 
cialſhip of the ſaid Church, he kept to his dying day. He

Lincolnſhire, (at South-Somercote, as it {eems,) became per- 
petual Fellow of fag. coll. in 1570. in which year he 
was admitted Bach. of Arts. Soon after, by the favour 
of Arthur Lord Grey, he was preferred to the Parſonage of 
Bletchley in Bucks, where he was held in great eſteem for 
his - piety. _ In the year 1575. he was admitted to the 
reading of the Sentences, without ruling in Arts, and 
about that time was Chaplain to Dr. Cooper Bi(h. of Line. 
who, that year, beſtowed the Archdeaconry of Stow on 
him, in the place of Rog. Kelke Bach. of Div. who had 
ſucceeded Joh. Harriſon in that Dignity, 1563. In 1581. 
he proceeded in Divinity, being in great renown for 
his learning. But his Dignity being remote from his 
Cure, and therefore could not well attend it, he gave it 
up out of Conſcience ſake, in 1582. and contented him- 
ſelf onlv + ich Blerchley ; whereupon 7oh. Farmery, B. D. 
ſucceeded him therein. This Dr. Sparke was the perſon, 
who, being noted for a great Nonconformiſt, and a Pillar 


* of Puritaniſm, was, by Letters from the Kings Council, 


called to the Conference at Hampton-Comrt, an. 1603. where 
appearing in the behalf of the Millinaries, (as 'tis faid,) or 
rather, with 7o. Rainolds, as a Proctor for the preciſe Party, 
not-in a Prieſts Gown, or Canonical Coat, but ſuch that 
Twrky Merchants wear, received then fo great ſatisfaction 
from his Majeſty's moſt ready and apt Anfwers to «he 
Doubts and Objections there and then propoſed, that he 
(tho he ſpoke not- one word) did not only, for the time 
following, yield himſelf in his practice to Univerſal Con- 
formity, but privately by word and writing, and publickly 
by his brotherly perſwaſion. He was a learned Man, a 
ſolid Divine,well read in the Fathers, and ſo much eſteemed 
for his profoundnefs, gravity, and exemplary life and con-

Rich. Egerton of Ridley in Cheſhire,was born'/in that County, 
applyed his Muſeo learning inthis Univerſity about 1 556.

Commoner,in the year of his age 17 or thereaboutsz where 
continuing-about-3—years; laid a foundation Whereon to 
build profounder learning.

HENRY SAVILE, Sometimes of $:awhil/ in 
York ſhire, commonly called Long Harry Savile, was born 
of an antient family of his name, living at Barke near 
Hahfax in that County, entred a Student in Merton coll.

(an. 1596.) he became Curate of Sethfleet there, where 
he was much followed for his familiar way of Preaching. 
At length he removed, and was firſt made. Miniſter of 
S. Ailmonds, then of Allballows, in the ancient Borough of 
Derby.

houſe at Odcombe in Semerſetſhire, became a Commoner of 
Gloxcefter hall in the beginning of the year 1596. aced 19, 
where continuing about-three vears, he attained, by the 
help of a great memory, to ſome competency in Logic, 
but more by far in the Greek tongue, and in humane 
learning. Afterwards he was taken home for a time, 
chen went to London, and was received into the Family of 
Henry Prince of Wales, At which time falling into the 
company of the Wits, who found him little better than 
a Fool in many reſpe&s, made him their Whetſtone, and 
fo hecame notes nimes omnibus, In the beginning of the 
vear 1608. he took a Voyage into Frazce, italy, Germ,»xy, 
&c. and at his return publiſhed his travels under this

Davys of 
Hereford, Hen, Peacham, 8c. Inthe year following (1612) 
after he had taken leave of his Countrymen by an oration 
{poken at the Crofs in Odcombe, he took a long and large 
journey, with intentions not to return to his native 
Country , till he had ſpent to years in travelling to and 
fro. The firſt place he went to (a) was Conſtantinople , 
where he took ſpecial notice of all things there obſervable. 
In which place he found very great reſpect and encourage- 
ment hom Sir Panl Pindar then and there Embaſlſadour.Be- 
ing there for (one time he took his opportunities to view 
divers parts in Greecez and inthe Heleſpont he took ſpe- 
cial notice of thoſe two Ciltles directly oppoſed each to 
other, called Seftos and 44y4or, which ſtand on the ſeveral 
banks that bound that very narrow Sea. Which places 
Mnſ 14 makes famous in his very antient Poem of Hero 
and Leander, He faw- Smyrna famous -at-that-time for 
trade, but not religion, and what then remain'd of the 
ruins of ſometimes great 7ro7, but the very ruins of that 

l1ce were almoſt all gone to ruine, From Smrne he 
Found 4 paſſage to Alexandria in Fgypr, and there, near 
Grand Cairo ( antiently called 2emphs) he obſerved what 
remain'd of the once famous Pyramids. Returning thence 
back to Atexardria he found 2 paſſage by Sea tO foppa, and 
travelling thence zo Engliſh mites, he arrived at 7er»/alem, 
but found it a very ſolitary, rocky and uncomfortable way, : 
full of danger, by reaſon of the wild Arabs, who keep 
about thoſe paſſages, to make poor travellers their prey and 
ſpoil.In 7er»ſalem he faw Mount Catvery ( where our Saviour 
uftered ) thenencloſed within the Walls, Bethlem where 
he was born, about 5 Englith miles from 7era/alm3 and 
Mount Olivet, whence he aſcended. From feruſalem he 
took his way to make a view of the Dead Sea, the place 
where Sodom and Gemerrah, and Admah and Zeboim once 
ſtood. Thence he went to have a {1ght of the River 7or- 
dan, which diſchargeth it ſelf into that moſt uncomforta- 
ble Lake, and from thence he joutnied nortt-eaſt through 
the Ten Tribes, till he carne to Mount Libanus. Thence 
back to Sidon, where he got a paſſage by Sea unto Alexan- 
dretta,now called. Scanderoon, which is one of the moſt un- 
wholeſome places in the world. Thence he took his way 
to Aleppo in Swia, about 70. miles diſtant from Scanderoon, 
where he was kindly received by the Engliſh Conſul, and 
tarried with him till he could get the benefit of a Caravan, 
which conſiſts of a great multitude of people from divers 
parts, which getand keep together travelling in thoſe parts, 
for fear of the incurſions and violences by Thieves and 
Murderers, which they would undoubtedly meet withal , 
if they-travelled ſingle, or but few together. Withtheſe, 
he after fer forward towards, and to that City anciently 
called Nineveh in A(hria, which we find inthe Prophecy 
of /onah was ſometimes. a great and excellent City of three days 
jorney, but then ſo exceedingly lefſen'd and lodg'd in 
obſcurity, that paſlengers conld not ſay this was Nineveh, 
From thence he journied to Babylon in Chaldea,ſituated upon 
the River Euphrates, Once likewiſe fo grear, that Ariſtotle 
cailed it a Gountry, not a City, but now very much con- 
tracted. From this place he proceeded through both the 
Armeniaes, and either did, or elſe he was made to, believe, 
that he faw the very mountain Ararat , whereon the 
ark of Noab r2{ted after the flood. From thence he went 
forward towards the Kingdom of Perfa,and there toU/pabarn 
the uſual place of reſidence for that great King. Thence 
to Seras, antiently called Sha/han, where the great King,

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terwards to Candahor,the firſt Province north-eaſt,under the 


ſubjection of the Great 1ogn!, and ſo to Lahore the chiefeſt 


City but one, belonging to that great Empire, of v 

great trade, wealth, and delight. From 79 wh he wene 
to Agra, whichis 400 iſh miles, planted with great 
Trees on both ſides, which are all the year cloathed with 
leaves, exceeding beneficial unto travellers for the ſhade 


they afford them in thoſe hot climes. © At Agra he made 
lt; 2 lovingly received in the Engliſh Fa- 
ory, where he ſtaid till he had gotten to the Turkiſh,and 
Moriſco or Arabian Languages, ſome good knowledge in 
the Perſian and Indoſtan Tongues, in which ſtudy he was 
always very apt, and in little time ſhewed much profici- 
ency. The firſt of thoſe two, the Perſian, is the more 
une 3 the other, the Indoſtan, is the vulgar Language 
poken in Eaft India, In both theſe he ſuddenly got ſach 2 
knowledge and maſtery, that it did exceedingly afterwards 
advantage him in his travels up and down the 1Mog»ls Ter- 
ritories, he wearing always the habit of that Nation, and 
ſpeaking their Language. In the firſt of theſe, the Perſian 
Tongue, he made afterwards an Oration to the Great Ms 
gul, asI (hall cell you anon, and in the Indoſtan he had 
{0 great a command, that he undertook a Landry-woman 
( belonging to the Engliſh Embaſladoyin that Country ) 
who had tuch a liberty and freedom of ſpeech that the 
would ſometimes ſcould, braul and rail from Sur-rifing 
to Sur-ſet : I fay that Tim Corgate undertaking her in her 
own Language he did ſo filence her by eight of the clock 
in the morning, that ſhe had not one word more to fpeak, 
to the great wonder and mirth of thoſe preſent. After he had 


 vilited ſeveral places in that Country and had been cour- 


teouſly received by Sit Tho.Ree Embaſlador there for the K. 

of Englandjhe went at length to Swrar,lying on the banks of 
Swally Road, Which is in E. Indiaunder the Empire of the 

Gr. Megnl, where he ended his days as I ſhall tell you anon. 

He was a man of a very coveting Eye that could never be 

ſatisfied with ſeeing, tho he had ſeen very much, and yer 
he took as much content in ſeeing, as many others in the 

enjoying of great and rare things. He had got ( behides 

the Latine and Greek)the maſtery of many hard Languages, 

in which, if he had obtained wiſdom to husband and ma- 

nage them; as he had skill to ſpeak them, he had deſerved 

more fame in his generation. But his knowledge and 

high attainments in ſeveral Langaages made him not a 

hetle ignorart of himſelf, he being {ſo coverous and ambi- 

tious of praiſe, that he would hear and endure more of 
« than he could in any meaſure deſerve ; being like a Ship 

that hath too much fail, and too little ballaſt. However 

had he not fallen into the ſmart hands of the Wits of thoſe 
times, wherein. he lived, he might have paſſed better. 
That itch of fame which engaged this man to the under- 
taking of thoſe very hard, and dangerous travels , 
hath put thouſands more ( and therefore he was not alone 
in this) into ſtrange attempts, only to be talked of. "Twas 
fame, withoue doubr, thar ſtirred up this man unto theſe 
voluntary, but hard undertakings, and the hope of that 
glory which he ſhould reap after he had finiſhed his long 
travels, made him not at all rotake notice of the hard- 
(hip he found in them, That hope of name and repute for 
the time to come did even feed and feait him for the time 
preſent. And therefore any thing, that did in- any me 
jure ecclips him in thofe high conceivings of his own 
worth, did too too much trouble hims which you may 
collect from theſe following inftances. -Upona-time (4) 
one” Mr: Rich. Steel a Merchant, and fervant to the Er/- 
India company, came to Sit Tho, Roe the Embaflador at Xan- 
doa, the place then of the X7gwls refidence, at which time 

our author 7h. Coryare was there. This Merchant had not 
long before travelled over land from F. 1ra:a,through Perfia, 
and fo for Conftantinople,and fo for E ngland,who in his travels 
homeward had met with 7: Corgate as he was journying to- 
wards E. India, Mr. Steel then told him,that when. he was 
in England, K. Fames (thenliving) enquired after im,and 
when he had certified the King of his meeting him on the 
way, the K. replied is that foo! /iving ? which when our 
Pilgrim Coryate heard, it ſeemed to trouvle him very much, 
becauſe the K. fpake no more nor no better of him ſaying 
that Kings would ſpeak of poor men what they pleaſed. 
At another time when he was ready to Cepart from Afandea, 
Sir 7h, Roe the Embaſlador gave him a Letrer, and in 
that a Bill to receive ten pounds at Aleppo when he ſhould 
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return thither. The Letter was dire&ted to Mr. Zibbens 
Chapman there Conſul at that time, in which, that which 
concern'd our traveller was thus. 
ſhall hand theſe Letters, I deſire you to receive the bearer of them 


Mts. Thr. Coryate, with conrtefie, for you ſhall find him 4 very 
honeſt poor wretch;, and further I muſt intreat you to furniſh

him that when he was formerly undertaking his journey 
ro Yerice, a perſon of honour, wrote thus in his behalf to 
Sir He». 1Yotton then and there Embaſlador, 245 Lord, good 
wine needs no Buſh, neither a worthy mans Letter commenaa- 
tory, becauſe whetherſoever he comes, he is his own Epiſtle, &&C. 
This &id {o much pleaſe the Pilgrim, that there (ſaid he) 
Was ſome language in my behalf, but now for my Lord to write no- 
thing of me by way of commendation, but honeſt poor wretch, is 
rather to trouble me , than to pleaſe me with his favour, And 
therefore afterwards his letter was phras'd up to his mind , 
but he never lived to receive the money. By which his 
old acquaintance might ſee how tender the poor man was 
to be touched in any thing that might inthe leaſt meaſure 
diſparage him.O what pains he took to make himſelf a ſub- 
jec for pteſent and after diſcouſe!being troubled at nothing 
for the preſent, unleſs with the fear of not living to reap 


that fruit, he was ſo ambitious of -in- all his undertakings. 


And certainly he was ſurprized with ſome ſuch thoughts 
and fears (as he afterwards told the company) when upon 
a time he being at 1a»doa with the Engliſh,and there ſtand- 
ing in 1 room againſt a ſtone-pillar, where the Embaſlador 
was, upon a ſudden he fell into ſuch a ſwoon, that they 
had very much ado to recover him out of it, but at laſt he 
came to himſelf, and told them, that ſome ſad thoughts 
had immediately before preſented themſelves to his fancy, 
which, as he conceived, put him into that diſtemper ; 
like Fanmins — Ne moriere mori, For hetold them that 
there was great expectation in Eng/and of the large ac- 
counts he {hould give of his travels after his return home, 
and that he was now ſhortly to leave them, and he being 
at preſent not very well, if he ſhould dye in his way to- 
wards S«rat, whether he was then intending to go (which 
place he had not yet ſeen) he might be buried in obſcu- 
rity, and none of his friends ever know what became of 
him, travelling then, as uſually he did, alone, Upon 
which the Embaſlador willed him to ſtay longer with him, 
but he then thankfully refuſed that offer,and turned hisface 
preſently after towards Swrat, which was 300. miles diſtant 
from the place where the Embaſlador was, and he lived ro 
come ſafely thither. But there being over-kindly uſed by 
lome of the Engliſh, who gave him Sack, which they had 
brought from Eng/and, he calling for, as ſoon as he firſt 
hens of, it, and crying Sack, Sack, is there ſuch a thing as 
Sack ? 1 pray give me ſome Sack, and drinking of it mode- 
rately (for he was very temperate) it increaſed his flux 
which he had then upon him: and this cauſed him with- 
in few days after his very tedious and troubleſome 
travels, for he went moſt on foot) at that place to come 
to his journeys end, as I (hall anon tell you. What be- 
came of his notes and obſervarions, which he had made 
in-his-long-journeys, Iknow —not;-only thefe- following 
which he ſentto his friends in E2/and, who printed them 
in his abſence.

WILLIAM WYRLEY, Son of Anguſtin rl

name , ſometimes living at Rowley in the ſaid County, 
was born (a) in Staffordſhire 3 and in thoſe parts educated 
in Grammar learning. This perſon, whom we are far- 
ther to mention, having from his childhuod had an ex- 
cellent Genie for Arms and Armory was entertained in 
the family of Sampſon Erd/wyke of Sandon Eſq; (mention- 
ed under the year 163.) called then by ſome the Antiqua- 
ry of Staffordſhire, where making a conſiderable progreſs 
in Heraldical and Antiquarian ſtudies under his inſpecti- 
on, publiſhed a book under his own name entitled, 

The true uſe of Armory, ſhewed by Hiſtory and plain- 
ly proved by example, &c. Lond. 1592. qu. Reported by 
ſome to be originally written by the ſaid F7deſmyke, but he 
being then an ancient man,thought it fitter to have it pub- 
liſhed under #7rley's name than his. However the reader 
is not to think ſo, but rather to ſuſpend his thoughts 
( being only a bare report that came (#4) originally from 
Erdeſwyzkes mouthz and to know this, that #yrley was an 
ingenious man, and fit to compoſe ſuch a book, and that 
Erdeſwyke being often times crazed eſpecially in his laſt 
days; and fit then for no kind of ſerious bu ineſs, would 
ſay any thing which came into his mind, as tis very well 
known at this day among the chief .of the college of 
Arms. Soon after the publication of that book, re 
left him, and retired to Baljis! coll. purpoſely to obtain 
Academical learning, whete being put under the tuition 
of a good rutor, and in great hope to obtain the grounds 
of the ſaid learning, was matriculated in the Univerſity 
(c) as a member of that houſe in At term, ar. 1595. 
he being then abont 29. years of age. How long he con- 
tinued there, or whether he took a degree, it appears nor. 
However for diverſion fake, he employed his time fo 
admirably well during his abode in that houſe that he 
made ſeveral (4) collections of Arms from Monuments 
and Windows in Churches and elſewhere in and near 
Oxon, which have given me much light in my ſearches after 
things of that nature, in order to the finiſhirlg the great 
work that I have been many years drudging in. He 
alſ> made divers remarks and colleQtions from various 
Leiger books , ſometimes belonging to Monaſteries in 
theſe parts, and elſewhere.

I 
have heard Dr. Barten Holyday (ay, that when he was a 
Junior in the Univerſity, this our author Burney (who had 
a bulkey body and a broad face )- did ſeveral times come 
to Oxon, accompanied _with two men_in_black Liveries 
with horſes, and d:d preachor catechize in ſome Churches 
there, and-near-to-it; where was-none-to do that office , 
particularly in A!/ſaihts Church, to whom many reſcrted 
and took Notes. Alfo that whatſoever he had given to 
him by way of gratuiry, he would beffow on his men 3 
and farther added that by his ſeemins holineſs lof life and 
ſoundneſs of doctrine, many Scholars (particularly kim: 
ſelf) were incuced afterwards to take holy Orders. He 
would travel over moſt parts of E-2/a-4 like a new Apoſtle, 
and would endeavour to act as the Apoſtles did. So 
that being blamed for it by many, as if there were none 
to be found to do that office but he, and looked upon by 
others as a forward, bnſie and conceited man, he there- 
fore wrote his Defence of his labour in the work of the Afin- 
ſry, and diſperſed ſeveral copies of it abroad among his 
friends and acquaintance.

an Ale-houſe, bearing the {ign of the Three Marriners, by

Franc. Tayler Schoolmaſter thereof, became a Student in 
Balliol coll.

WALTER RALEIGH, a perſon in his time of 

a good natural wit, better judgment and of a plauſible | 
tongue, - Son of Walt. Raleigh Eſq; by Catherine his Wife 
Daughter of Sir Philip Champerneon Kt. was born at a place 
called Hayes in Parith of Eaſt-Budeleigh in Devonſhire, an. 
I552. Which Hoes is a farm, and his Father having had 
2 remnant of a Leaſe of $0 years in it, came after the ex- 
piration thereof to one. Dake : unto whom afterwards, 
our author #. Raleigh having a deſire to purchale it, wrote 
2 Letter dated from the Court 26. 7uly 1584. wherein he 
ſays that for the natural diſpoſition he has to that place» being 
born ia that houſe, he had rather ſeat himſelf there, than any 
where e!ſe, &c. 14is Father was the firſt of his name that 
lived there, but his anceſtors had poſſeſſed Furdelt in the 
{awe County for ſeveral Generations before, where they 
lived in (5) gentile eſtate, and were eſteemed antient 
Gentlemen. In 1568. or thereabouts he became a Com- 
moner of Oriel coll.at what time C. Champernoon his kinſman 
Nudied there, where his natural parts being ſtrangely ad- 
vanced by Academical learning under the care of an ex- 
cellent Tutor, became the ornament of the Juniours, and 
was worthily eſteemed a proficient in Oratory arfd Phi- 
loſophv. Afﬀeer he had ſpent about 3. years in that houſe, 
where he had laid a good ground and ſure foundation to 
build thereonyhe left the Univerſity without a degree, and 
went to the Aſiddle-Temple to improve himſelf in the in- 
tricate knowledge of the municipal Laws. How long 

he carried there, 'tis uncertain, yet ſure I am, from a 

Epitle;-or copy of Verſes of his compoſition, which 1 

-have ſeen, that he was rg in the ſaid Temple,in Apr. 
1576. at which time his veinfor ditty and amorousOde, 

was eſteemed moſt lofty, dps and paſſionate. As for the

wherein he learn'd the rudiments of War, and the Low 
| Conntries and -treland-(the-military Academies et-thoſe 
times ) made him Maſter of that-diicipline : for in both 
places he expos'd himſelf afterwards to Land-ſervice, but 
that in Jreland- was 2 Afiitia, which then did not yeild 
him food and raiment, nor had he patience to ſtay there, 
tho ſhortly after (in 1580.) he went thither again, and 
was a Captain there under Arthur Lord Grey who ſucced- 
ed Sir Wil. Pelham in the Deputy-ſhip of that Kingdow. 
Afterwards gaining great ne, wo he was received into the 
Court, became a perſon in favour, and had ſeveral boons 
beſtow 'd on him afterwards, particularly the Caſtle of 
Shireborne in Dorſetſhire, taken from the See of Sali:bury 
In the latter end of 1584. he diſcovered a new Country, 
which he,in honour of the Queen, called Yirgivia, received 
the honour of Knighthood from her, and was afterwards 
made Captain of her Majeſties Guards, Senceſchal of the - 
Duchies of Cornwall, and Exeter, Lord Warden of the 
Stanneries of Devon. and Cornwall, Lord Leivtenant of 
Cormwall and Governour of Ferſey, In 1588. he ſhew'd 
himſelf active againſt the ifvincible Armada ofthe Spani- 
ards,and in 1 5 92.being about that time a Parliament man, 
wherein, as in other Parliaments in the: latter end of Q. 
Eliz,was he a frequent Speaker,he went to America with 1 5. 
men of War to noſes himſelf of Panama, where the 
Spaniards Ship their riches, or to intercept them in their 
paſſage homewards, but returned ſucceſslefs, and was out 
of favour for a time,not only for that but for divirginating 
a maid of Honour ( Elizabeth Daughter of Sir Nich. Trect- 
morton ) whom he afterwards married, and for ſome few 
months being kept under cuſtody, Fas at length ſet free, 
but baniſhed the Court. Afterwards to follow the dire- 
ctions of of his own Genie, that was always inclined to 
ſearch out hidden regions, and the ſecrets of nature, he 
undertook a navigation to Gxiana that bears Gold, in 
I595. purpoſely for the improvement and honour of his 
ntry,both by getting ſtore ofwealth, and by moleſt- 
ing the Spaniard, within the inward coaſts of America, 
which he thought would be more profitable than on the 
Sea coaſts, where there are never any Towns laden with 
any riches, but when they are conveyed thither to be 
carried over into Spain. Heſet out from Phmonth (4d) on 
the 6. of Febr. and arrived at theI{land Trinidada 22.arch. 
There he eaſily took a little City called S. [4th and the 
Governour thereof Dom Antoniode Bereo, but found not fo 
much as a piece of Silver there. Having enquired many 
things of this Antonio about the mines of Gold in Gian, 
he left his Ship in 7rinidada and entred the vaſt Rives 
Oreneque, With little Barks, and ſome hundred Souldiers. 
He ſearched up and down Giana for the ſpace of 4 Miles 
among the crooked and ſhore rurnings of the water ſeve- 
ral ways : where , being 'parched with the refleQing 
beams of the Sun, juſt over his head, and too much wer 
ſometimes with Showers, and having long wreſtled with 
ſuch like difficulties, he yet continued long, till that « 
growing, wintry cold in Apr. the waters all over-ſpreadthe 
earth 3 infomuch that now he could paſc away in no leſs 
danger of the waters, than he came thither in danger of 
his enemies. After his return he was conſtituted one of 
the (e) chief perſons in the expedition to Cadiz, where 
he performed notable ſervice, and obtained to himſelf ar 
home a great name.--In-1603, he-preſented-to-K.7ames 
at his entrance to the Crown of England a Manuſcript of 
his own writing;containing valid arguments aginſt a peace 
to be made with Spain, which was then the common dil. 
courſe. But the King being altogether for peace/twas re- 
jected, and the ſame year, juſt after he had been depri- 
ved of the-Caprainſhip of the Guard, (which K. Fames 
beſtowed on Sir 7ho. Er:kin Viſcount Fenton in Scotland ) 
we find him in a plot againſt the King, generally called 
Str Walter Raleighs Treaſon, for which being brought to his 
Tryal (with others) at Wincheſter in 1603. was at length 
found guilty and condemn'd ro die. But being repreived, 
he was committed Priſoner to the Tower of Lender for life, 
where he improved his confinement to the grearcſt ad- 
vantage of learning and inquiſitive men. In Apr, 161.4. 
he (f) publiſhed the Hiſtory of the 710r1d, a book, which 
for the exactneſs of its Chronology, curioſity of its con- 
texture and learning of al ſorts, ſeems to be the work of

On the 28. of the 
month of 0. he was conveyed to the Court called the 
Kings-Bench in Weſtminſter, where it being propoſed to 
him what he had to fay for himſelf, why the ſentence of 
death, pronounced againſt him in 1603- ſhould not be 
put in execution, he fell into a long diſcourſe, and vindi- 
cated himſelf ſo much, that moſt wiſe men thought then 
( and all Hiſtorians ſince ) that his life could not be taken 
away upon that account. Afterwards being conveyed to 
the Gatehouſe,ſuffered death the next day, notwithſtanding 
David Noion Lord of Cheſne ated much to ſave him. Au- 
thors are perplex'd ( as ſome are pleaſed to ſay ) under 
what topick to place him, whether of Stateſman, Sea- 
man, Souldier,Chymiſt, or Chronologer z for in all theſe 
he did excell.

ROBERT MANDEVILL, a Cumberland Man 
born, was entred either a Batler or Servitour of Zzecens 
coll. in the beginning of the year 1595. aged 17. where 
remaining a ſevere Student till he was Bach. of Arts, he 
retired to St. Edmunds hall, and as a Member of it, pro- 
ceeded in that Faculty. In 7«h 1607. he was elected 
Vicar of Abby-Holme, commonly called Holm- Cy/tram in 
his own County, by the Chancellour and Scholars of 
this Univerſity. Where being ſetled, he exerciſed with 
great zeal his parts in propagating the Goſpel againſt its 
Oppugners, not only by Communication and Preaching, 
but by his exem pry courſe of Life, and great Piety. 
He ſhewed himſelf alſo a zealous Enemy againſt Popery, 
and the breaking of the Lords day by prophaning it with 
merchandizing and ſports, and endeavoured as much as 
in him lay, (for he was a zealous Puritan,) to perſwade 
his Pariſhioners and Neighbours to do thoſe things on 
Saturday, which they uſed to do on the Lords day. The 
truth is, he was, in the opinion of thoſe of his Per- 
ſwaſion, a great Man in his profeſſion, for he ſolely 
bent himſelf to his ſtudies, and diſcourſes for the pro- 
motion of Religion and the word of God. He hath

EDWARD GEE, was a Lancaſhire man born, 
entred-1- Servitor-of -4erton...coll..in_Lent-Term_1582, 
aged 17, elected fellow of Proſe coll. when he was 
2out two years ſtanding in the degree of Bach of Arts, 
and after ſome ſtanding in that of Maſter, was unani- 
mouſly elected Proctor of the Univerſity 1598. Two 
years aſter he was admitted Bach. of. Divinity, and in 
1603, he religned his fellowſhip, being about that time 
Rector of Tedbourne S. Marie 11 Devonſhire, In 1616, he 
proceeded in Divinity, having been before that time 
made one of the Society of Chelſey coll. founded by Dr. 
Matth. Sutcliffe, and Chaplain in Ordinary to his Maje- 
ly. He was a perſon well known for his ſincerity in con- 
verſation, generality of learning, gravity of judgment and 
ſoundneſs of doctrine.

But his Genie being more prone to eafier' and 
ſnoother ſtudies, than in pecking and hewing at Lo- 
gick, he left the Univerſity without the honour of a 
depree, and exerciſed it much in Engliſh Hiſtory and 
Poetry, of which he then gave ſeveral ingenious Speci- 
mens. Aﬀeer his departure, I find nothing memorable 
of him for ſeveral years, only that at about 23 years 
of age he eaten] into Engliſh the worthy tract of 
Paulgs Fovinzs, Containing a Diſcourſe of rare inventions 
beth Sitio and--amorous called Impreſe.

his own writing. He was afterwards, for his merits, 
made Gentleman Extraordinary, and afterwards one of 
the Grooms, of the Privy Chamber to Ame the Queen 
Conſort of King Fame: 1. who being for the moſt part 
a_favourer-and-encourager-of his Muſe, (as ſhe-was-of 
7o. Florio, who married Sam. Danief's Siſter,) and many 
times delighted with his converſation, not only in pri- 
vate, but in publick, was, partly for thoſe reaſons, held 
in eſteem, by the men of that age, for his excellencies in 
Poetry and Hiſtory, and partly in this reſpe&, that i 
(a) writing the Hiſtory of Engliſh. affairs, whether in Proſe or 
Poetry, he had the happineſs to reconcile brevity with clear- 
neſs, qualities of great diſtance "in other authors, This is 
the opinion of a late authorz but one (4) who lived 
in Samuel! Daniel's time tells us, that his works Contain 
ſomewhat 4 flat, but yet withal a very pure and copions Eng- 


liſh, and words as warrantable at any mans, and fitter per- 


baps for Proſe than Meaſure, Our author Danie! had al- 
ſo a good faculty in ſetting out a Mask or a Play, and 
was wanting in nothing that might render him ac- 
ceptable to the great and ingenious men of his time, 
as to Sir Joh. Harrington the Poet,, Camden the learned, 
Sir Rob. Cotton, Sir H, Spelman, Edm.' Spencer, Ben, John- 
fon, Fobn Stradling, little Owen the Epigrammatiſt, 8&c.- He

Sothat when the ſaid Earl was commir- 
ted priſoner to the Tower of Londen in 1606, to remain 
there during life, our author, Heer, and #arney were his 
conſtant companions, and were uſually called the Earl of 
Northumberlands three _ They had a table at the 
Earls charge, and the Earl himſelf did conſtantly converſe 
with them, either ſingly or altogether, as Sir Walter then 
in the Tower, did.

Thence he returned to Leyden, and af- 
terwards went into Bohemia and Hwngarie, where coming 
to the knowledge of one Pope! a Baron-who had been 
cloſely confined by the Emperor for ſome mifdemea- 
nours, did tranſlate his Apologie ( written in his own de- 
fence ) into the Latine tongue. Which coming to the 
ear of the Emperour, Clwver was thereupon impriſoned. 
Afterwards, being ſet at liberty, he travelled into Secor- 
land, England, France, Germany and Italy, In England his 
chief place of reſidence was in this Univerſity, particular- 
ly in Exter coll. of which he became a ſojournour for the 
Che of Holland and Prideanx in 1609. age 29, where bein 
ſetled he wrote his book De rribus Rhent alvers, as I 

tell you anon. In Hah he became acquainted with 
ſome of the Cardinals, who held him in great eſteem for 
his curious and exact knowledge in Geography, the Greek 


and Latine tongues, and for his marvellous knowledge in 
the Dutch, German, French, Italian, Bohemian, Hungarian, 
Polonian and Britiſh Language. 


Afterwards he return- 
ed to Oxon again, being then highly valued by Mr. Pri- 
deawx for one or more of his things then publiſhed ; and 
had offers of promotion tender'd unto him. But Leyden 


being the place of his delight, he retired thither, and tho 


he could get no place of benefit there, yet the curators of

2 learned man, but is not to be underſtoodto be the ſame 
with Foh. Claver author of Hiftoriarum totins mundi Epitome, 
&c. Lugd. Bat. 1631. qu. for he was born in the province 
of Stormaren in Denmark,was D.D. of the Academy of Sora 


wards ſuperintendent of South Dithmarſh. 


SIMON WISDOME, was born in Oxferd/hire, 
being of the ſame family with thoſe of his ſrname,who li- 
ved at Bwrford, was entred 2 Student of this Univerſity 
about 1 566. and took the degree of Maſter of Arts as a 
member of Glenc. hall. Afterwards retiring to his Eſtate 
at Shipton nnder wood, near to Burford, lived as a Gentleman 


there many years, and employed his time (being a zea-- 


lons and harmleſs Puritan ) in vertuous induſtry and piety. 
He hath written ſeveral books, as I have been informed

M. of A. perpetual Fellow, an. 1611. About that time 
being in holy orders, he was made Lecturer of S. Helens 
Church in Abendon in Berks, and miniſter of Cx/ham near 
to that Town.

lowed, and beloved of all for his ſmooth and edifying. 
way of preaching, and for his exemplary life and conver- 
ſation. Afﬀer he had taken one degree in Divinity ( for 
he was DoRor of that fac.) he was made Lecturer of 
S. Mary-Overhee in Southwark, where alſo he was much 
followed and admired. At length being deſirous to finiſh 

a work of charity which he had began, took a journey 
into his own Country, in 1623. and there at his native 
place put his laſt hand to the finiſhing of a Free-School, 
which he before had began, as his Son Tho. Sutton ſome- 
times of C. C. coll. Oxon. hath told me, but inhis return 
from Newcaſtleto London by Sea,was unfortunately drown'd, 
as I ſhall tell you anon. He was a 'perſon eſteemed by all 
that knew him to have been furniſhed with many rich en- 
dowments, and as a true ſervant of God, to have employ- 
ed his talent faithfully and fruitfully. His works are only, 
Sermons and Lectures, as (1) England: ſummons, Ser- 
mon at Pauls Crofs, on Hoſea 4.

Lectures upon the eleventh chapt. ro the Romans. Lox. 

Downham Bac. of Div. (bro- 
ther to Dr. George Downham B. of Londm-Derry in Ireland ) 
who married the widdow of *the author Smtt9n, and 
promiſed in his Epiſtle to the Reader, ſet before them,thar 
if the ſaid Lectures took with the men of the world, to 
put forth Lectures on the 1 2. chapt. to the Romans, and 
on a great part of the 119. P/alm, which Dr- S«tto» had 
left behind him in MS. He died inthe Ocean, (as I have 
already told you ) before he had attained to high noon of 


dred twenty and three; at which time, many beſides be- 
ing caſt away, ſome of their bodies were taken up, among 
which that of Dr. S»tto», was (as is ſuppoſed) one, and 
forthwith buried in the yard belonging to the Church of 
Aldborough 2 Sea-port Town in Suffolke. ,, As ſoon as the 
news of this great loſs came to London one Rob. Drurie 
who was firſt a R, Catholick, afterwards a Proteſtant and

WILLIAM CAM DEN, ifurnamed rhe learned , 
Son of Sampſon Camd. 2 Native of the City of Lickfeld, 
Citizen and one of the Society of Painter-ſtayners of 
London, by his Wife, deſcended (5) from the antient {+- 
mily of the Carwens of Wirkington 11 Cumberlard ; was born 
in the 0/4 Bail, ſituated partly in the Pariſh of S. Sers!- 
chre and partly in S. fartin near £u2gare inthe ſaid City, 
on the ſecond day of May, 5. Edw.6. Dim. 1551, When 
this moſt eminent perſon (of whom TI ſhall be more par- 
ticular than of another author ) was a child, he received 
the firſt knowledge of letters in Ch. Church hofical in 
Londen, then newly founded for Blew-coated children, 
where being fitted for Grammer learning, he was ſen: 
to the Free-ſchoo], founded by Dr: Coler near to S. Pax!s 
Cathedral. About which time (1 563.) he beirg infecte] 
with the Plague; was ſent to 1ſlimgeror, where he remain- 
ed for ſome time to the great lols of his learning. In 1 556, 
( 8. Elizab.) he was ſent to Oxford, and being Placed in 
Maas. coll. in the condition of a Choriſter or Servitour, 
did perfe&t himſelf in Grammer learning in the Free- 
School adjoyning, then lately preſided by D:, 7%. Cooper, 
afterwards Biſhop of LZizc. But miſting, as "tis (rid, a 
Demies place of that coll. tho of great deſert, 2nd part- 
ly grounded in Logick, he was tranilplanted to an arti-

continued two years and an half under the tuition of a 
preat encourager of learning, called Dr. Tho. Thornton Ca- 
non of Ch. Ch. who finding our author to be a young man 
of ereat vertue4and-in him tokens of future worrh,he rook 
- him ro Ch. Ch. and gave him entertainment in his Lodg: 

ins ſo long. as he- continued-in-the--Univerſity;—About 
thattime he being a candidate for a Fellowſhip in A//.coll. 
loit it for defending the religion then eſtablithed, as Dr. 
( afterwards Sir ) Dan. Donn at that time Fellow, did ſe- 
veral times teſtifie, and would often relate how our ſaid 
author Camden was oppoled by the Popith party of that 
houſe. In the month of Faxe 1570, he ſupplicated (4) 
uthe ven. Congregation of Regents, that whereas he had 
ſpent four years in the ſtudy of Logick, he might he ad- 
mitted Bach. of Arts, but what anſwer was made there- 
unto, or whether he was then admitted, it appears not. 
In 1571. he relinquiſhed his converſation with the Muſes, 
to the great reluctancy of thoſe whowere well acquainted 
with the pregnancy of his parts, and whether he was aft: 
forwards favoured in his Scholaſtical endeavours by Dr. 
Gabr, Gondman Dean of Weſtminſter, whom he acknow- 
ledgeth (es) ro have been Patron of his ſtudies, I cannot 
politively zffirm. In 1573. be returned to Oren for a 
time, and ſupplicated again in the beginning of arch 
for the ſaid degree 3 which though, as it ſeems, granted, 
and fo, I preſame, took-it,-yet he did not compleat it by 
Determination in Schoolſtreer. In 1575. he was made (e- 
cond Maſter of WWefminfter School, upon the recommen- 
dations off Go47ev, Nephew to Gabriel, Goodman before- 
mentioned; Cahich Graf pur him upon the ſtudy of 
Antiquities, and bought, and (f) gave him books) and in 
1581, he contracted an entire friend{hip with Barnas. 
F-i:;, the learned Chief Juſtice of France, called by ſome 
"1:10 Gailie, While he continued in teaching at Peſtm, 
God (o bleſſed his labours that Dr. King Biſhop of Lender, 
Neve Archb., of Tok, Parry Biſhop of St. Aſaph, &c. (to 
{ty-nothing of perfons irmployed in thoſe times in eminent 
vlace abroad, and many of ſpecial note at home of all de- 
pres.) did acknowledge themſelves ro have been his 
Scholars. Belides alfo, as a teſtimony of his ſincere love 
to the Church of England, (which ſome in his time did 
doubt.) he brought there to Church divers Gentlemen of 
Ircla::4, as the Wales, Nugents, O-Razley, Sheer, the eldeſt 
Son ofthe Archb. of Caſjhills, Pet. Lombard a Merchant's 
So of 1raterford, a Youth of admirable _ docility, (the 
{:me ho was afterwards titular Archb. of Armagh, Pri- 
mate of Ireland, domeſtick Prelate- and Aſſiſtant of his 
Holinck the Pope, and author of-a book intit- De regno 
Hibernie, Sanftorim Tnfula commentarins, Lov. 1632. qu.) 
and hers bred Puorithly, and fo affe&ted. In 1582. he 
rook 2 journey throvgh S»folk into Tork/hire, and returned 
through Lazcaſhire in the month of April, in order to the 
compleating of his Britazzia, which he ſaith he publithed 
in the famewyear, having with great induſtry, at- ſpare 
hours, 2nd on feſtival days, compoſed it. In 1588. 7.3. 
he, by the name and tic. of 1/4, Camden Bach. of Arts of Ch. 
Ch. ſupplicated the ven. Convocation, that whereas he 
had ſpent 16 years, from the time he had taken the de- 
gee 0f Bachelaur, in the ſtudy of Philoſophy and other 
liberal Ait-, he might be diſpenſed with for the reading 
of three tolomn Leaures, and fo be admitted to proceed 
in that F1nlty; Which ſupplication was granted con- 
FHONALY, that he ſtand-in the 44 following, but whe- 
her he was admitted, or ſtood; it-doth-not-appear in the 
Legiſters.

OUIC>, that he took for that purpoſe, the charges of them 
) Ccltayed by the aforefaid Dr, Gab. Goodman, In 
15:2. he journeyed intro Wales in the company of Fraxc. 
Goran of Ch. Ch, afterwards author of the Commentary 
of the Enron Biſhops, and in 1592, Of. 26, he was taken 
ith a Quartan Ague, which made him often purge 
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Weſtminſter School, in the place of Dr. E4. Grant, and in 
1594. in the month of Z-ne, he was freed from his Ague. 
In 5 96; he travelled to Sali:bnry and wells, for the obtain- 
ing of more knowledge in Antiquities, and returned 
through Oxon, where he viſited moſt, if nor all, of the 
-Charches-and Chappels, for the copying out of the (e- 
veral Monuments and Arms in them; which were re- 
duced by him into a book written with his own hand, 
by me ſeen and peruſed. - In 97. he fell into a moſt dan- 
gerous fickneſs;* whereupon being taken into the houſe 
of one Cuthbert Line, he was cured by the care of that 
perſons Wife, and in that year he publiſhed his Greeb 
Grammar. On the 22. of Of. the ſame year le Was, Or 
faſhion ſake, (after he had refuſed a Maiterſhip of the 
Requeſts, which. was offered to him,) created Herald of 
Arms, called Richmond, becauſe no perſon can be King 
before he is Herald, and the next day he was created 
Clarenceaux King of Arms, in the place of Rich. Lee Eſqs 
who died on the 2 3. of Sept. before-going. This was done 
by the ſingular favour of Q. F/3zaberh, at the inceſſant ſup- 
plication of his Patron Sir Foulk Grevill, afterwards Lord 
Breck, both of them having an eſpecial reſpe& for him, 
and his great learning, in Engliſh and other Antiquities. 
In 1600, he took a journey in Summer time to Carlile in 
the company of the eminent Antiquary Rob, Cotton Eſq; 
(afterwards a Baronet,) for the viewing of ſome Northern 
Antiquities to be put into another edit. of his Britawsa, 
and returned not till Dec. following. In 1603, (1 Tac. 1.) 
when the Plague raged in Londen, he retired to the houſe 
of his Friend Rob. Cotton before-mentioned, at Conmpton 
in Huntingdonſhire, where he remained till the Nativity 
of our Saviour, In 1606. he ſent his firſt Letters to 7a. 
Aug. Thuanws the moſt noted Hiſtoriographer of France, 
from which time to the death of Thxanus, which was in 
Apr. 1617. there was a conſtant commerce of Letters be- 
tween them. Our author Camden ſtiles him (hb) Gallie Lu- 
men & Hiſtoricorum noſtri ſzeuli princeps, to whom he had 
communicated many material matters concerning Engliſh 
affairs, which were afterwards remitted into the ſeveral 
books of Hiſtories publiſhed by him the ſaid 7hramw. 
In 1607. Sepr. 7. he fell from his Horſe, and dangeroufl 

hurt his Leg: So that being perfectly lame, he kept up till 
the 4. of 7#/ following; at which time he went to order, 
ſet forth, and attend the funeral of Sir 7oh. Forreſexe Knight. 
In 1618. he began to put in order and digeſt his Annals 
of .9. Elizabeth, and in 1 609. being taken with a grievous 
diſeale, on his birth-day, he voided blood twice. Ar 
which time one being ſick of the Plague ii the houſe next 
to that where he then was, he was conveyed to that of 
Dr. il. Heather in Weſtminſter, and was cured of his dif- 
eale by Dr. 7oh. Gifford ſometimes Fellow of New coll. in 


28, of 08. following. In the beginning of the year 1 61 3. 
at which time he attended the Funeral of Sir Tho. Bodley 
at Oxon, he had the degree of Maſter of Arts offered to 
him, but refuſed, as it ſees, to take it, it being then too 
late to gainany benefit or honour thereby, and ſoon after 
was made the firſt Hiſtoriographer of Chelſey coll. by the 
Founder thereof. In 1619. mn his name being then 
ſpread over the learned World, fix Noblemen of Ger- 
many gave him a viſit at his houſe in 7cfminfter, in whoſe 
Alb»ms, (after they had complemented him for his high 
worth,) he, at their defire, wrote his name and a Latin 
ſentence, as a teſtimony of reſpect to them, which they 
took for a very great honour ; and on the 18. of Feby, 
following he coughed up blood ſo much, that he as left 
in} a manner dead and deprived of all ſenſe. At that time 
Dr. Gifford before-mentioned taking from him 7; vunces 
of blood, cured him. In 1621. May 5. he, by his Deed 
then--bearing-date; formded-the-Hittory Lecture of this 
Univerſity : Which Deed veing publithes in a Convo- 
cation of Regents and Non-Regents on the 17. of May 
1622, he was in the year following declared a publick 
Benefactor of this Unive rlity of Oxom, In 1622. {une s 
he fell again into a moſt Cangerovs ficknels, and on the 
16, of Axe. following while he fate muſing in his Chair, 
the office of his hands and feet ſuddenly failed him - 
Whereupon falling on the ground, rok again much diſtem- 
pered, and was never afterwards well til death conveyed 
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Blood. In March 159%. he was made chief Maſter of 


Oxon, Whereupon betaking himſelf to Chiſelwrft in 
Ken Anthemontl-of Aaznf, he remained there till the 
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him to the habitation prepared for old age. He was a 
very good natured man; was very mild and” charitable, 


and nothing was wanting in him for” the compleating a- 


g00d Chriſtian. He was an exact Critick and Philolo- 
piſt, an excellent Grecian, Latiniſt, and Hiſtorian, and 
above alla"profound Antiquary, as his elaborate works 
ceſtifie. All which accompliſhments being compacted in 
a little body, made him not only admired at home by the 
chicteſt of the Nobility, and the moſt learned of the Na- 
tion, but alſo beyond the Seas, particularly by Orrelimy, 
Lipfine, Donuſa, Scaliger, Thuamu, Graterus, Pierechins, If. 
Caſanbom, fo. If. Pontanins, Fra, Smertins, N. Chytrews, GC, 
The Epiſtles of all whom, and of divers others of leffer 
note, I have ſeen in the Cottonian Library, and collect 
thence that he was one of the greateſt Scholars of his time 
(as tothe learning he profeſſed) in Chriſtendom. At 
home, I am ſure he was eſteemed the Pasſanirs of the 
Britiſh Iſles, and therefore his fame will be permanent fo 
lone as this Kinzdom is known by the name of Briranma, 
His wot ks are theſe.

Afﬀeer the firſt quarto edition 
came our, one Ralph Brook , of Brokmonth, Herald of Arms, 
by the title of Tork, made anſwer to it in a book intir. 
A diſcovery of certain errours publiſhed in print in the much com- 
mented Britannia, Printed l594. in qQU. In which book 
the f1id BrYo-bmonth endexvoursto make the World believe 
thit Cami» compoled his Britannia moſtly from the Co/- 
leitanea of Foh. Leland without any acknowledgment, and 
at the end of the ſaid Diſcovery adds a little thing written 
by Leland, called, A New-years gift given of him to K, Hen, $. 
&c. Vhereapon came out ſoon after, againſt that buſie 
and envious perſon, (for ſo he was by his ſociety accoun- 
red,) a Vindicationor Reply, written by Camaes in Latin, 
containing about 35 pages in qarto, but not ſaid when or 
where printed! Yeu may ſometimes find it bound with 
the D:/overy before-mentioned, and at other times with 
the Britanaia printed--in-qu.- for-by-it felf-I have-not yet 
ſeen ir. A certain credulous (*) Hiſtorian is pleaſed to ſet 
down in his Chxrcb Hiſtory a Copy of verles, like a two-edped 
Srord that cnts on both ſides, reflecting on Camden for Pla- 


giariſm-from the ſaid Colleanea, Pur under favour I think - 


they are unworthily ſpoken, and unworthily ſer down.

Neal of New coll. in 
Lar. verſe, and to it is added a deſcription of the Divi- 
nity and publick Schools, and an Epitome of the Halls. ' 
Our author ind/ore had intentions to write a book of 
the Antiquity of the Univ. of Oxon. and in order there- 
unto had made many colleCtions, but Tyne with his for- 
ward and natural genie undertaking that work, wind/ore 
ſorbore to equa and imparted to him his colle&tions. 

Ar length after he had lived to a fair age, he ſurrendred 
up his laſt breath in his lodgings near S. AMichae/s Church 
in Oxon, in ſixteen hundred twenty and four, and was bu- #4 
ried in the outer Chappel of C. C. coll. under the north 
wall behind the Viceprelidents ſeat. At that time he left 
many, -if not all, his collections of Antiquities. (.contain- 
ing many dotages and fooleries-)-to-Twme before menti- 
oned, Legacies to the priſoners in the priſon called Bocardo,to 
the pariſhioners of S. Mickaels Pariſh and to the Cheſt in 
the Tower of C. C. coll. After Twynes death ſome ofthe ſaid 
collections were put into'the Libr.of the ſaid coll. and crhers 
were ſcatter'd T—_ when the great fire hapned in xo. 
ſoon after Twyes death. One vol. of which came at length 
into my hands, wherein I ind many vain and credulous 
matters, ( not 2t all to be relyed upon) committed to 
writing. w—_ 


MILES-SMTTH, a Fletchers Son;received his firſt ; :;. 
breath within the City of Hereford, became a Student 
firſt in C. C. coll. about 1568. whence tranſlating himſelf 
ſoon afcer to Braſneſe, took the degrees in Arts as 2 mem- 
ber of that houſe 3 wherein by the benefit of a ſevere citci- 
pline-that-was-in-histime-exerciſed, and by is indefari- 

able induſtry,he proved at length an incomparable Theo- 
j iſt, Abour that time he_ was mace one--of the 
plains or Perry-Canons of Ch. Ch. 2nd took the de- 
gree of Bach. of Div. as a member of that Royal founda- 
tion, Afterwards he became C2non Rettidentiary of rhe 
Cathedral Ch. of Hereford, Doctor of Divinity and in 
1612, Biſhop of Gloefter ; to which See (which was 
iven him for his great pains in travflating the Bible ; 
e received conſecration 20. Sept. the fame year. 


From 
his youth he conſtantly zrplyed himfelf to the reacing of 
antient Claſſical authors ot the belt note,in their own Lan- 
guages ; wherewith, as alſo with Neotericks he was plen- 
tifully ſtored, and luſted after no worldly thing {o much 
as books 3 of which tho he had grear' ſtore, yer there ;

Hebrew alſo he 
had at his fingers ends, and with all ſtories of all times: 
And for his tich and accompliſhed furniture inthat ſtudy, 
he had this Elogy given him by a learned Biſhop of this 
Kingdom, that he was a very walking Library. For this his 
exactneſs in thoſe Languages, he was thought worthy by 
K. Fam. 1. tobe called to that great work of the laſt tran- 
{lation of our Engliſh Bible, wherein he was eſteemed 
rhe chief, and a workman that needed not be aſhamed. 
He began with the firſt and was the laſt Man in the tran- 
{lation of the work for after the task of tranſlation was 
finiſhed by the whole number ſer a-part, and deſigned to 
that buſineſs, being ſome few above 40. it was raiſed by 
a dozen (elected from them, and at length referred to the 
final examination of Bilſon Biſhop of winrex, and this our 
author, who, with the reſt of the twelve, are ſtiled in the 
Hiſtory of the Synod of Dort, vere exximii & ab initio in tots 
bot opere ver{atiſſimi, as having happily concluded that wor- 
thy labour. All being ended, this excellent perſon Dr. 
Smirh was comma to write a Preface, which being 
by him done, *ciyas made publick, and is the fame that is 
now extant in our Church Bible, the original whereof is, 
it I am not miſtaken, in the Oxmian Vatican. He hath 
written, beſides what is before-mentioned,

were tranſcribed out of his original MSS, the firſt of which 
is on Jer. 5. 22. 24. He departed this mortal life in the 
beginning of Nev. in ſixteen hundred twenty and four, 
(having always before been very favourable to the Calyi- 
nian Party in his Dioceſs,) and was buried on the g. of the 
fame month, in our Ladies Chappel, in the Cath. Ch. of 
Gleaceſter, leaving behind him two Sons which he had by 
his firſt Wife, (Mary Hawkins of Cardiff,) named Gervaſe 
of the Mitale Temple Gent. and Miles Smith, and this cha- 
rater by the zealous men of the Ch. of Eng/ard, that tho 
he was a preat Scholar, yet he was a ſevere Calviniſt, and hated 
the proceedings of Dr. Land, eſpecially after he was made Dean 
ef Glouceſter. Over his grave was afterwards a white ſtone 
laid, without any inſcription thereon, only his Arms im- 
paled by thoſe of the See of Gloxc.

enclined to the Rom. Perſwafion, made great proficiency 
in his ſtudies; and Mr. 7h. Allen of that houſe finding 
that his Genie was much addied to the Mathematicks, 


inſtructed him therein, and gave him all the incourage-

ment imaginable to proceed in that noble Science.In 1 5 
he pr M. of A.as a Member of Glec.hall;continued 
there for ſome time after, and then retiring to the great 


City was inftracted in Aft logical matters by one Dr. 
Sim. Forman, a vety able Aſtrologer and Phyſician, as it 
appears by the MS, books (4) he left behind him when 
died, tho a certain (*) author tells ns he was a very ſilly 
fellow, In Feb. 1587. he was firſt of all introduced into 
the Royal Court, where he was made known to, and 
received with great cour by, that popular Count, 
Robert Farl of Eſſex. In 1589. he travelled into France, 
and made a voyage into Portygal, whereby he advanced 
his knowledge, as to men, and the Languages of thoſe 
Countries very mach. In 1596. after he had been mar- 
ried 3 years, he went under the condu of the faid Count 
towards $p4in, where doing moſt admirable ſervice at the 
taking and ſacking of Cadiz, he received (c) the honour of 
Knighthood and of Baveret. In 1597. he travelled to the 
Iſlands of Terceres, where he performed that employ- 
| menthe went about, to the great honour of himſelf, and 
in 1598. 7a», 31. he was made Surveyor of the Ordnance 
by the endeavours of his fingular good Lord, the E. of 
Eſſex, under whom, in the year following, he went as a 
prime Officer into Ireland, where his ſervice was much 
remarkable againſt the Rebels. In 1600. he was deeply 
ingaged in that Earls Teafons, for which he was taken 
and committed to cuſtody, on the 8. Feb. the ſame year. 
About theeleventh of the ſame month, the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury iſlued out aDireftion for the Minifters and Preachers 
in his Province, to the end that they give the People a 
right underſtanding what the Earl of Eſſex intended b 
his treaſonable confpiracy 3 in which Dire&tion I find theſs 
matters of Sir Joh. Davies, viz- that he was brought wp in 
Oxford, and was by profeſſion a ſeller of fignres, and on whim 
that hateful Earl, bh ts God and man, did repoſe great affiance, 
inſomuch that he made him chief Officer about the Oranance in the 
Tower, and thought him one of the faithſull ft Servants he had 
to make his Keeper, &c. This Davies was one, that favoured 
zothing leſs than the Goſpel; for being in hold, the chiefeſt motion 
that he made to the Gentleman that had the cuſtody of him for that 
time, was, that if it were poſſible, he might have a Prieſt to con- 
feſs him, &c. In March following hg, was tried among 
other Conſpirators for his life, an4 being in a manner con- 
-victed-by his own-Conſcience-and-confeſhon, held his 
peace; and then being taunted by the way that he was 4 
Papiſt, he denied not, but that in Ox he was inſtruted 
in the Romiſh Religion by his Tutor, and confirmed in 
the ſame by Sir Chriſtop. Blount one of the Confpirators, 
while he was in the tri Wars, At which words, when 
he perceived Blount was moved, he ſtraight appeaſed him, 
affirming that he was confirmed in that Religion, not by 
Blownts perſwaſion, but by the example of his Chriſtian 
and Religious life.” Afterwards being condemned to be 
hang'd, drawn, and quartered; he-requeſtec, that altho 
he was-no Nobleman,-yet he might ſuffer as they did, 
that is, by beheading; if not, notto be quarter « in pieces, 
but to be buried Chriſtianly. After ſentence, he was re- 
manded to his priſon, but by the interceſſion of Friends, 
the Queen ſigned his Pardon, 5. Feb. 1601. which was 
allowed by the Judges in Weſtminſter hall, on the 12. of 
che fame month; --So that-being- free, he-purchaſed an 
Efare-in-the-Pariſh of -Pangborne- in Berks, where he ſpent 
the remainder of his days ina retired and ſtucious con- 
dition.

Prebendary of Wincheſter, Reftor of Eaſton near to that 
City, Chaplain to Prince Henry, and at length Archdea- 

he was collated, on the 
death of Dr. Ralph Pickover, on the 12, of March 1614 
This was the perſon who had knowledge in the Magnet 
20 years before Dr. il. Gilbert publiſhed his book of that 
ſubjet, and therefore by thoſe that knew him, he was 
accounted ſuperiour, or at leaſt equal to that Door for 
an induſtrious and happy ſearcher and finder out of ma- 
ny rare and mr ſecrets. He was the firſt that 
made the inclinatory inſtrument tranſparent, and to be 
uſed pendant, with a glaſs on both ſides, and a ring on 
the top, whereas Dr. G/berts hath but of one fide, and to 
be ſet on a foot.

Afterwards he ſetled in Londen, 
practiced--that faculty-with-good-ſ{uccels-and was-in-his 
time accounted (c) Coryheus Medici gregis ; and as a Phy- 
fitian famous, {0 no vulgar Peet, The works that he hath 
written are many, but none were publiſhed till after his 
death 3 the titles of ſome of which follow.

JOHN FLORIO te Reſolute, as he uſed to write 
himſelf, was born in London, in the latter end of the 
raign of K. H. 8, a little before which time, his Father 
( Efrended from the Florii of Sienna in Tuſcany ) and Mo- 
ther, who were Waldenſes, had fled from the Yaltoline in- 
to England for religion ſake. But when K. Za. 6, died 
and the proteſtant religion filenc'd, by the ſucceſſion of Qu. 
Mary, they left England, and went tO another Country, 
where 7o. Florio received his puerile literature. After Prote-

a time. lived in this Univerſity. At length Rich: Barnes 
Biſhop of Durham ſending his Son Emanxel to Maga. coll, 
to obtain Acad. literature in the quality of a Commoner, 
about 1576. Florio was appointed to attend him as a Tu- 
tor in the Italian and French tongues. At which time 
wearing a Gown, he' was matriculated as a member of 
that houſe in 1581. aged about 36 years, and as a teacher 
and inſtructor of certain Scholars in the Univerſity. Af- 
ter K. James came to the Crown he was appointed Tu- 
tor to Pr. Henry for thoſe languages, and at length made 
one of the Privy Chamber, and Clerk of the cloſer, to 
Anne, to whom he was a Tutor allo. He was a very 
ful man in his profeſſion, zealous in the religion he pro- 
ſeſled, and much devoted to the Engliſh nation. His

Burt this notwithſtanding being alſo dete- 
ive, our author-did, out of other Dictionarys and Ita- 
lian authors, which came accidentally*into his hands, col- 
lect out of theman addition of many thouſand words and 
phraſes relating to Arts, Sciences, and Exerciſes, intend- 
ing, if he had lived, to come out with a third edition. 
After his deaih, his additions being tranſmitted to Gio 
Torriano ati Italian and profeffor of the Tralian tongue in 
Londm, were by him diligently peruſed, and in very many 
places ſupplied out of the generally approved Dictio- 
naties-of the-Aragemici-aeltacrnuſca; and ſeveral 
were ſet forth fince Florio's death. The ſaid Torriane allo 
did much corre& the Engliſh interpretations, and where 
there was cauſe, he reduced them to their genuine ſenſe, 
as they are now uſed in theſe modern times.

CHRISTOPHER BAGSHAW 
nally deſcended from the Bag/haw:, living at Rigge or Abney _ 
in Derbyſhire, but the name of the place wherein he received 
his firſt breath, I cannot yet find. In 1572, he was by 
the endeavours of Reb. Perſons (afterwards a Jeſuit) elected 
Probationer-Fellow of Bale! coll. being then a Bach. of 
Arts; and a celebrated Logician and Philoſopher. Soon 
after proceeding in his Faculty, he was much noted for his 
zeal to Proteſtancy, yet proved troubleſome in his pub- 
lick diſputes, and in his behaviour towards Perſens. About 
the year 1579. he was Principal, or at leaſt Deputy, for a 
time, of Glouceſter hall 3 where alſo being diſliked, he left 
that place ſoon after, and his Fellowſhip in 1582. which 
was pronounced void the year following. About that 
time he went beyond the Seas, changed his Religion, and 
being made a Prieſt in France, and getting helps and di- 
reions from Fa. Perſons, he journied to Rome, where for 
ſome time he lived in the Eng; college. But being trou- 
bleſome there alſo, and raiſing _ garboyles among the 
Scholars of that place, Cardinal Boncompagno, ProteQor of 
the Eng/5/h Nation, expelled him thence, as one (a) that 
had no good will for him faith : Yet our author in his 
own vindication tells (5) us, that he had a Benediceſir, and 
departed very orderly. Afterwards he returned to Pars, 
where, as *tis aid, he was m4de Doctor of Div. and one 
of the Sorbon, at-which time, and after, the Jeſuits uſed to 
ſtile him, Door Erraticus, and Doftor per Saltnm. Afﬀeer- 
wards he was ſent into England to gain Souls to his Re- 
igion, but taken and commitred Priſoner-to Wiſbieh Callie - 
in Cambride/hire, where I find him in 1593- among many 
other Prieſts and Gentlemen of the Rom. Cath. Religion, 
that had ſome years before been ſecured in that place. 
'Tis ſaid (c) while he continued there, that he carried away 
the glory and fame of all that was heretofore laudably done in that 
Caſtle, before Fa. Edmond: alias Weſton a [eſwit ps toſhew 
his tricks, and then that Party, and thoſe Lay-perſons 
that favoured them, would condemn Bagſhaw as (4) a mar 
of no worth, unruly, diſordered, and a diſobedient perſon, not to be 
favoured or reſpetted by any, &c.

JOHN GEE, the Son of a Miniſter of Devon, but 
whether of oh» or George Gee, whom I have before men- 
tioned in Edw.

ANTHONY HUNGERFORD, Son of Avth. 
Hungerford of Dewne- Ampney in_ Glouceſterſhire, by Bridget 
his Wife, Davghter of one Shelley a Judge, was educated 
in this Univerlity (with other R. Catholicks,) but for a 
ſhort time, for his Father being much troubled with the 
incumbrance: of his Eſtate, and therefore could not well 
look after the Son, the Mother, who was a zealous Pa- 
piſt, cauſed him to be trained up in her Religion from his

abour which time he had left Oxon, being then 20-years

JOHN DAY, Son of a famous Printer of both his 53% 
names in the Reign of Q. F/izabeth, was born near, or 
over, Alderſgate in London, entred a Commoner of S. A1- 
bans hall in 1582. aged 16. elected Fellow of 0rie/coll. in 
1588, being then Bach. of Arts, proceeded in that Facul- 
ty, entred into holy Orders, and became the moſt fre- 
quent and noted Preacher in the Univerſity. In the be- 
pinning of the Reign of K. Fam. 1. he, with leave from 

is Society, travelled for 3 years beyond the Seas, where- 
by he improved himſelf much in learning and experience, 
and, as I was about to ſay, in Calviniſm. Afﬀeer his re- 
turn he was made Vicar of S. Maries Church in Oxon, in 
Jan. 1608, where, by his conſtant and painful Preaching, 
he -obtained great love and reſpect not only from thoſe 
of the Univerſity but City. But miſſing the Provoſtſhip 
of his Coll. upon the reſignation of Mr. il. Lewis, in 1621, 
he left his Fellowſhip and Vicarage in the year following, 
and by the favour of Sir Wil. Scame Knight became Mi- 
niſter of one of the Thirlows (Great Thirlww I think) in 
Swffolk , where he continued to his dying day, not with- 
out ſome diſcontent for the loſs of the {aid Provoſtſhip. 
He was a perſon of great reading, and was admirably well 
versd in the Fathers, Schoolmen, and Councels. He 
was alſo a plain Man, a primitive Chriſtian, and wholly 
compoſed, as'twere, todo good in his Function.

An 
meriting much for his faithful ſervices n thoſe empioy- 
ments, was, by Letters Patents, bearing date 9. fav. his 
Jae. 1. advanced (a) to. the dignity of a Baron of this 
Realm; by the title of "Lord-Brook of Beanchamps r ge 
In Sept. 1621, he was made one of the Gentlemen of the 
Kings Bedchamber z whereupon (6) giving up his LP 
cellourſhip of the Exchequer, Rich. Weſton ( afterwards 
Earl of Portland) ſucceeded him. He was always eſteemed a 
brave Gentleman and honourably deſcended, as being 
ſprung from the family of millewghby Lord Brook, was 
favoured by Qu. Elizabeth, and ſuch that knew he had in- 
rereſt in the. Muſes. His life was always ſingle, and tho 
he-lived and died a conſtant Courtier of the Ladies, yet 
he proſecuted his ſtudiesin Hiſtory and Poetry: In which, 
conſider him as a Gentleman of noble birth and great 
Eſtate, he was moſt excellent in his time, as theſe things 
following ſhew, compoſed in his youth, and familiar ex- 
erciſe with Sir Ph, Sidney.

At length our author, (who was Coun- 
ſellour of State to Ch. 1.) neglecting to reward one Hay- 
ood, who had ſpent the greateſt and chiefeſt part of his 
time-inahis perſonal ſervice, for which he expoſtulated the 
matter. with his Maſter, but was ſharply rebuked for it 1 
the ſaid Haywerd thereupon gave him a mortal ſtab on his 
Back*( they two being then - only together-)-in his Bed- 
Cc hamber in Brock houſe in Helbourne near London, of which 
wound he died 30. Sepr. in ſixteen hundred twenty and 
civht, aged 74. Which being done, the Aflaſhanate diſ- 
cerving hiz own condition deſperate, went into another 
room, and there having lock'd the dore, murdered him- 
ſ-If with his own Sword.

In the begin- 
ning of the Civil War, as. 1642. he became Comman- 
der in chief of thoſe Forces, which were -ſent to aſſaulr 
the Church-Cloſe at Lickfield, then defended by a ſmall Gar- 
riſon, placed there by his Majeſty out of a pious intent 
for the preſervation of the ſtately Cathedral, which the 
Lord Broke intended preſently to deſtroy, when taken by 
his Forces. But fo it fell out, that he having planted his 
great Guns againſt the South-eaſt- gate of the Cloſe, he

devoutly dedicate it. Archbiſhop Lad being then apri- 
ſoner in the Tower of London, did make this memoire of 
it in his Diary, under the year 1642. Tharſday March. 2. 
S. Ceddes day, the Lord Brook ſhot in the left Eye, and billed 
in the place at Lichfield, geing to give on/er wpon the Cloſe of 
the Church, he ever having been fierce againſt Biſhops and Ca-

Boaley for his excellent worth in the knowledge 
of books, as well printed, as written, and of the ordering 
of them, he was by him deſigned the firſt keeper of the

EDWIN-SANDYS, Second Son of Edwin ſome- ,;, 
times Archbiſhop of Pork , was born in Worceſterſhire , 
particularly, as I ſuppoſe, within the City of Worceſter, 
when his father was Biſhop of that Dioceſs, before his 
tranſlation to York, admitted Scholar of C: C. coll. in 
Sept. L577. and in the year of his age 16 or thereabouts, 
being then Pupil to the famous Mr. Rich. Heoker, who 
made uſe of his, and the judgment of George Cranmer 
when he compiled his books of Eccleſiaſtical Polity. In 
I579. Jan. 23. he was admitted Probationer-Fellow of 
that Houſe, being then Bach. of Arts, and on the 17. 
March 1581. he was collated to the Prebendcſhip of wer- 
warg in the Church of York Afterwards proceeding in 
his taculty, he left his Fellowſhip, rtvelles into ſeveral 
Countries, and at his return grew famous for his learn- 
ing, prudence, and vertue. In the month of Atay 1602. 
he reſign'd his Prebendſhip, - on the 11, of 2ay 1603. 
he had the honour of Knighthood confer'd upon him 
by K. 7am, 1. and was afterward by him imployed in 
ſeveral affairs of great truſt and moment. He was ve- 
ry dexterous-in any great employment, kept as conſtant 
time an all Parliaments, as he that held the Chair did, 
and was eſteemed an excellent Patriot in all tranſaRi- 
ons, faithful to his Country, without any falſeneſs to 
his Prince. But this I muſt ſay, that being found facti- 
| ous, and too daring in the Parliament held 1621, he 
-was with Se/den (a) committed to cuſtody to the Sherift 
of Lonaon, 16. 7 une in that year, and not Civeren thence 
till the 18. ut following. Which matter being il! reſen- 
ted by the Houſe of Commons, they on the eighth of 
Nev. following did diſpute the matter tumultuoufly, taking 
it for a great breach of their Privileges, that any one 
of them ſhould be impriſon'd. At length Sectetary 
G. Calvert, proteſting before them, that neither he or 
Selaen were impriſoned for any Parliamentary matter, a 
ſtop was thereupon put to the diſpute. What I tind

that time was made Lord Chamberlain of the Kings 
Houſehold. He was not only a great favourer of learned 
and ingenious men, but was himſelf learned, and en- 
dowed to admiration with a poetical geme, as by thoſe 
amorous and not inelegant Aires and Poems of his com- 
poſition doth evidently appear 3 ſome of which had mu- 
{ical Notes ſet to them, by Her. Lawes and Nich. La- 
ng All that he hath extant, were publiſhed with this 
title.

Haak 3 Member of 
the Royal Sociery, At length after our author Briggs had 
ſpent moſt of his time for the benefit and advancement 
of Geometry, he paid his laſt debt to nature in his lodg- 


aged 70. or more, and was three days after buried at the 
upper end of the Choire of the Church belonging to the 
{aid Coll. nnder the honorary monument of Sir Hey. Sa- 
vite: At which time the Heads of ſeveral Colleges and 
Halls being preſent, a learned Sermon and an eloquent 
Oration were delivered ; the former by Mr. 715.

ANTHONY SHERLEY, ſecond Son of Sir Tho. 
Sherley of Wiſtnefton, commonly called wiſton 1n Suſſex, 
Knight, by Ame his Wife, Daughter. of Sir Tho. Kempe 
Knight, .was born there, matriculated -as a Member of 
Hart hall in the beginaing of the year 1579. aged 14. ad- | 
mitted Bac. of Arts in the latter end of 1581. and about 
the beginning of Nov. following, he was elected Probat. 
Fellow of 4lfex/s coll. being of kinto the Founder thereof 
by bis Mother's ſide. But before he proceeded in Arts, 
he leſt the Univerſity, and retired to one of the Inns of 
Court, or went to travel beyond the Seas, or both ſuc- 
ceſſively. Soon after he became known to that popular 
Count Robert Earl of Eſſex, whoſe heroick ſpirit and ver- 
tues he ſo much admired, that he reſolved for the future, 
that he ſhould be a pattern to him in all the civil actions 
of his life. The firſt adventure that he made was his 
voyage into America, particularly to S. ago, Dominica, 
Margarita; &C. an. 1596. From which voyage (where- 
in great valour was ſhewn againſt the Portugueſe) he re- 
turned the year following. terwards, having received 
the honour of Knighthood from the ſaid Earl of Eſex in 
Treland, (if 1 miſtake not,) he went beyond the Seas a- 
gain, made long voyages, and was employed as Embaſla- 
dor ſeveral times by Foreign Princes. In which voyages 
his Exploits wee ſo great, that the K. of Spain taking an 
affettion to, allowed, him an yearly penſion, made him 
Admiral of the Levant Seas, and next in place to the 
Viceroy of Nap/es, Sothat his greatneſs making our King 
jealous of, he ſent for, him to return; but he refuſed to 
come, and therefore was numbred among the Tag 
Fugitives. About that time he was known by the title of 
Farl of the Sacred Empire, 25 having been created ſo, 1 ſup- 
poſe, by the Emperour of Germany, and had from his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty a Penſion of 200 Ducats yearly. Ever 
aſter, ſo long as he lived, he ſhew'd himſelf ſo zealous a 
Servant to that King, that he became a great plotter and 
projector in matters of ſtate, and undertook by Sea-ſtra- 
ragems, if you'll believe an author (a) of no great credit, 
to invade and ruine his native Country z the whole ſtory 
and paſſages of which, would make a juſt volume. He 
hath writren, :

TOHN BARNES, or Barreſims, as he writes him- 
ſelf, was deſcended from thoſe of his name in Lancaſhire, 
but whether born in that County, I know not, was edu- 
cated for a time in this Univerſity, but being always #» 
animo Catholicus, he left itand his Country, and going into 
Spain, was inſtructed in Philoſophy and Divinity by the 
txmous Doctor { Alph. Curiel, who was wont to call Barnes 
by the name of 7ohn Huſ5, becauſe of a ſpirit of contra- 
diction which was always obſerved in him. After he had 
finiſhed his courſe of Rudies, he rook upon him the habit 
of S. Benedi, with a reſolution then to live and dye in it; 
and about that time, was ſent into the Miſhon of Zng- 
land to ſtrengthen che Brethren, bur being caken and im- 

riſoned was ſent into Normandy with certain Prieſts and 
Feſuits, Soon after he was by his Superior ſent into Zo- 
rain, where he taught Divinity in the Engliſh Monaſtery 
of Benedictines called Diewward or Dieuleward, and was 
there by the fraternity, and others too, eſteemed profound 
in that great faculty, tho he cared not to make ſhew of 
it, much leſs to have any thing of his compoſition pub- 
liſhed. After he had leſt Die»leward he became a Pro- 
feſlor either of Div. or Philoſophy in Marchein college in 
Doway, twhere alſo he gained to himſelf the name of an 
eminent Divine and Philoſopher: Thence he crofled the 
Seas, and ſetled for a time in Eng/and, where he fell out 
with his Superiors for refuſing to ſubmit to the Union of 
the Spaniſh and Italian Monks into one Congregation. 
While he continned there he wrote, 

Diſſertatio contra «ASquiwvecationes, Par. 1625. of. &c. de- 
dicated to P. Urban $. at which time the author was the 
prime perſon of the Engliſh Miſſion for affifting the Spa- 
niſh Congregation. In 1627. I find him in Oo again in 
the condition of a Gentleman and a Sojournor, to the end 
that he might obtain materials from the Zedleian Libra 
towards the compoſition of a work by him then in hand, 
and about that time publiſhed a book _ the Apoſto- 
latus Benediftinorum in Anglia, publiſhed by Clem. Renner 
D. D. and Secretary to the Congregation of the Bene- 
dictines, -a». 1626, fol. Which being eſteemed a- piece 


ſavouring of too much impudence, and contradiction, if | 


not Hereſie, it was prohibited the reading by the Brethren, 
and thrown afide among unlicenſed and heretical books, 
2nd ſoon after had a reply publiſhed againſt it, which in 
ſome copies of the Apoſftolatus is put at the end, without 
a name to it, or any naming of Barnes. It muſt be now 
known that this learned perſon, being a very moderate man 
in his opinion, and deeply ſenſible by his great reading and 
obſervation of ſeveral corruptions of the Romiſh Church 
and doctrine; whictrpartly were exprefled in his diſcoutſe, 
but moſtly in a book which he wrote, called, 
Catholico-Romanus Pacificus, became for that, (tho not

JOHN DONNE; a perfon ſometimes noted for 
his Divinity, knowledge in ſeveral languages, and other 
learning, was born of good and vertuous Parents in Lon- 
don, became a Commoner of Hare hall, with his younger 
Brother Herr, in the beginning of Michaelmas-Term, as. 
1584. being then but eleven years of agez where conti- 
nuing about three years (in which time Sir Hen. otter 
had a Chamber there) he went to Cambridge, and ſpend- 
ing three more there, he was tranſplanted to Lincoln; Inn 
to obtain knowledge in the Municipal Laws, where he 
had for his Chamber fellow, for ſome time, Mr. Chrifep,

- So that the 
place- of his Nativity being yet doubtful ro me, I muſt 
tell you that when his Father became Lord Deputy of 
Jreland, he carried his Son L»cixs then a wild Youth with 
him into rhat Country, where he cauſed him to be edu- 
cated in Academical learning in 7rinity coll. near to Dwb- 
lin, and afterwards ſent him to travel under the tutelage 
and protection of a diſcreet perſon, who making a very 
great reformation in him, as to life, manners, and learning, 
Lucizs had ever after a great reſpe& and veneration for 
him. Upon his return he retired ſeveral times to Oxon to 
enlarge that learning, which he had acquird, as I fhall 
anon tell you.

Much about the time of his Fathers death, he became 
one ofthe Gent. of his Majeſty's Privy Chamber, had fre- 
quent retirements to Great Tew, and ſometimes to Oxon 
(as he had done very frequently before his Marriage) for 
tang of, and converſation with, learned and witty 
men. Among whom” were 1. Chillingworth of Trinity 
coll. fohn Earle and Hugh Creſſy of Merton coll.

Wenman, who married his Siſter; whoſe company was 
uſually frequented, when Laciws retired to his houſe at 
Burford. In 1639. he was put in Commiſſion for his Ma- 
jeſty in the expedition againſt the Scots, and upon his ſafe 
return thence, Aby. Cowleythe Prince of Poets, and a great 
admirer of him, hath an excellent (c) copy of verſes, 
wherein- are ſeveral things honourably mentioned of him 
and his learning. In the beginning of che year 1640. he

Afterwards he was 
a conſtant follower of his Majeſty, was with him at Ede- 
hill fight, and afterwards at Oxon, where he diſcharged his 
office with a great deal of prudence. ile he lived, and 
eſpecially after his death, he was eſteemed by many a Sec:-

him from being guilty of any ſach matter, and tells us 
withal, that he was the greateſt ornament to our Nation that the 
laſt age produced. Another (e) alſo, who had been inti- 
mate with him, faith, that he was the ery of this age, and 
will be the wonder of the next, that he honoured and ſerved his 
Creator in the days of his youth,—that he was not a Candidate 
of Atheiſm, &c. The truth is, all that knew the ſaid Lucims 
L. Falkland, were fully poſſeſſed with opinions to the con- 
trary,and have uſually (aid, that he wasa ſincere Chriſtian, 
that he always led a virtuous life, and deſpiſed all world- 
ly things in compariſon of neceflary divine truth, that he 
'was a lover of veracity and fincerity, and what not, for the 
accompliſhment-of a- religious man. As for his parts, 
which ſpeak him better than any Elogy, they wete in- 
comparable, and needed no (ſupplies of induſtry. - His an- 
{wers were quick and ſudden, and tho he had a great deal 
of true worth treaſured up in him, yet he had much of mo- 
deſty wicthal. So that all theſe things put together, (to 
which more might be added,) his memory ought to be 
preci eſpecially with ſuch, who have any eſteem for 
virtue, heroical fidelity to their Prince, or to incomparable 
learning.

In 1 595. or thereabouts, he 
was, made Rector of L2»ainton near to Hylesbwry in Bucking- 
hamſbire, was admitted of Div. in 1597, appointed 
one of the Tranſlators of the Bible into by King 
Fam. 1. in 1604, proceeded in Divinity the year after, 
and at length was made one of the firſt Fellows of Chel/e 
college, Ganges by Dr. Math. Stiff, about 1616. He 
was 2 perſon famous in his time for learning as well as pie- 
ty, Skill'd and vers to a criticiſm in the Latin, Greek, 
Hebrews Chaldaick; Arabick, and Athiopick tongues. 
He was a moſt vigilant Paſtor, a diligent Preacher of 
Gods word, a liberal Benefactor to the poor, a faithful

1638, He was a perſon furniſhed with all learned lan- 
puages, Arts and Sciences, eſpecially in Metaphyſicks, 
which he looked upon as a neceſſary hand-maid to Di- 
vinity. He was alſo profoundly read in the Fathers, and 
was of a wonderful and deep judgment, as it appears by 
his works that are much admired by all perſons. None 
wrote more highly concerning the attributes of God, and 

more vigorous in ſome of his works, againſt the Church 

of Rome, than he.— 7 ſpeak it in the preſence of God, ({aith 

(a) one) I have net read ſo hearty, vigorons a Champion againſt 

Rome, (amongſt our writers of his rank) ſo convincing ana ac- 
monſtrative,. as Dr. Jackſon is. 1 bleſs God for the confirmation 
which he hath given me in the Chriſtian Religion againſt the -A- 
theiſt, /ew, and Socinian; and inthe Proteſtant againſt Rome, 

&c. Ina word he was a man of a blamelefs life, ſtudious, 
humble, courteous and very charitable, devout towards 
God and exemplary in private and publick , beloved of 
Lavud Archb. of Cant. and blamed by none in any relpe%, 
but by the reſtleks Presbyterians ; the chief of whom, 41. 
Pryme, who bulily concerned himſelf in ail affairs, doth 
pive him this (5) character in the name of the Brethren.

(4) faith) who was afterwards Biſhop of Lincoly, In 
1478. Ang. 9. he was elected Biſhop of Eh, on the death 
of wil. Grey,” and about that time was made Privy Coun- 
cellour to the King. In 1484. ( 2. Rich: 3. ) he.was com- 
mitted priſoner to the Tower of London, for ſome jealouſics 
that that-King had of him, as being totally inclined to 
the Lancaſtrian family 3 and —tis-probable that-there he 
would have continued during all that Kings raign, bur the 
reverence of the man, or ednelſs of his wrongs, 
moved 1o the affe&ion of the members of this Univerſi- 
ty, that they directed tothe King ( who profeſſed much 
-feeming love to the Univerſity, as'cis elſewhere (e) told 
you ) a petitionary  ( f) Epiſtle in Latine, no leſs elo- 
quent and pithy, than circumſpe&t and wary, wherein 
| they much pleaded for his liberty. Wheteupon the K. 
being well pleaſed with it, was content to releaſe him from 
the Tower, and commit him to the cuſtody of Henry Duke 
of Buckingham; to his Caſtle at Brecknock in wales. Thence, 
afrer he had ſpent ſome time, he found liberty to ſteal to 
the Ifle of Eh,- and for a round ſum of money found a 
ſafe paſſage into France, purpoſely to joyn with the Earl 
of Richmond tO pluck down the ſaid Rich. 3. Soon after 
the aid Earl obtaining the Crown by the name of Hey, 7. 
called unto his Privy Council the ſaid 2foreto» Biſhop of 
El, -with. Rich. Fox, (_about that time B. of Exerer) both 
vigilant men and diſcreet , and ſuch as kept watch with 
the King almoſt upon all men elſe. They were both 
vers'd in his affairs before he came to the Crown, and 
were partakers of his adverſe fortune, and therefore the 
King was reſolved to promote them in the Charch 25 
high as he could. In the beginning of the year 14865. 
Archbiſhop Boxchier before mentioned died ; whereupon 
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the K. making means that the'Monks of Canterbury ſhould 
ele&t Dr. EN for his Succeſſor, the Pope did forth- 
with confirm it. So that being tranſlated to the ſaid See, 
he had teſtitution (es) made to him of the temporalities 
belonging thereunto, on the ſixth of Decewb. the ſame 
year. In 1487, he was made Lord Chancellor of Erg- 
land, in-which high office he -aRed-very beneficial-for 
the King, and in 1493. he was declared a Cardinal by 
Pope Alexand. 6. under the title of S. Anaſt alins, The 
year after he was elected Chanc, of the Univ. of Oxon, 
and became a conſiderable benefactor thereunto, parti- 
cularly to the reparation-of Canon Law School in S.E wards 
pariſh, to the finiſhing of the re-edification of S. Maries 
Church, and of the edification of the Divinity School, 
In all which places were his Arms ſet up in colours, in the 
Windows, or elſe engraven in Stone. But ſuch is the vi- 
ciſlitude of time, that nothing of Arms, or wy 0g like 
them, doth at this time remain. Thoſe that longed to 
him were 2uarterly gules and erminey a Goats head eraſed 
in the firſt and fourth quarter argent : given, or elſe taken, 
in alluſion to the Arms of the Corporation of Shomakers, 
of which Corporation the Father of this ' Archb. was, as 
'tis ſaid, a member. They were curiouſly engraven on 
Stone, at the bottom. of the Stone-pulpit in St. Marie: 
Church; as alſo the rebws of his name, an AZ.; upon a 
Tim. Which Pulpit was pulled down when the infide 
of that Church was alter'd, while Dr. Ra/ph Bathwrſt was 
Vicechancellor a. 1676. They were alſo engraven on the 
Reſpondents Pew or Seat of Stone in the Divinity School, 
which alſo were taken away when the inſide of that 


School was alterediar. 1669. to what it now is. But tho 


cheſe monuments are decayed, yet the memory of the per- 
ſon is freſh among ſome men, who have ſaid that he was 
a wiſe and eloquent man, _but_in his nature harſh and 
haughty, that he was much accepted by the King, but 
envied by the Nobility, and hated by the people. He 
won the Kings mind with fecrecy and diligence, chiefly 
becauſe he was his old ſervant in his leſs fortunes, and 
for that alſo he was in his affections not without an inve. 
eerate malice againſt the Houſe of 704, under whichhe 
had been in trouble. Wharſoever elſe was in the man, 
he deſerveth a moſt happy memory, in that he was the 
principal means of joyning the two Roſes. Ar length 
dying of great p_ about go. ) but of ſtrong healrch 
and powers, about-the latrer-end of Sepremb. in fivereen 
tundred, was buried in the Cath. Church of Cantertwy 
before the image of the 7irgin Mary, commonly called 
Our Lady of Undercroft, Over his Stone-cofhn or Sepul.- 
cher, which was but juſt depoſited in the ground, was a 
marble-ſtone laid even with the ſurface of the pavement : 
which ſtone being afterwards crack'd and broken, ſeve- 
ral parts of his body wrap'd up in divers Cear-cloathes 
weee taken away by certain rude and barbarous people. 
Art length the head being-only-in a manner remaining in 
the faid Stone-coffin, *'twas beg'd out of a pious mind 
( purpoſely to fave it ) of Dr. She/don Archb. of Canterbu- 
ry, in 1670. by that truly noble and generous -Raphe Shel- 
don of Bedley in Worceſterſhire Eſquire, whoeſteeming it as 
a choice relique, provided a leaden box to preſerve it with 
its Cear<cloathes about it, and with great devotion kept 
it to his dying day. 1684.. Afterwards that choice re. 
lique, with very many rarities which he in his life time 
had gathered together, came by vertue of his laſt Will 
into the hands of his Ulncles Daughter, named Frances 
Sheldon, ſometimes one -of the maids of honour-to-Ca- 
therine the Royal Conſort of King Charles 2. The faid 
Cardinal Aforeton did by his laſt (6) Willand Teſtament 
leave maintenance for a Prieſt to celebrate Maſs for 20. 
years ſpace in the Church of Bere in Dorſerſhire, for the 
Soul of him the ſaid Archbiſhop, and for the Souls of 
his relations and parents buried there. He alſo left main- 
renance during that time for zo poor Scholars in Oxon, and 
ten in Cambridge, I find one fohn Aforeton to be made 
Prebend of whitcharch in the Church of Wells, on the 
refignation of Robert Stillington ( afterwards B. of Bath and 
wells) in ful 1447, and Miniſter of Axbriage and Char!- 
ton Meſgreſe in the Dioc. of B. and Fells; but this 7ohn 
Moreton, who died about the month of Dec. 1463. is, in 
the regiſters belonging to the Biſh. of B. and wells, writ- 
ren Sacre Theologie Profeſſor, I find alſo another Foh.

Bexwick that 
builded Jeſus Chappe!, builded the other fide. — He heth buried 
on the north ſide of this Chappel, in a fair Tomb, with his pitt ure 
inbraſs, in his pontificial robes, and the Arms of Derbie and his 
Biſhoprick, impaled, 8c. In the See of El ſucceed Famer 
Stanly one Nicholas Weſt Dottor of both the Laws of Cam- 
bridge, who had reſtitution (g) made of the temporalities 
of thar See 6. Sept. 7. Hen. 8. dom. 1515, He was born at 
Putney 10 Surrey, educated in Grammar learning in Eaton 
School near Windſore, Choſe Scholar of Kings _ in 1477. 
Where (h) proving a fattions and turbulent per ſon ſet the whole 
College together by the Ears ahout the Prottorſhip of the Univer- 
ſity. And when he could not obtain his deſires, he- ſet fire on the 
Provoſts lodgings, ſtole away ſilver ſpoons, and ran away from 
the Colledge, But within ſhort ſpace after, he became a new 
Man, repaired to the Univerſity, 'and with general approbation 
for his excellent learning he warmade Dotter-(5.) of Divinity. 
He was well experienced in the Civil and Canon Laws, and had 
ſuch an art and faculty in openikg dark places and ſentences of the 
Scripture that none of his time could exceed him, &C. In 1510. 
he became Dean of Windfore, in the place of Dr. Thom. 
Hobbes Warden of Al. coll. deceaſed, and Regiſtrary of 
the moſt Noble Order of the Garter. Afterwards King 
Hen, 8. ſent him often Embaſſador to Foreign Princes, 
and Q. Katherine choſe him and Biſhop Filter her Adyo- 


he-j cates-in-the cauſe of divorce from K. Hes. 8. for which 


he incur'd that Kings diſpleaſure. He paid his laſt debr 
to nature on the fixth day of Apr. 15 33. Whereupon his 
buried-in the Cath. Ch. of Fhe, in the middle 
of a Chappel by him a little before erected on the Ro 
fide of the ſame Church. Soon after was a large marble 
laid over his grave, with this inſcription thereon. of 
your charytye ' pray for the Sowle of Nicholas Weſt ſometymes 
Biſhop of this See, and for all Chriſtian Sowles, _ For the whych 
prayer, he hath graunted to every perſon ſo dojing fortye days of 
pardon forever tyme that they ſhall. ſo_pray, &c.-Inthe faid 
See of £he (ſucceeded 7hom.

March 1467. took holy Orders from the hands of George 
Archb. of Tork. Soon after he was elected one of t 
Pro@tors of this Univerſity, and in 1480. was made Preſt- 
dent of Magd. coll. by the Founder thereof W.Waysfleet,and

Mayow Doctor of Decrees 
of this Univerſity, and Canon reſid. of the Cath; Ch. 
of Exeter, died in the year 1500. whoſe Executor then 
was Thom, Harrys Archdeacon of Corzwall, but what re- 
lation there was between this Rich. Mayow (who was a 
W:/tcr» man) and the Biſhop before-mentioned, I know 
not. In the ſaid See of Hereford ſucceeded Charles Bothe 
LL. D. of Cambriaze ; who, after election, received (c) 
the temporalities thereof 9. Feb. i516, By his laſt Will 
and (4) Teſtam. proved 8. Ma 15 35. he deſired to be 
buried in the Cath. Ch. of Hereford juxta hoftinm ex parte 
boreali -Feclefie, ubi conſtruxi (as he ſaith) ſepulchrum menm. 
After him fucceeded in the ſaid See Edw. Fox another 
Cantabrigian, who had the temporalities thereof reſtored 
(:) to him 4. 0. 1535. This perſon who was an eminent 
Scholar ofhis time, was born at Dureſley in Glonceſterſhire, 
educated in Eaton School near 1indfore, admitted Scholar 
of Kings coll. in Cambridge, 27. March 15 12. became Pro- | 
voſt of it 27. Decemb. 1528. and afterwards the Kings 
Almoner, one of his Privy Council, and a great promoter 
of the Kings divorce fromQ, Katharine, particularly in the 
Univerſity of Cambridge, w he, and Dr.Steph. Gardiner 
procured, with much difficulty and earneſt engaging of 
themſelves, the teſtimony of the Members of the (aid 
Univerlity for the Kings divorce before-mentioned, 4. 
1539, In Sept. 1531. he was inſtalled Archdeacon of 
Leyceſter upon the reſignation of Dr. Steph. Gardiner, and 
in Nov. 1533. he was made Archdeacon of Dorſer on the 
death of Will. Benner. About which time, or rather be-

his Cemmentary on tFe Evangeliſts to him. He, the ſaid Fox, 
wrote a book, De vera differentia regie poteſt atis & Eccleſiaſti- 
ce, & que ſit ipla veritas, ac virtus utrinſque. Lond. 15 34. 
38. for which and other learned labors, as his Annera- 
tions on Mantyan, he is celebrated, and numbred among 
the learned men, by (f) 7oh. Leland. There is alfo extant 
a ſhort oration of his in the ſtory of the Lord T7heo- 
mas Cromwell, which you may ſee in the Afts and Mon, of 
of the Church, and other matters elſewhere. By his laſt (p) 
Will and Teſt. made the 8. May 1538. and proved 20. 
March following, it appears that he bequeathed his body 
to be buried in the Church of S. Mary Hault in London, 
now called S. Mary Mounthaw, (de monte alto) the Patronage 
of which belongs to the Biſhop of Hereford. After him 
ſucceeded 7ohn Skyppe D. D. ſometimes of Gorvil! coll. in 
Cambridge, who, after his election to the See of Hereford, 
had the Kings (hb) conſent to it, 7. Nov. 1539. He died 
in his houſe at Mount-hault in London 1n the latter. end of 
the year (after or on the 18. March) 1551. Wherenpon 
his body was buried near to that of his Predeceſlor Edward 
Fox before-mentioned. 


JOHN HATTON, a 7k/ire man dorn, as it 
ſeems, and among the Oxoniens for a time educated, be- 
came well beneficed in that County, and at _ Suffra- 
gan Biſhop to the Archbiſhop of 7ork under the title of 
Nigrepont 3 which' is, as I {uppoſe, near to the Archipelago. 
In the year 1503. he was made Prebendary of Gevendale 
in the Church of Terk, and in the year following Preb. 
of Ulterkelf in the fame Church. But the ſaid promotions 
being not ſufficient to keep up the Port of a Biſhop, he 
was made Archdeacon of Norringham in the place of Tho. 
Croſley deceaſed, in the beginning of Sept, 1506, He de- 
parted this mortal life on the 25. Apr. in fifteen hundred 
and ſixteen, and was buried in the north Ifle joyning to 
the Choire of the Cathedral Church at 7ork. In his Arch- 
deaconry ſucceeded i/tiam Fell D. D. and in his Preben- 
dary of Uleckelf Brian Hygden LL. D. 


MILES SALLEY, or ar þ5 og am wa Monk 
of Abendon Abbey, Almoner () thereof, 1498. Ab- 
bat of the Monaſtery of Ein/ham near to, and in the 
County of, Oxford, was promoted to the rich Biſhoprick 
of Landaff in Nov. 1504. and in the year following did 
(k) beſtow conſiderable exhibitions on certain poor Scho- 
lars of Oxford, in which Univerſity, (in Glowcefter coil. I 
think) he had received his Academical education. He 
departed this mortal life in the month of Sepremb. in fifteen 
hundred and fixteen, (at which time he bequeathed many 
good things to Einſham Abbey) whereupon his heart and 
bowels were buried before the Image of S. Theodorick at 
the high Altar in che Church of Mathern in /Monmonthſhire, 
(at which place the B. of Landaff hath a Pallace) and his 
body carried to Briffow, where it was with great ſolem- 
nity buried on the north ſide of our Ladies Chappel before 
the Image of S. Andrew, ſituate and being within the col- 
lege of Gawnrs, (which Leland in his 1rinerary ſtiles the 
Garter aliat the Bonhomes,) founded- originally by Hen. de 
Gannt-a Prieſt. After him ſucceeded in the See of Lar- 
daff George Athequa 4 ies of Spain, who by the name 
of Georgins de Attien, had the (/) temporalities thereof given 
ro him 23. Apr. 9. Hen. $. dom. 1517. and after him tol- 
lowed 2 Cambridge Doctor named Rob. Halgare or Holgate 
of Helmeſworth in; Yorkſhire, Maſter of the Order of Sem- 
pryygham, and Prior of Warrmm, who, after election to that 
See, had (a) the Kings conſent 29. arch 28.

JAMES Mac-MAHON, who ſtudied for ſome time

THOMAS RUTHALL;, or Rowthal!, was boin 
in a Market Town in Gloncefterſbire called Cirenceſter, in 
the Church of which-place 1 ſaw ſome-years {ince a mo- 
nument for one 7ohn Avenyno and his Wife: Which 7b» 
dying 1401. might probably be (according to time) Grand- 
father to Avenyg, (whom ſome call Avelyg) Mother 
0-7. Ruthall before-mentioned. He was educated for 
ſome years in this Univerſity, as it evidently appears in one

No Prelate in- 
deed, eſpecially in this Nation, had ever fo many and 
large , but withal none ever imployed them more gene- 
_— ſo that his vaſt revenues wete | hardly propor- 
tionable to his great and extraordinary deſigns. His parts 
were prodigious, and it muſt be owned, that he wanted 
not a ſenſe of his own ſufficiency z and therefore his de- 
meanor and management of himſelf was ſuch, as was 
more fitted with thegreatneſs of his mind, and his fortune, 
than to the meanneſs of his birth. Many Hiſtorians of that 
time, whether out of envy of his order, or contempt of 
his birth, or hatred of his Religion, have not been very 
favourable to his fame; and the traditionary reporters 
fince, who have pretended to an exat account of his 
aRions, have, upon too _ enquiries, and with too great 
confidence, tranſcribed the former narratives. So that 
we yer want an exa& and faithful Hiſtory of the greateſt, 
moſt noble, and moſt difintere(s'd Clergy-man of that age. 
His publick imployments gave him little leiſure for t 
publication of any works of learning z and, if any were 
publiſhed, they are dead with him, except perhaps thoſe 
which I have ſeen, which are the Epiſtle and directions 
for teaching the eight Claſſer in Ieſmich School, ſet before 
the Grammar, of #.

ſaid houſe. Afterwards he took the degrees in Arts, was 
made Fellow thereof, took holy Orders, and became a 
noted Preacher, not only in the Univerſity, but alſo in 
other publick places in the Kingdom. Whereupon his 
ame being ſpred abroad, he was ſent for to the Courr, 
and made chaplain to Q, Anne about 15 34. by whoſe fa- 
vour and endeavours he was ſoon after made Dein of 
Stoke near to Clare in Swfo/k,, and ſome time after Pre.

29. Eliz.ab. came to the Crown Dr. Parker, tho a married 
man-(for his Wife died not till 17. of Auguſt 1570.) was 
nominated to the See of Canterbury, after ſeveral perſons 
had refuſed it z whereupon being conſecrated thereunto in 
the Archb. chappel at Lambeth 17, of Dec. 1559. (after a 
*rmon, invocation of the Holy Ghoſt, and celebration 
of the Euchariſt had been performed) by the laying on of 
the hands ofthree Biſhops, viz. Will. Barlow B. of B. and 
Welts, foh.- Scorey of Chicheſter, and Miles Coverdale of Exe- 
ter, (aſſiſted alſo by 7oh. Hodgeckyn Suffragan m_y of 
Bedford;) (ate there with great honour to the time of his 
death. He was a religious and a learned man, and of 
modeſt manners and behaviour. He was well read in 
Engliſh Diſtory, and a diligent and curious colle&or of an- 
tient MSS. that had been fcatter'd at the diflolution of 
Monaſteries, which he gave to the coll. wherein he had 
been educated. He is alfo reported to have been a per- 
ſon of great charity, a noted benefactor to the publick, 
and an eminent ornament to the places which gave him 
birth and education. The chief book which he wrote 
and publiſhed (affiſted therein, as 'tis aid, by his ſervanc 
or chaplain 7ob. foſline) was that intit.

It was tranſlated by a thro-paced 
Separatiſt, with very vile notes added in the margin, en- 
ja wy thereby to bring an edi» on the Archbilhop, 
and make him ridiculous for erecting his monument while 
he lived. Art length paying his laſt debt tonature on the 
17. of May i575. was buried in the 
was conſecrated ; ſituate and being within his Pallace at 
Lambeth in Swrrey. It muſt be now known that in the 
times of uſurpation, when the Biſhops were put down 
and their lands ſold, the ſaid Pallace was inhabited by 
ſeveral Lay-perſons, of whom Tho.

2 Student in this Univerſity about the year 1515. took 
the degrees in the Civ. and Can. Law, that of Doctor 
being compleated in an Af celebrated 17.71.1525. and 
ſoon after he became Sem of an ancient Hoſtle for 
Civilians (wherein probably he had been educated) called 
S. Edwards hall, near to the Cano Law Schools, fituated 
ſometimes in the Pariſh of S. Edward, and near to the 
Church thereof. Afterwards he being eſteemed a moſt 
2dmirable Civilian and Canoniſt, he was for feveral years 
the conſtant Moderator of all thoſe that performed exer- 
ciſe for their degrees in the Civil Lav, in the School or 
Schools pertaining to that Ugg £ ſituated alſo in the 
ſame Pariſh. Which Schools, Hall, and Church, have 
been time out of mind gon to ruine, and the ruines them- 
ſelves ruined.

OWEN OGELTHORD, the third natural Son 
of Owen Ogelthorp of Newton-Kime in Yorkſhire, Son of 7ohn 
Ogelthorp of Ogelthorp in the ſaid County, was born at New- 
ron-Kyme before-mentioned near to Tadcaſter, admitted 
Fellow of Mag4.coll. about 1526. and in 29. he proceeded 
in Arts, being about that time in holy Orders. In 1533. 
he was Proctor of the Univerſity, and on the 21. of Feb. 

5. he waselected Preſident of his coll. having a few days 
bafore taken the degrees in Divinity. About that time 
he was conſtituted one of the Canons of the coll. at Oxon 
founded by K. He», 8. on that of Cardinal Welſzy; in the 
year 1540 he was made Canon of W:naſore in the place of 
wWik, Tate LL. D. deceaſed, and in 15.44. he was preſented 
to the Church of S. 0!ave in Sourhwark, In1551: he did 
undergo with great honor the Vicechancellourſhip of this 
Univerſity, and in 1553. OZ. 31. he being then Rector 
of Newton and Haſeley in the Dioc. of Oxon, waseleted 
again Preſident of the ſaid coll. (having reſigned that 
place about an year before to make room for Dr. wal:. 
Haddm) and in the ſame year he was made Dean gf 1ind- 
ſere. In 1554: he (0) was conſtituted Regi of the 
moſt Noble Order of the Garter, to execute it by him- 
ſelf, or a ſufficient deputy, with the fee of 50 1.-per av. 
allowed him for it. Which office he kept, while he was 
Biſhop of Cari/e, during the time that Dr. Hugh Weſton 
his Succeſſor was Dean of windſore, About the month 
of Apr. 1556. he was conſecrated Biſhop of Carlile, and 
in the latter end of 1558. when Heath Archb. of York, 
and all the reſt of the Biſhops refuſed to Crown Q. Eliza:

all the days of his life, which were for that ſpecial cauſe, both 
ſhort and weariſome afterwards unto hm; Thus Dr. Will. Allen 
in his Anſwer ( p) to the Libel, intit. The execution £ juſtice 
in England. The ſaid Dr: Ogetthory was deprived” of his 
Biſhoprick about 24id/omer in the year 1559. and about 
the beginning of the next year died ſuddenly of an Apo- 
plexy; otherwiſe, had he lived, 'tis thought the Queen 
would have been favourable to him. He founded at 
Tadcaſter before-mention'd a Free-School and Hoſpital 
dedicated to our Saviour Je/# Chriſt, called, The School and 
Hoſpital of our Lord and Saviour Feſus Chriſt of Tadcafter.

About the year 1520. he became 
2 Student in this Univerſity, particularly, as it ſeems, in 
Allfouls college, where one, or more, of his name and kin- 
dred had ſtudied before his time.

promoted to the Biſhoprick of S. A/apb3 to which See be- 
ingelected, he had reſtitution made (a) of the temporaliries 
beaten therennto 22. January 1555. after he pro- 
cured the Pope to renew the indulgences granted to ſuch 
that went in Pilgrimage to S. Wizefride well, commonly 
called Hahwell in Flintſhire. The original of which place, 
with an account of many miracles performed there, is 
largely ſet down by Robert a Monk of the Order of 'S. Bene 
dif, afterwards Prior of the Congregation of Cluniaks 
at Shrewsbury, in a book intitled, Vita mirabilis S. Winefride 
Virgins, Martyrs & Abbatiſſe. 1ib. 2. written by him a- 
bout the year 1140. (s. Reg Steph.) and dedicated to G»a- 
rinw Prior of Worceſter, the author being then Prior of 
Shrewsbyry before-mentioned. So that how it corhes to 
paſs that Silv:-Giraldus-who lived afterwards-in K. fohns 
time, did not make any mention of the ſaid Well in his 
Ttinerariam Cambrie, which Camden doth take (6) notice 
of, I know not. After Q. Elizabeth came to the Crown 
Biſhop Goldwell conveyed himſelf away beyond the Seas, 
was preſent at the Council of Trent under Þ. Pima 4. an. 
1562. and afterwards going to Rome lived very pontificially 
among the Theatines, was polo by the Pope to bap- 
tize Jews there, and to confer orders on all ſuch Englith 
men that fled their Country for Religion's ſake, which he 
did there and in ſeveral places elſewhere in other Countries 
to the time of his death.

Thus he was rubd, as 
he rub'd others, till they were all gall'd ſometimes, 
and the B. was ſo weary of the place, that he would glad- 
ly have removed to Ely, and made great ſuit, and was 
put in ſome hope, for it. He was diligent in Preachin 
at his cure where he was firſt beneficed, and when his 
auditory L Pa dull and unattentive, he would with ſome 
pretty and unexpected conceit, move them to attention. 
Among thereſt was this : He read a long text in Hebrew, 
whereupon all ſeemed to liſten what would come after 
ſuch ſtrange words, as if they hadtaken it for ſome conju- 
ration : then he ſhewed their folly, that when he ſpake 
Engliſh, whereby they might be inſtructed and edified 
neglected and hearkned notto itz and now to r 

w, which they underſtood no word of, t 


ſeem'd careful and attentive. When there was Wa 


rumours of wars and invaſions, then he was 
commonly choſen to Preach in the Court, and he would 
do it in fo cheerful a faſhion, as not only ſhewed he had 
courage, but would put courage into others.

Sure it is, 
that being a Stwdenr of Ch. Ch. ſoon after his firſt coming, 
he did, as a member of that houſe, take the degree of 
Bach. of Arts in 1563. and three years after, thatof maſter, 
and holy orders; at which time he was much reſpected 
for his great learning, eloquence, ,{weet converſation, 
friendly dilpoſition, and for the (ſhawpne(s of his wit. In 
1569. he was unanimouſly elected the publick-Orator of 
the Univerſity, which office he executed with great ap- 
plauſe, and with ,no little honour to the Univerſity. In 
I 570, he was made Canon of Ch.Ch. and on the 28. Nov, 
the ſame year, he was admitted Archdeaconoft-Bathe.-In 
I572. May 15. he became Prebendary of Teynton Regis with 
Tatmeton in the Church of Salizbury, and in 7uly the ſame 
year, he was ele&ed Preſident of S. 7ohns coll.

in Eſſex, Chaplain to K. Fa». 1. Archdeacon and Dean of 
Hereford ; which laſt dignity he changed with 0!/. Llyd 
LL. D. for a Prebend(hip of #ind/ore, in 1617. and being 
about that time made Fellow of Eaton coll. which he kept 
with ind/ve by 2 diſpenſation, did learnedly read for 8 
years together the Theological LeQture in the chappel at 
Wirdfore. Aﬀeerwards he was made Reftor of Petworth in 
Suſſ-x, beſtowed much money in the repairing of the Par- 
ſonage houſe there, as he did afterwards on the Biſhops 
houle at Aldingbourne, At length his Majeſty being minded 
to tranſlate him to Norwych was elected thereunto by the 
Dean and Chapter 4: of May 1638. whete fitting to the 
time of his death (which hapned in Apr. 1 641. leaving then 
behind him a Son named Richard) was buried in the Choire 
of the Cath.

Among which, 
was his building a new Chappel in Pembroke hall before 
mentioned z which being beautified with ſplendid and 
decorous Furniture, and amply endowed with an annual 
revenue, was, upon the Feaſt of S. Mathew, (11. Sept.) in 
1665 ſolemnly conſecrated and dedicated by himſelf in 
perſon, and by his Epiſcopal authority, to the honour of 
Almighty God. A noble and laſting Monument of the 
rare piety and munificence of that great and wiſe Prelate, 
and in every point accorded to his character 3 which was 
then ſo well known, that the ſole nomination of the Foun- 
der was a ſufficient account of the elegance and magnifi- 
cence of the foundation. Before gevening ſervice, the 
exterior or outer Chappel, and the Cloyſter leading.to it, 
(a new Fabrick of Sir Robert Hitchams foundation) were by 
his LP alſo conſecrated, for places of Sepulture to 
the noſe of the Society, together with a cell or vault at 
the eaſt end of the chappel under the Altar, for a dormi- 
tory for his Lordſhip, He'paid his laſt debt to nature in 
Ely Howſe in Holbourn near London on Wedneſday 24 of Apr.

This pur the Father into fo grear an Agony, that he became 
almoſt franrick, as the ſame Author tells us ; who adds, that he 
ever after wandred about, had no ferled place, rhat he became 
blind, had a Boy to lead him abour, lo't his Ecclefattical Prefer- 
ments, and dicd poor ; with other the like fabulous Tales, which 
are commented upon forſooth by a certain Rofacrucian, as if they 
were as true as Goſpel. I find rhis Perſon WI. Byrd to have ex- 
pended much money in finiſhing his Church at Bathe, which is 
now the great Church there, dedicated ro S. Peter and S. Paul. 
bur before he could finiſh ir, he gave way to Fate ; which hap- 
ning on the 22. of May 1525. John Holway of the fame Order 
was elected Prior on the firſt of Fuly the fame year, and was Prior 
thereof at the difſolntion or ſuppretſion of Abbcys. and not H/.-Byrd 
as ſeveral (n ) Authors report. Towards the upper end of the 
Choir of the ſaid Church dedicated to S. Peter and Paul, was, 
by the Appoinrmenr of this Perſon, erected, berween rwo of the 
South Pillars, a neat tabernacular Edifice, which, I preſume, he 
mended-ro be the-Seat-of the-Prior ar-Drvine Service. "His Arms

In 1592 he 
was made a Knight, and abour the ſame time one of the Privy 
Council ro her Majeſty, being then a perſon molt eminently per- 
ſpicuous for his Learning, Piety, Integriry, Goodnels, and Gra- 
vity. He died at Pyrford in Surrey ( where he had an Eſtate ) in 
the latter end of Feb, or beginning of March, an. 1595, whereupon 
his Body was buried in the middle of rhe Chancel behind the high 
Altar of 'S. Pauls Cathedral. Over his Grave was, foon afrer, laid

ings and prints, viz. in his Comment 01 Jonah and his book De Frae, 
one of them named Lawrence Chadderton had a conteſt with him, 
Their obje&tions were (1) That in his readings upon Jonah, he 
taught the Popiſh Do&trine of the cooperation of faith and works 
to juſtification; which, tho in terms a little changed,” yer the Do- 
Etrine was one and the ſame 1n effect. (2) That he laboured to make 
Men believe that the reformed Churches Doctrine, was not fo dif- 
ering from Popiſh Do&rine, but that by diſtindions they might be 
reconciled, and therefore concluded that both profeſſions might be 
eolerated.

Beſides allo, as they obferved, that after many years, wherein he 
had ſundry ways hutt the ſincerity of the Dodtine, he brought the 
Popiſh Schoolmen into credit, and diminiſhed the honour of the 
learned Writers of that age. Since whichrtime the coutſe of tu- 
dies in Divinity, and the manner of ay wy hath been much 
© Changed in that Univerſity by ſome, who have followed that vain, 
and left the ſtudy of ſound Writers (as they ſtile them) and apply 
themſelves to the reading, as they farther add, of popiſh, barbarous, 
and fantaſtical Schoolmen, delighted with their curiow queſtions and 
quiddities , whereby they draw all points of Chriſtian faith unto 
doubts, being the high-way not only to Popery but to Atheiſme, &c. 
For theſe, I ſay, and ſuch like matters, he was, by the zealous 
travel of ſome of the Brethren in the ſaid Univerſity, removed from 
his place of Margarct Profeſſor, about the year 1596, not without 
the conſent of Dr. Mbirgift ( a) Archb. of Canterbury. Far fo it 
was, and they could nor be beaten out of it, that ns. | 
that as a certain Spiniard named Ant.

At length hearing of a famous Mufician belonging to a certain 
Cathedral, (at St. Omer as I have heard) he applied himſelf as a 
Novice to him to learn ſomething of his faculty, and to ſee and 
admire his works. This Muſician, after ſome diſcourſe had paſſed 
between them, conducted Bull to a Veftry, or Muſick School joyn= 
ing to the Cathedral, and ſhew'd to him a Leſſon or Song of forty 
arts, and then made a vaunting challenge to any Perjon-in the 
world to add one more part to them, ſuppoſing it to be ſo compleat 
and full, that it was impoſſible for any mortal Man to correct, or 
add to, it. Bull thereupon defirmyg the uſe of Ink and rul'd paper, 
(ſuch as we call Muſical Paper) prayed the Mufician to lock him 
up in the ſaid School for 2 or 3 hours. Which being done, not 
without great diſdain by the Muſician, Bull in that time, or leſs, 
added forty more parts to the ſaid Leſſon or Song. _The Muſician 
t being called in, he view'd it, tried it, and 1etri'd it. At 
length he burſt out into a great extaſie, and ſwore by the great God 
that he that added thoſe 40 parts, muſt either be the Devi! or Dy. Bull 
&c. Whereupon Bull making hi known,the Muſician fell down 
and ador'd im. Afterwards continuing there and in thoſe parts 
for a time, became ſo much admir'd, that he was courted to accept 
of any place or preferment ſuitable to his profeſſion, either within 
the Dominions of the Emperour, King of France, or Spam. But 
the tidings of theſe tranſaQtions coming to the Engliſþ Court, 
Qu. Blizaberh commanded him home. Ste more of him under the

1636, and at length became Preſident of the Col/. of Phyſicians in 
Lond:n and one of the prime Phyſicians of the Nation, He died 
at Burwel! neat Lowrh 1n Lincrinſhrre, about 1657 - aged-92, and 
was there, I ſuppoſe, buried. Nearly related to him, or at leaſt 
of the ſame Family, were Edi. Liſter Do&tor of Phyſ. a Native of 
Wakefield in Torksbire, who died at London, (where he had pra- 
Ctiſed many years) 27, Mar. 1620, and Fof. Liſter his Brother Doct. 
of Phyſick of the City of Tirk. Martin Liſter alſo of the Royal So» 
ciety, who had the Degree of Dott. of Phyl. conterc'd upon him by 
the-members of this Univerſity, an. 183 1s his great Nephew, and 
when a youth-was bred up under hm.

It muſt be now known that an Alexan- 
drian Copy of the whole Bible in a Greek MS. was fent by Cyril 
Patriarch of Conſt antinop'e t9 K. Ch. 1. about 1628, containing the 
Septuagint tranſlatÞþn of the Old Teſtament, and the Greek text of 
the New,together with St. Clements two Epiltles to the Corinthians,

Tong did promiſe 
to publiſh, with notes added thereto, and accordingly had compa- 
red the ſaid copy with the others above named to the 1 5.Chapt. of 
Numbers, and no farther, if Dr. Br. }/altm faith (d) right. The 
effect of this undertaking being much expefted, and deſired by learn- 
ed Men, _—_— beyond the Seas, certain Brethren of the Preſ- 
byterian perſwafion were very zealous with the Aſſembly of Divines 
at Yeſtminſter, to have the buſineſs encouraged. Whetreupon, in 
the latter end of the year 1645, they ſent to the houſe of Mr. Pat. 
Young to deſire him to go forward with the work, and an ordinance 
was read for printing and publiſhing of the ſaid Te#ament of the 
Septiagint tranſlation.

He died in 1626 and was buried at M/al- 
den. The other (Ro. Cecil!) who was Sen of W:itl.. Lord Burleigh

Theſe two who were eminent and leatned Phyſicians, were then 
aCtually created Dottors of Phyſick, becauſe they were deſigned by 
the Delegates, appointed by Convocation, to be Opponentsin the 
diſputations to be had before the King at his entertainment by the 
Muſes in the latter end of the ſaid month of Aug. 

John Gourden (Gordonius) of Balliol Coll. was created D. of D. 
the ſame day, (Aug. 13.) becauſe he was to diſpute before the King 
his kinſman. --- After his diſputation was ended he had his Degree 
compleated by the Kings Profeſſor of Divinity, purpoſely (not that 
there was a neceſlity of it) to ſhew unto His Majeſty the form of 
that Ceremony. This noble Perſon was born in Scoeland of the 
houſe of Huntley, was inſtrutted in his youth in the Schook and 
Colleges, as well in Scotland as in France, in hberal Arts and Sci- 
ences, and in the knowledge of the Greek and Hebrew es 
and other Orientals. Afterwards he was Gentleman of three Kings 
Chambers in France, viz. Charles 9. Hen. 3. and 4, and whik 


was in the flower of his age, he was there affailed with many cor-| ſs; 


ruptions, as well ſpiritual as temporal, and in many dangers of his 
lite; which God did miraculouſly deliver him from. At 
K. Fames the firſt of England did call him into England, and to the 
holy Miniſtry, he being then 58 years of age, and upon the promo- 
tion of Dr. John Br#dges to the See of Oxon in the latter end of 1603 
he made him Dean of Salisbury in Febr. 1604. He hath written

From the 
experiences allo of the {a1d Sir Theod. Mayerne, and from thole of 
Dr. Chamberlain: and others, was written a book entit. The compleat 
Midwife's prattice, 8c, printed ſeveral times in oft. Before he 
came into England he wrot Apologia, &c. Rupel. 1603. of. and 
perhaps other things. He paid his laſt debt to nature in the begin- 
—_— the year (about 26. March) 1655, and was buried 3o. of 
the ſame month in the Chancel of the Church of St. Marcin in the 
Fields near to London, by the bodies of his mother, firſt Wife, and 
five of his Children ; ar which time, Thom. Hodges a Presbyterian 
Divine and Miniſter of K-»fington in Middleſex, preached his func- 
ral Sermon ; in the concluſion of which, he -ſpoke-much- in praiſs 
of Sir Theodore, who left behind him a Widow named Iſabella, and 
a nch Daughter called Adriana de Mayerne Baroneſs of Aubon, af- 
terwards married to a French Marquels of lion. Over his 
_ was ſoon after a fair Monument put, with a flouriſhing, and 
igh flown Epitaph thereon, which for brevity fake I ſhall now paſs 
by, and only tell you, that Quercitan and ſeveral famous Men of 


France and Germany did make honorable mention of him neat 60

16. he was releaſed from the 
"Tower, and became the Idol for a mime of both Houles, (having 
fince tus fall cloſed with the- Puritan) and who then ſhould be in 
daily conference with him bur Edward Bag ſhaw a Parliament "man 
for Southwark, and afterwards ll. Pryune, rwo zealous and bj- 
poet Puritans; whoſe Counſels were chiefly to pull down L gud 
chbiuhop of Canterbury, Wentworth Earl of Strafford, Heylyn of 
Weſtminſter, and other Royalitts. On the 12 Fen. following, he 
prong before the King, and pleaſed the Puriran very much, as 
ing zealous for the Sabbath, and againſt the Book for Sports ; 
yer towards the conclufion ſaid that th2 diſcipline of Geneva, and 
Cornaries Diet, were fit for none but Beggars and Tradeſmen. After- 
wards, it was oblerved by many, that he declined dayly in the 
peop favour, who took bin then nor to be gh ood pdt na 
id before. In 1641 he was by his Maj. favour, purpoſely to pleate 
the Pyriran then dominanr, tranſlated from Lincoln ro Tork, and 
loon afrer was in the head of the Biſhops when they made their 
Proteſtation againſt the Houſe of Lords in behalf of themſelves ; 
for which being impriſon'd in the Tower again, continued there 
eighteen weeks. Ar length being with SD ado releaſed, he re- 
ured to the King at Oxon, where he provided himlelt with a Com- 
mifljon, and In{tryctians what ro do when he went farther. Afrer- 
wards he went into his own Countty, repaired his Caſtle at Aber- 
conway, fortified ir, and {pared nor any colt or labour ro make ir 
reneable for his Majeftics Service. But then his Majeſty and privy 
Council ſuſpeCting thar he would nor be faithful ro him, they pur 
a Commander therein, and in a manner thruit the Archb. our. 
Whereupon raking theſe matters in high diſdain, he retired r0 
his houle at Pentrm or Penryn, not far trom Aberconwy, which he 
fortitied ; and having gained the favour of the Parliamenr,. put a 
Garriſon therein, and declared tor them. Afterwards obraining 
{ome Forces from one Mztron a Parliamentarian Colonel 1n thote 
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ot Buckingham, was made a privy Counſgllor to his Majeny, and 
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Parts, went forthwith and ſer upon Aberconway Caſtle, rook it and 
kept it to his dying day in his own poſſeſion, This was in the 
fatter end of 1645, at Which time the Kings Cauſe did daily de- 
cline, as the Archbiſhop did in the minds of the Royalifts, who, for 
theſe his Actions, ſpared nor to ſtile him 4 perfidzows Prelate, the 
ſhame of the Clergy, and the Apeſare Archbiſhop of Tork,, whereas 
while he was'in his greatnels, he was characterized to be a perſon 


of a generous.mind, a lover and encourager of learning and learn- 


ed men (he himſelf being very learned) hoſpitable, and a great Be- | 


nefactor to the publick, yer always high and proud, and {ome- 
times infolent, and to have pharilaical Leaven in him. His works 
are (1) A ſermon of apparel before the King and Pr. at Theobalds, 
22 Feb: 1619, on Math.

the Urchin ahd Hocu poris. Fot which being called into queſtion 
in the Star-chambey, and found guilty, he loſt his Spiritualities, was 
fined 5000 1. and ſentericed t6 have his ears tack'd to the Pillory in 
the preſence of his Scholars. Which laſt ſentence he avoided b 
a ſeaſonable ddr rh himſelf from Weſtminſter, an. 1638. At- 
rerwards he was reſtored by the Leng Parliament, and ſuffered fot 
a time to keep his Prebendſhip, when all the reſt of the Prebenda- 
ries were turn'd out. But then ſeeing what mad courſes the mem- 
bers of the ſaid Parliament took, favoured His Majeſties cauſe, and 
in ſome meaſure ſuffered for ity lived retiredly during the interval, 
and dying in the beginning of Oob.

I find it reported by a cer- 
tain Avia (*) that one Maſter Silo (whom Mr. Odo de Ceriton or 
Serytm, who lived in 
Univerfity of Pars and 
with whom he was very Familiar: Which Scholar being excellent 
1n the art of Sophiſtry, Tpared not all occaſions, whether on feſtival, 
or other, days, to ſtudy and improve it. This Sophiſter being very 
ſick, and almoſt brought to deaths door, Mr. Silo earneſtly deſired 
him, that after his death, he would return to, and give, him in- 
formation concernigg his ſlate, and how it fared with him. The 
Sophiſter dying, he returned foon after with his hood ſtuff'd with 
notes of Sophiſtty, and the inſide Joyned with flaming fire, -and 
to!d him, that that was the reward which he had beſtowed upon 
him for the renown that he had before obtained for his Sophiſtry. 
But Mr. $110 eſteeming it a {mall puniſhment, he ſtretched out his 
hand towards:him, on which a drop or ſpark of fire falling, 'twas 
pierced through with terrible pain. This paſſage the Defun&t or 
Ghoſt beholding, told him with a faint voice, that he need not be 
amazed at that ſmall matter, for he was burning in that manner all 
over. Isit ſo? ſaith Silo ; then in very truth I know what I have 
ro do, Whereupon reſolving to leave the World, and 'enter him- 
felf into Religion, called his Scholars about him, and took his leave 
of, and diſmiſs'd, them with theſe metres.

As for Rich. Browne who was Fellow of Mere. Coll. he was af- 
rerwards a T raveller and Doctor of the Laws, bur of what Uni- 
verfiry 1-cannot-yer- tell. After his return, he-became-one-of -the 
Gentlemen of the privy Chamber to K. Ch. x. and Clerk of the 
Council. -In 1640 he was employed by his Majeſty to go to Henry 
Frederick Prince of Aurange or Orange, abour the marriage of the 
Princeis Mary to the Prince his Son ; as alſo to the Queen of Bobe- 
mia and the Prince EleQtor, ai. 1641; to hinder that Prince his 
coming over into England at the then jund&bare of affairs, with pro- 
miſe ro take into his confiderarion the concern of the Palatinare 
and other marters of ſtate.

In the time 
of the rebellion he alſo ated much for his Maſter in ſeveral 
Countries beyond the Seas, and did him preat Service, but when 
he ſaw the Engliſh Church ruin'd and Monarchy declining, he 
changed his Religion for that of Rome, and was thereupon taken 
into the ſociety of the Oratorians at Paris, an order very famous 
there, tho but little known among us. The brethren whereof 
having liberty to improve their particular eſtates (for things are 
not common among them, as with other orders) he grew rich 
upon the ſtock which he had formerly gathered together by his 
endeavours, whereby he was in capacity ſometimes to do cour- 
teſies for his exil'd Countrymen. Abrah. Cowley the Prince of 
Poets, was, while at Paris, preferr'd and plac'd by him (tho 
the ſtory is perverted) in the Family of the ſaid noble Henry, 
then Lord Fermyn : Through whole heroical bounty he was at- 
terwards deſign'd to the Maſterſhip of the Savoy, but by certain 
enemies to the Muſes, was depriv'd of it.

-verſity. --- This Mr. Cleave/and, who was the Vicars Son of a 
Market-town called Hinkley in Leiceſterſhire, was born there, 
and in the ſame-rown received his Grammatical education under 
one Mr. Rich. Vines a zealous Puritan 3 where obtaining 2 perfe- 
Etion in Lat. and Greek learning was ſent to Chriſts Coll. in Cam- 
bridge ; and in ſhort time proving an exquiſirE Orator and pure 


Latiniſt, was preferr'd to a Fellowſhip of St. Johns Coll. in 'the. 


(aid Univerſity ; and as the delight and ornament of that houſe 
he continued there, about nine years, and from his Ocatory be- 
came an eminent Poet. At length upon the eruption of the C1- 
vil War, he was the firſt Champior, that appear'd in verſe for the 
Kings caule againſt the Presbyterians ; for which, and his ſignal 
Loyalty, he was ejefted thence. Whereupon retiring to Oxon 
the Kings head quarter, hved there for a time, and was much 
venerated and reſpeCted not only by the great Men of the Court, 
but by the then Wits remaining among the affrighted and diſtreſ- 
ſed mules, for his high Panegericks and ſmarr Satyrs. From 
Oxon he went to Newark upon Trent, where he was ſo highly va- 
lued by all, eſpecially by the then moſt loyal and generous Sir 
Rich. Willis Baronet the Governqur-of that Garifon-for his Ma- 
jeſty, that he was made Judge Adyjgcate and” continued there till 
the ſurrender thereof for the uſE&rof the Parliament, ſhewin 

himſelf a prudent Judge tor the King and a faithful Advocate 
for the Country. Afterwards being impriſon'd at Yarmouth, 
where he continued ina lingring condition, and with little hopes 
of relief, drew up an Addreſs to Oliver Cromwell written in ſuch 
rowring language and ſo much gallant reaſon, that upon his per 
ulal of, he was lo much melted down with,it, that he forthwith 
ordered his releaſe. Afterwards he retired to Londm,where find- 
ing a generous Mec.eng {etled in Greys Inn in Holbowrne and be- 
came much admired, if not adored, by all generous loyaliſts and 
ingenious Mcn.

rand rebellion broke out Chancellour of Landaff. Afterwards 
uffering much for his Majeſties Cauſe, was after the reſtauration 
of K.Ch. z. made one-of the Grooms of his' Bedchamber,-in 
Decemb. 1661. and in May 1667, he, with Denzill Lord Holler, 
went Embaſſadors extraordinary from his Majelty of Greae Bri- 
tame to Breda to conſummate a certain Treaty there. In Sep. 
1671, he went Embaſſador to Sweeden (having been an Envoy 
extraordinary there, in 1664) at which time he pave his helping 
hand to the breaking of the Triple-league,and on the 3.7uly 1672. 
he was {worn Principal Secretary of State, in the room of Sir 
Joh. Trever deceaſed. Which honorable office he keeping till 
his body was much broken with buſineſs, to the beginning of 
the year 1680, refign'd it with his Majeſties leave, and retired 
for health ſake to Enfield for a time. Wherevpon the place ot 
Secretary was beſtowed on Sir Liolin Jenkins Knight. At length 
Mr. Coventry giving way to fate in his houſe ſituated in the H.y-

There 
were two impreſſions of this tranſlation made in that” year, and 
in one of them are commendatory copies of. verſes made by ſeve- 
zal Poets of the Univerſity, namely among the reſt, by Richard 
Lovelace of Gloc. Hall, Franc. Fames M. A. of New College, 
Þ/» Metford B. A. of St. Edm. Hall. &c. Mr. —_ hath 
publiſhed nothing elſe, tho very able he was in many relpeCts to 
do it. For thol that were his acquaintance, knew him to be 
a nyoſt admirable Philologiſt, a Man of a great memory, and 
wal vers'd 1n ſeveral forts of learning ; but being delighted to 
pleaſe himſelf in a juvenile and bantring way among junior Ma- 
iters, could never be courted to ſet pen to paper for that purpole. 
He died in his lodging without the Turl-gate of Oxon, 13. Jan. 
1685.aped 72 years ot thereabouts ; and was buried in the remo- 
teſt part of the yard, joyning on the north ſide, to the Church at 
IV/tham beforemention'd, and not near his ſometimes Wike in 
the Church, becauſe ſhe had been diſhoneſt to him.
